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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMAN 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  RUTLAND  . 

The  Board  of  Selectman  submits  the  following  reports  of  their  offices,  committees 
and  departments  of  tlie  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1 996. 

As  our  prior  projections  for  growth  are  becoming  a reality  so  are  the  many  years  of 
responsible  planning.  Countless  individuals  on  numerous  Committees  and  work  groups 
help)ed  formulate  and  implement  goals  and  objectives  that  would  insure  our  Town  would 
not  only  survived  this  growth,  but  flourish,  lliis  year  has  seen  the  fruits  of  those  labors. 

The  Rutland  Community  Center  which  was  purchased  last  year,  was  through 
volunteer  efforts,  remodeled  to  be  used  not  only  as  a recreation  center  but  also  a 
kindergarten.  This  allowed  the  Town  to  help  solve  the  overcrowding  at  the  schools  and 
give  us  time  to  optimize  our  alternatives  This  we  did,  and  as  a results  the  town  passed  a 
plan  and  ap>p)roved  the  funding  that  will  add  a Middle  school  at  the  Naquag  site  and  also 
upgrade  the  current  facihty.  This  will  put  all  the  schools  at  one  location  and  allow  the 
reuse  of  the  current  pjrimary  school  facihty. 

Last  years  formation  of  a Recreation  Committee  has  evolved  into  a host  of 
activities  for  our  youtli  that  we  can  be  thankful  for  and  piroud  of.  Some  of  this  activities 
include  smnraer  recreation  program,  swimming  lessons,  after  school  activities,  a teen  drop 
in  center,  baby  sitting  courses,  winter  carnival  and  movies. 

To  sup>px)rt  all  these  activities  and  growth  we  for  the  first  time  employ  a full  time 
Pohce  and  Fire  chief  ^\ho  are  focusing  on  how  each  of  their  depiartments  through  grants, 
technology,  training  and  community  involvement  can  best  serve  our  town. 

Water  filtration  is  moving  at  a rapid  pace.  The  monies  were  apiproved  at  town 
meeting  for  the  construction  of  the  new  plant  and  ground  breaking  began  in  early  FY97. 


This  Board  is  committed  not  to  allow  growth  to  be  a deterrent  to  the  Town  and 
with  your  sup>p>ort  and  assist,  we  will  continue  to  make  the  challenging  decision  that  are 
necessary  to  make  Rutland  the  best  it  can  be.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Rutland  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1995,  we  considered  the 
internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the 
purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and 
not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure.  However,  we  noted 
matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we 
consider  to  be  a reportable  condition  under  standards  established  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters 
coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could 
adversely  affect  the  organization's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and 
report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the 
financial  statements. 

Cash  transactions  reported  by  the  Treasurer /Tax  Collector  to  the  Town  Account  amt 
were  not  reconciled  to  those  reported  by  the  various  banks.  Further,  cash 
transactions  reported  by  the  Treasurer/Tax  Collector  to  the  Town  Accountant  were 
not  reconciled  to  those  recorded  in  the  detail  taxes  receivable  records 
maintained  by  the  Treasurer/Tax  Collector. 

_A  material  weakness  is  a reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation 
of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would 
be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and 
not  be  detected  within  a timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of 
performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable 
conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessairily  disclose  all  reportable 
conditions  that  are  considered  to  be  material  weaJcnesses  as  defined  above.  We 
believe  the.  reportable  condition  described  above  to  be  a material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town 
Management  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  This  restriction  is  not 
intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  upon  acceptance  by  the 
Town  of  Rutland  is  a matter  of  public  record. • 

In  addition,  our  review  disclosed  several  other  conditions  which  warrant 
Management's  attention.

The  Moderator  opened  the  meeting  at  7:32  p.m.  After  a salute  to  the  flag, 
the  Town  Clerk  read  the  posting  of  the  warrant.  There  were  thirty-six  voters 
present.

Page  242,  and  located  at  67  Pleasantdale  Road.  Motion  was  seconded.  Motion 
unanimously  passed.

NOVEMBER  6,  1995 

The  Moderator  opened  the  meeting  at  7:34  p.m.  After  a salute  to  the 
Flag,  the  Town  Clerk  read  the  warrant  as  posted. 

ARTICLE  1:  Mr.  Brunelle  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  available 
funds  (free  cash)  the  amount  of  $26,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  paving  the  parking 
lot  at  the  Rutland  Community  Center.

2)  to  appropriate  $3,500,000  to  construct,  originally  equip  and  furnish  an 
addition  to  the  Naquag  School  to  be  designed  to  accommodate  pupils  in  grades 
kindergarten  through  4,  and  to  remodel,  reconstruct  or  make  extraordinary 
repairs  to  the  present  Naquag  School,  including  architectural,  engineering  and 
other  costs  incidental  and  related  thereto,  and  to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  $3,500,000  under  and  pursuant  to  Chapter 
44,  Section  7(3)  and  3(A),  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  other  enabling  authority, 
including  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1 948,  as  amended,  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
notes  therefor;  provided  that  not  more  than  $100,000  for  architectural, 
engineering  and  other  design  costs,  shall  be  borrowed  until  the  State 
Department  of  Education  has  determined  that  the  Town  has  filed  a completed 
application  for  a school  construction  grant  and  the  project  has  been  placed  on 
the  Department's  school  building  assistance  priority  list; 

3)  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  the  passage  of  a special  law  to  allow  the 
maturities  of  bonds  or  notes  issued  for  said  projects  to  be  so  arranged  that  for 
each  issue  the  amounts  payable  in  the  several  years  for  principal  and  interest 
combined  shall  be  as  nearly  equal  as  practicable  in  the  opinion  of  the  Treasurer 
and  Selectmen  or,  in  the  alternative,  in  accordance  with  a schedule  providing  a 
more  rapid  amortization  of  principal;  and 

4)  to  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  inter  municipal  agreement  with 
respect  to  the  leasing  of  the  site  of  the  new  middle  school  to  the  Wachusett 
Regional  School  District  and  including  provisions  with  respect  to  the  ultimate 
conveyance  of  the  school  site  to  the  District  and  the  crediting  of  State  school 
building  assistance  payments  on  account  of  the  projects  authorized  herein  to  the 
Town.  Motion  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed.  John  Nunnari  gave  a brief 
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explanation  of  how  the  Facilities  Committee  arrived  at  this  point.  James 
Purington  discussed  the  escalation  in  the  school  population  and  Raymond 
Becker  gave  an  explanation  on  how  the  Town  intends  to  pay  for  the  new  middle 
school  and  the  addition  to  Naquag.

The  Recreation  Committee,  only,  may  expend  from  such 
fund,  but  not  in  excess  of  $25,000.00  for  ensuing  year.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Mrs.  Gengel  gave  the  annual  report  of  the  Recreation  Committee's  revolving 
fund  for  fiscal  1 996.  Motion  unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  30:  Mr.  O'Grady  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a Departmental 
Revolving  Fund  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44,  Section  53E1/2,  to 
segregate  funds  for  the  dumping  of  Septage  at  Upper  Blackstone  Water 
Pollution  Abatement  District.  The  Board  of  Health,  only,  may  expend  from  such 
fund,  but  not  in  excess  of  $4,000.00  for  the  ensuing  year.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Mr.  O'Grady  gave  the  annual  report  of  Upper  Blackstone  Septage  Revolving 
Fund  for  fiscal  1996.  Motion  unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  31:  Mr.  O'Grady  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a Departmental 
Revolving  Fund  in  accordance  with  M.G.  L.,  Chapter  44,  Section  53E1/2,  to 
segregate  fund  for  the  dumping  of  Septage  at  Upper  Blackstone  Water  Pollution 
Abatement  District.

#210/5400.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  3:  Mr.  Brennan  moved  the  Town  transfer  $100.00  from  the  Town 
Accountant's  Other  Charges  and  Expenditures  Account,  #135/5700,  to  the  Town 
Accountant's  Supplies  Account,  #135/5400.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  4:  Mr.  Becker  moved  the  Town  transfer  from  Available  Funds  (Free

ARTICLE  9:  Mr.  Scannell  moved  the  town  1)  approve  the  Project  Certification 
Application  submitted  by  Dajon  Realty  Company,  on  April  1,  1996,  for  an 
addition  to  a building  located  in  the  Rutland  Center  Economic  Opportunity  Area 
(EOA),  on  Lot  D-6  on  Assessor's  Map  42; 

2)  to  approve  the  form  of  the  tax  increment  financing  (TIF)agreement  between 
Dajon  Realty  Company  and  the  Town  of  Rutland,  and  the  corresponding  TIP 
Plan,  draft  copies  of  which,  subject  to  change,  are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerks 
and  at  the  public  library;  and  3)  to  confirm  that  the  proposed  project  (a)  is 
consistent  with  the  goals  of  the  Rutland  Center  EOZ  and  will  benefit  from  it's

Zoning  By-Laws  by  striking  the  words  "or  special".  Motion  was  seconded. 
Moderator  explained  that  by  striking  the  word  special,  zoning  changes  could  only 
take  place  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  The  Planning  Board  recommended 
against  this  article.  Moderator  requested  permission  to  speak.  Moderator  stated 
he  had  very  strong  feelings  about  this  article.

ARTICLE  13:  Mr.  Blair  moved  to  accept  as  public  ways,  the  entire  lengths,  or 
designated  portions  of  the  following  streets,  constructed  by  Blair  Builders,  in 
accordance  with  the  layouts  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  approved  the 
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Planning  Board;  Orchard  Hill  Drive,  Tanglewood  Circle  and  Rolling  Ridge  road; 
Fernwood  Drive,  Thornapple  Circle;  Blair  Drive;  including  acceptance  of 
appropriate  easement  deeds.  Motion  was  seconded.  Planning  Board 
recommended  unfavorable  on  this  acceptance.  The  Board  just  received  a list 
from  their  engineering  company  stating  there  are  ten  items  that  have  not  been 
completed.  D.P.W.  Superintendent  was  not  in  attendance,  Mr.  Blair  stated  that 
he  recommended  acceptance.  A lengthily  discussion  continued.  Mr.  Becker 
amended  the  motion  by  adding,  deed  not  be  recorded  until  the  ten  items  are 
corrected.  Unanimously  passed.

Said  deed  will  not  be  recorded  until  after  the  ten 
items  have  been  corrected  and  said  corrections  have  been  made  and  confirmed 
by  the  Planning  Board  that  the  deficiencies  have  been  corrected.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  14:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  accept  as  a gift  from  Robert 
Judkins,  two  parcels  of  land  on  Wheeler  Road,  in  Rutland,  shown  as  parcels  "B" 
and  "C"  on  a "Plan  of  Property  in  Rutland,  Mass.  Owned  by  Estate  of  Charlotte 
E.  Judkins  dated  January  29,  1991,  by  James  B.  Kalloch" , recorded  in  the 
Worcester  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan  Book  647,  Page  80,  and  to  transfer 
from  Available  Funds  (Free  Cash)  $1,000.00  for  the  expenses  of  a title  search, 
attorney's  fee  and  recording  charges  in  connection  therewith.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed.

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WACHUSETT  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


The  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  comprised  of  Kindergarten  to  12th  grades  students  from  the 
towns  of  Holden,  Paxton,  Princeton,  Rutland  and  Sterling  served  6128  students  within  a minimum  state 
mandated  net  school  spending  of  $34,973,580.  The  district  budget  reflected  a per  pupil  expenditure  of 
$5,827  which  met  the  Department  of  Education  standard. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Alfred  D.  Tutela,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  district  continued  its 
unification  mission.  Labor  contracts  were  negotiated  with  support  staff  and  professional  persoimel 
resulting  in  sound  management  of  the  school  district  resources.  The  central  office  moved  its  location  to  a 
more  business-like  atmosphere  in  Princeton  for  greater  expediency  of  daily  operations. 

The  school  committee  continued  its  roles  of  policy  maker  and  overseer  of  the  education  plans  described  in 
the  district  goals  and  objectives.  Curricula  K-12  frameworks  were  adopted  in  the  areas  of  Language  Arts 
(English),  Social  Studies,  and  Science  to  an  already  established  Mathematics  curriculum.  All  frameworks 
reflect  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  guidelines  derived  from  the  Education  Reform  Act  of 
1993.  A teacher  curriculum  guide  and  assessment  program  for  the  entire  district  will  flow  naturally  fi"om 
all  the  frameworks. 


While  a philosophy  of  education  was  being  acted  upon,  the  building  facilities  needs  across  the  district 
was  being  evaluated.  The  school  committee  adopted  the  middle  school  concept  prior  to  approving 
architectural  designs  for  the  towns  of  Paxton,  Rutland  and  Sterling.  The  town  of  Holden  is  continuing  to 
pursue  Its  education  facilities  needs  encompassing  both  local  and  district  requirements.  The  Paxton  and 
Rutland  school  renovation  plans  w'ere  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  prior  to  the  June  1 deadline 
allowing  construction  to  begin  . The  Sterling  Facilities  Committee  provided  a distinct  education 
experience  for  students  in  grades  K-4  and  5-8  respectively  in  a state  funded  renovation  project  uniting 
both  the  Houghton  and  Chocksett  schools  allowing  for  an  elementary  and  middle  school  environment. 
All  projects  in  the  district  will  serve  the  differing  student  age  groups  very  well  into  the  21st  century. 


The  role  of  the  School  Improvement  Council  continues  to  impact  on  the  administrative  decisions  affecting 
the  students  . Site-based  management  and  shared  decision-making  allows  each  town  its  unique  approach 
to  meeting  the  district  goals  and  objectives.  Parental  involvement  is  evident  and  appreciated  by  the  school 
committee  and  the  administration.  School  improvement  plans  are  well  implemented. 

The  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  Conuiiittee  continues  its  dedication  to  day-to-day  technology 
application  to  real  life  experiences  in  every  classroom  in  the  district.  Each  year’s  accomplishments  are  a 
foundation  to  a better  education  experience  involving  all  students  and  educators.  The  school  committee, 
administrators,  teaching  and  support  staffs  take  great  pride  in  contributing  to  the  success  and  reputation  of 
the  Commonwealth’s  largest  regional  school  district.  Continued  community  support  and  participation  is 
vital  to  the  present  and  long-range  progress  of  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District.

WRSDC 
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The  1995-96  school  year  was  the  second  year  in  which  K-12  regionalization 
was  fully  implemented.  The  goals  and  policies  established  by  the  Wachusett 
Regional  School  Committee  provided  a more  efficient  and  effective 
organization  for  the  schools  and  increased  opportunities  for  a successful  school 
year  for  student  achievement.  School  Committee  policies  and  goals  are 
available  at  town  and  school  libraries. 

The  year-end  summary  report  developed  for  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education  provides  statistical  data  of  the  region's  student  population  (see  Table 
1).  The  following  observations  can  be  made  concerning  the  table  as  compared 
to  the  student  data  for  the  1994-95  school  year,  provided  in  the  1994-95  Annual 
Report: 

• The  School  Committee  served  an  average  membership  of  523  Kindergarten 
students  and  5,572  grade  1-12  students,  an  overall  increase  of  243  students 
from  the  1994-95  school  year. 

• Attendance  for  Kindergarten  students  ranged  from  95.8%  to  99%  and 
averaged  96.5%,  an  increase  of  .4%  over  last  year. 

• Attendance  in  grades  1-12  averaged  94.9%,  a decrease  of  .2%,  with  a 
range  of  92.4%  to  96.7%  . 

• A total  of  27  K-12  students  were  retained  in  grade,  a decrease  of  10  from  the 
1994-95  school  year.  Fourteen  of  the  retained  students  were  12th  graders 
who  had  not  earned  sufficient  credits  to  graduate  by  June 

• Four  students  were  excluded  from  school  for  unacceptable  behaviors,  no 
change  from  the  1994-95  school  year. 

• 499  students  were  suspended:  296  in-school  suspensions,  and  203  out-of- 
school  suspensions.  This  was  a substantial  increase  over  the  1994-95 
school  year  which  had  a total  of  436  suspensions,  249  in-school  and  187 
out-of-school.  Overall,  63  more  students  were  suspended  than  the  previous 
year,  47  in-school  and  16  out-of-school. 

• Twenty-nine  students  dropped  out,  an  increase  of  10  from  the  previous  year 

Of  the  318  graduates,  130  reported  going  on  to  a public  college,  136  to  a 
private  college,  29  to  work,  and  20  to  other  post-secondary  schools  and/or  to 
the  military,  a slight  change  from  the  1994-95  school  year  when  132  students 
reported  going  to  a public  college,  142  to  a private  college,  32  to  work  and  5 to 
other  post  secondary  schools  and/or  to  the  military 
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Curriculum  expansion  continued  during  the  school  year.  The  School 
Committee  increased  graduation  requirements  from  91  to  110  credits  adding 
foreign  language  and  fine  arts  requirements  and  increasing  math  and  science 
requirements.  Foreign  language  and  music  programs  were  expanded, 
providing  all  seventh  graders  with  a foreign  language  experience  and  serving 
over  200  students  in  an  after-school  music  instrumental  program  for  elementary 
students.  The  School  Committee  substantially  increased  the  number  of 
computers  for  students  and  staff  and  added  resource  materials  in  its  media 
centers  and  classrooms.  In  addition,  teacher  and  parent-initiated  programs 
implemented  within  the  schools  serviced  over  1,000  students  and  adults. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  - Seventh  Edition  (MAT-7),  a nationally 
normed  standardized  test,  was  implemented  for  the  second  year  to  gain 
baseline  data  on  how  our  students  performed  in  comparison  to  other  students  in 
the  country.  Results  of  the  test  show  the  performance  of  grades  2-8  students  in 
reading,  math  and  language  for  the  1995-96  school  year.  While  the  average 
percentile  ranking  across  the  country  is  50,  students  within  the  Wachusett 
Regional  School  District  achieved  average  percentile  levels  of  70  and  above. 
The  scores  represent  95%  of  the  grades  2-8  school  population;  5%  of  the 
population  received  either  modified  testing  or  were  excluded  depending  on 
their  individual  needs.  A full  and  complete  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test 
assessment  report  by  school  and  district  is  available  at  all  town  and  school 
libraries. 

The  Wachusett  Regional  School  Committee  has  established  a goal  that  the 
WRSD  shall  implement  a comprehensive,  multidimensional  assessment  plan  to 
determine  student  learning  and  outcomes,  and  the  effectiveness  of  the  systems 
and  processes  which  directly  and  indirectly  promote  student  learning  and 
development.  Information  collected  through  implementation  of  the  assessment 
plan  will  be  used  to:  facilitate  informed  decision  making;  engage  commitment 
and  support  for  the  mission  and  programs  of  the  WRSD;  and,  act  as  a catalyst 
for  continuous  improvement  within  the  Region. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test-Seventh  Edition  (MAT-7)  has  been 
selected  for  use  within  the  WRSD  as  the  norm  referenced  achievement  test 
component  of  the  Multidimensional  Assessment  Plan  (MAP).  The  MAT-7  was 
selected  after  careful  review  and  comment  due  to  its  alignment  with  WRSD  and 
national  curriculum  guidelines  (i.e.,  NAEP,  NCTM),  sophisticated  item 
presentation  and  response  format  requiring  application  of  higher  order  thinking 
skills,  reports  which  are  easily  understood,  and  utility  for  curriculum  planning 
within  schools  and  by  Task  Force  groups. 

The  second  annual  administration  of  the  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  - 
Seventh  Edition  (MAT-7)  was  conducted  during  May  1996.  A total  of  3,490 
students  in  grades  2-8  were  assessed  reflecting  an  increase  of  55  students  over 
the  1995  administration.  This  reflected  participation  by  99%  of  students 
enrolled  in  WRSD  grade  2-8  classes. 
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Approximately  1%  of  students  enrolled  were  exempted  from  participating  in  the 
assessment  program  due  to  the  severity  of  their  special  educational  needs. 
Special  needs  students  were  allowed  to  participate  in  the  assessment  program 
under  standard  or  modified  test  administration  conditions  at  the  discretion  of  the 
school  special  education  teams.  Approximately  4%  of  students  enrolled  in 
WRSD  grade  2-8  classes  required  modified  testing  due  to  their  special 
educational  needs.  Special  education  students  needing  modifications  such  as 
extended  time,  oral  directions,  repetitions  of  directions,  or  other  adjustments 
could  participate  in  the  MAT-7  assessment  program.  Due  to  changes  in  the 
standard  administration  required  to  meet  their  special  needs,  test  results  for 
special  education  students  tested  under  modified  conditions  were  not  included 
in  the  WRSD  average  scores.  Results  were  reported  to  the  students'  schools  for 
use  in  program  planning.  Approximately  95%  of  students  enrolled  in  WRSD 
grades  2-8  were  assessed  with  the  MAT-7  under  standard  test  administration 
conditions. 

The  numbers  of  students  included  within  the  standard  administration  continue 
at  the  high  levels  reported  in  1995.  This  reflects  a continued  commitment  to 
including  as  many  WRSD  students  as  possible  within  the  assessment  program 

The  areas  assessed  continue  to  include  the  "Tools  for  Learning":  reading 
vocabulary  and  comprehension;  mathematics  concepts  and  problem  solving; 
and  language  skills  for  prewriting,  composing,  and  editing.  Additional  areas 
added  to  the  1996  MAT-7  administration  include:  word  recognition  skills  (grade 
2 only),  math  procedures  (computation),  science,  social  studies,  research  skills, 
and  thinking  skills.  This  extends  the  scope  of  the  assessment  to  provide  a 
broader,  more  comprehensive  picture  of  WRSD  student  achievement. 

The  results  of  the  MAT-7  for  WRSD  grades  2-8  provide  a "snapshot"  of  what 
students  in  these  grades  were  capable  of  achieving  at  that  point  and  time.  The 
results  compare  Wachusett  student  performance  to  a national  sample  of 
students  who  took  the  same  tests  at  the  same  time.  Baseline  information 
collected  on  student  performance  collected  during  the  May  1995  administration 
of  the  MAT-7  provides  a reference  to  assess  changes  and  improvements  in 
student  academic  skills.  Results  from  the  MAT-7  assessment  continue  to  be 
used  as  a tool  for  curriculum  planning 

Review  of  the  District's  MAT-7  results  indicates  that  students  within  the 
Wachusett  Region  continue  to  demonstrate  exceptionally  high  levels  of 
competence  on  the  "Tools  for  Learning"  and  the  additional  areas  assessed.  A 
few  general  observations  can  be  made  based  upon  review  of  the  WRSD  MAT-7 
test  results: 

• The  average  percentile  ranks  for  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  in 
grades  2-8  predominately  fell  within  the  75  to  80  percentile  range. 

Percentile  scores  falling  in  this  range  would  be  High  Average  to  Above 
Average  compared  to  the  national  reference  group 
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AVERAGE  PERCENTILE  SCORE 
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• WRSD  individual  student  scores  were  most  frequently  within  the  76-99 
Percentile  Rank  range.  Scores  within  this  range  would  indicate  very 
advanced  skill  development  within  the  areas  assessed.  Between  40  to  60 
percent  of  WRSD  individual  student  scores,  depending  on  grade  and 
subtest  area,  fell  within  this  Above  Average  to  Very  Superior  range  when 
compared  with  the  national  reference  group.  Students  within  the  national 
reference  group  which  took  the  same  tests  received  scores  within  this  Above 
Average  to  Very  Superior  range  23%  of  the  time.  For  example,  more  than 
twice  as  many  WRSD  students  received  scores  within  the  Above  Average  to 
Very  Superior  range  on  the  MAT-7  Complete  Battery  than  the  students  in  the 
national  reference  group 
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• Within  the  national  reference  group,  23%  of  students  would  be  expected  to 
receive  scores  on  the  MAT-7  within  the  Below  Average  to  Poor  range  (i.e., 
below  the  23rd  percentile).  In  most  areas  and  grades  assessed,  less  than 
10%  of  WRSD  students  earned  scores  within  the  Below  Average  to  Poor 
Percentile  Rank  range. 

• Comparisons  of  MAT-7  scores  indicate  gains  in  student  achievement  on  the 
TOOLS  FOR  LEARNING.  Variations  are  noted  depending  on  grade  or 
subtest  area.  However,  review  of  the  composite  scores  from  the  May  1995 
and  May  1996  administrations  of  the  MAT-7  indicates  that  MAT-7  scores 
improved  for  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  as  a whole  in  all  areas 
assessed.  Variations  within  school,  grade  level  and  subtest  area 
performance  across  the  two  administrations  of  the  MAT-7  will  be  reviewed  at 
the  regional  and  school  levels. 
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• WRSD  students  display  exceptional  levels  of  higher  order  thinking  skills  on 
problems  which  require  students  to:  compare,  contrast,  synthesize,  or 
evaluate  knowledge;  to  demonstrate  metacognition;  or  to  derive  the  solution 
rule  in  order  to  answer  the  question.  While  23%  of  students  in  the  national 
reference  sample  would  display  Thinking  Skills  within  the  Above  Average 
range,  over  50%  of  WRSD  students  in  grades  3-8  display  Above  Average 
levels  of  proficiency  applying  high  level,  sophisticated  reasoning  and 
problem  solving  skills. 
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Parents  of  WRSD  students  have  received  reports  describing  their  children's 
proficiency  levels  based  upon  MAT-7  results  in  June  1996.  A two  page 
brochure  “What  Parents  Should  Know  About  Standardized  Achievement 
Testing:  A Guide  for  Parents  " was  prepared  as  a resource  for  WRSD  parents. 
Copies  of  the  brochure  were  distributed  with  the  individual  student  reports. 

Administration,  school  principals,  teachers,  and  curriculum  task  force  groups 
have  reviewed  and  continue  to  discuss  the  MAT-7  results  to  interpret  and  fully 
utilize  information  collected  on  student  performance.  Analysis  and 
interpretation  by  these  groups  continue  to  support  identification  of  strengths 
within  the  District's  programs  and  recommendations  for  further  actions  to 
improve  student  performance.  Action  plans  by  schools  are  being  developed 
and  implemented.  WRSD  curriculum  task  force  groups  will  utilize  assessment 
information  from  the  MAT-7  during  the  1996-97  school  year  as  a tool  for 
curriculum  planning.  Analyses  and  recommendations  by  the  curriculum  task 
force  groups  will  be  incorporated  within  their  specific  curriculums. 

The  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  MAT-7  assessment  results  have  been 
added  to  the  WRSD  assessment  database.  The  assessment  database  includes 
individual  MAT-7  student  results  for  all  students  in  grades  2-8.  Custom  reports 
from  the  MAT-7  Student  Database  using  the  Test  Reporting  Management 
Software  (TRMS)  have  been  provided  to  address  specific  needs  for  information 
required  for;  curriculum  review  and  planning;  monitoring  student  performance; 
and,  reporting.  Analysis  of  variables  such  as  differential  effects  of  instructional 
programs,  and  gender  differences  in  achievement  can  be  conducted  utilizing 
the  TRMS  software  and  MAT-7  Student  Database 
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With  the  continued  cooperation  and  support  of  principals,  teachers,  task  force 
groups,  and  central  administration,  the  implementation  of  the  Assessment  Plan 
will  move  forward  with  the  addition  of  other  alternative  assessment  methods 
such  as  curriculum  based  measurement,  performance  assessment,  and 
portfolios.  These  alternative  assessment  methods  are  currently  under  study  for 
implementation  within  the  District.  Information  on  student  performance  with 
these  types  of  alternative  or  "authentic"  assessment  methods  will  provide 
qualitative  information  on  student  thinking  skills,  problem  solving  abilities  and 
lifelong  learning  skills  which  will  extend  our  understanding  of  WRSD  students' 
needs,  learning  and  growth. 

An  additional  test  provided  this  year  is  the  MEAP  for  grades  4,  8 and  10. 

The  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  test  was  developed  to 
provide  an  assessment  of  program  or  curriculum  effectiveness.  The  1996 
administration  of  the  MEAP  will  conclude  the  use  of  the  MEAP  as  a state-wide 
assessment.  The  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS) 
which  will  be  mandated  under  the  Educational  Reform  Act  will  replace  the 
MEAP  as  the  future  statewide  curriculum  and  student  proficiency  measure. 

MEAP  Reading  scale  scores  were  above  the  1400  scale  score  level  for  grades 
4,  8,  and  10.  Grade  4 Reading  scale  scores  have  increased  over  the  past  three 
administrations  of  the  MEAP. 
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Grade  8 Reading  scale  scores  have  remained  relatively  stable  over  the  past  3 
administrations  of  the  MEAP  with  scores  within  the  1450-1470  range.  A 
substantial  increase  was  noted  in  the  grade  10  Reading  scale  score.  The 
Grade  10  Reading  score  for  1996  was  consistent  with  the  levels  reported  for 
grades  4 and  8. 
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Differences  between  the  Massachusetts  average  scale  scores  for  reading  at 
grades  4,  8 and  10  and  WRSD  reading  scores  continue  to  exceed  50  scale 
score  points.  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  reports  that 
differences  greater  than  50  scale  score  points  are  educationally  significant. 

Gains  in  the  difference  between  state  and  WRSD  grade  4 reading  scores  were 
noted  with  the  1996  grade  4 reading  score  for  the  district  exceeding  the  state 
average  by  90  scale  score  points. 

Declines  were  noted  in  the  difference  between  WRSD  grade  8 reading  scores 
and  the  state  average  over  the  past  three  MEAP  administrations.  While  WRSD 
grade  8 reading  scale  scores  have  remained  relatively  stable  over  the  past  3 
MEAP  administrations,  the  state  average  scale  scores  have  increased.  The 
decline  in  the  difference  between  the  Massachusetts  and  WRSD  average  scale 
scores  does  not  appear  to  reflect  a decline  in  the  District’s  reading  performance. 
Rather,  the  increase  in  the  state  average  scale  scores  appears  to  be  major 
factor.  The  WRSD  differences  from  the  state  average  for  grade  8 continue  to 
exceed  the  50  points  considered  to  be  educationally  significant. 

Grade  10  reading  scores  for  the  district  increased  resulting  in  a gain  of  scale 
score  points  over  the  1994  results.  This  is  reflected  in  the  difference  from  the 
state  average  increasing  from  70  points  above  the  state  average  to  120  points 
above  the  state  average, 
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Review  of  Reading  scale  scores  for  Total  Reading  and  specific  skills  indicated 
that  WRSD  performance  improved  in  comparison  with  school  districts  having 
similar  student  populations. 

Comparisons  for  grade  4 indicate  a patte.m  of  performance  MEAP  Reading 
scales  rising  to  levels  which  are  primarily  within  and  above  the  scores  for 
similar  schools.  There  has  been  a decline  over  the  past  three  MEAP 
administrations  in  the  percent  of  scores  falling  below  the  comparison  score 
band  for  similar  schools.

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Differences  between  the  Massachusetts  average  scale  scores  for  mathematics 
at  grades  4,  8 and  10  and  WRSD  mathematics  scores  continue  to  be  more  than 
50  points  above  the  state  average.

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Grade  4 Science  results  indicate  a steady  climb  from  1410  in  1992  to  1440  in 
1996.  Gains  have  also  been  noted  in  the  Massachusetts  average  science 
scores.  However,  the  differences  between  the  state  and  WRSD  scores  continue 
to  indicate  performance  in  science  which  is  well  above  the  state. 

Grade  8 Science  results  for  the  district  have  remained  relatively  stable  over  the 
past  three  MEAP  administrations.  District  science  scores  continue  to  be  well 
above  the  state  average. 

Grade  10  WRSD  Science  results  reflect  a substantial  improvement  of  40  scale 
score  points  over  the  1994  results.  The  grade  10  results  exceeded  the  state 
average  by  110  scale  score  points  which  is  educationally  significant 
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Differences  between  the  Massachusetts  average  scale  scores  for  science  at 
grades  4,  8 and  10  and  WRSD  science  scores  continue  to  be  more  than  50 
points  above  the  state  average.  The  differences  between  state  and  WRSD 
grade  4 average  scores  have  remained  stable  at  -h80  points  over  the  past  three 
MEAP  administrations.

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Grade  4 Social  Studies  results  indicate  a modest  gain  of  20  points  over  the 
stable  levels  previously  reported  for  1992-1994.  The  differences  between  the 
state  and  WRSD  scores  continue  to  indicate  performance  in  social  studies 
which  is  well  above  the  state  average. 

Grade  8 Social  Studies  results  for  the  district  have  declined  10  scale  score 
points  from  1994  which  was  10  points  below  the  1992  score.  Although  a 20 
point  difference  is  not  educationally  significant,  a decline  in  social  studies 
scores  across  the  three  MEAP  administrations  should  be  further  examined  to 
determine  whether  other  indicators  of  student  achievement  in  social  studies  are 
consistent  with  MEAP  results. 

Grade  10  WRSD  Social  Studies  results  reflect  a modest  decline  of  10  scale 
score  points  over  the  1994  results.  The  grade  10  results  continue  to  exceed  the 
state  average  by  60  scale  score  points  which  is  educationally  significant. 
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Differences  between  the  Massachusetts  average  scale  scores  for  social  studies 
at  grades  4,  8 and  10  and  WRSD  Social  Studies  scores  continue  to  be  more 
than  50  points  above  the  state  average.  The  differences  between  state  and 
WRSD  grade  4 average  scores  have  increased  from  50  to  80  points  above  the 
state  average  over  the  past  three  MEAP  administrations.  Declines  in  the  degree 
of  difference  with  the  state  averages  were  noted  at  grades  8 and  10.  While 
differences  between  the  state  and  WRSD  average  Social  Studies  scores 
continue  to  be  greater  than  50  scale  score  points  which  is  educationally 
significant,  the  declines  in  scale  scores  and  difference  between  the  state  and 
district  average  scores  at  grades  8 and  10  warrant  further  review. 
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Review  of  Social  Studies  scale  scores  for  Total  Social  Studies  and  specific 
skills  indicated  that  WRSD  performance  improved  in  comparison  with  school 

districts  having 

similar  student  populations  at  grade  4. 
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Comparisons  for  grade  8 indicate 
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Grade  10  Social  Studies  results  are  only  available  for  1994  and  1996  There 
has  been  a substantial  positive  shift  in  scores  from  below  the  comparison  band 
for  similar  schools  to  score  within  or  above  the  comparison  band 
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The  WRSD  results  from  the  1996  administration  of  the  Massachusetts 
Educational  Assessment  Program  (MEAP)  at  grades  4,  8 and  10  continue  to 
indicate  a pattern  of  curriculum  performance  which  is  well  above  the 
Massachusetts  average.  WRSD  scores  in  Reading,  Mathematics,  Science  and 
Social  Studies  on  the  1996  administration  indicated  generally  high  levels  of 
performance  compared  to  all  schools  in  Massachusetts  and  when  compared 
with  schools  having  similar  student  populations.  Stable  levels  of  curriculum 
performance  or  gains  in  levels  of  curriculum  performance  were  noted  in 
Reading,  Mathematics  and  Science.  Small  declines  in  Social  Studies  scores 
were  noted  at  Grades  8 and  10.  While  these  declines  were  not  educationally 
significant,  they  warrant  further  review  of  WRSD  social  studies  performance 
using  other  indicators. 

Implementation  of  the  WRSD  multidimensional  assessment  plan  over  the  past 
two  school  years  provides  additional  information  about  student  performance 
and  curriculum  which  can  be  integrated  with  the  MEAP  results  to  provide  a 
fuller,  balanced  picture  of  WRSD  program  and  student  proficiency.  Information 
from  other  assessments  of  student  achievement  and  academic  proficiency  (i.e. 
Metropolitan  Achievement  Test,  Degrees  of  Reading  Power,  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test)  will  be  merged  and  correlated  with  the  WRSD  1996  MEAP  results  to 
facilitate  further  discussions  about  curriculums,  standards  for  student 
performance,  and  program  needs. 

Review  of  MEAP  results  will  also  be  conducted  at  the  school  level  by  building 
principals,  professional  staff,  and  school  councils.  Analyses  of  building  level 
MEAP  results  will  be  incorporated  with  other  indicators  of  student  and  program 
performance  to  support  decision  making  about  school  programs  and  priorities 
for  school  improvement  plans. 

The  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  tests  have  provided 
information  about  program  and  curriculum  performance.  The  MEAP  has  limited 
usefulness  providing  information  about  individual  student  proficiency.  The 
proficiency  levels  reported  with  the  MEAP  reflect  projected  or  predicted 
student  proficiency  rather  than  a direct  measurement  of  individual  student 
performance.  Implementation  of  the  new  state  mandated  assessment  program, 
the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS),  will  further 
strengthen  the  district’s  ability  to  examine  program  performance  AND  individual 
student  proficiency.  When  combined  with  other  measures  of  student 
performance  used  by  the  district,  the  MCAS  will  overcome  the  limitations  of  the 
MEAP. 

Advances  in  the  district’s  assessment  processes,  curriculum  development  and 
implementation,  professional  development,  and  modernization  of  facilities  will 
continue  to  act  as  catalysts  for  continuous  improvement  towards  excellence  and 
world  class  performance. 

The  School  Committee  is  working  to  institute  K-12  curriculum  requirements 
across  the  Region.  The  District  has  made  substantial  progress  in  curriculum 
development.  The  Committee  has  adopted  curriculum  frameworks  in  the  areas 
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of  science,  math,  social  studies,  art,  language  arts,  health  and  world  languages 
The  District  has  established  a Blue  Ribbon  Committee,  composed  of 
representative  teachers,  parents,  administrators,  and  interested  community 
members,  to  develop  a proposed  6-12  regional  approach  for  world  languages. 
Task  forces  of  teachers  and  administrators  are  developing  teacher  guides  fo 
parallel  the  frameworks  and  aid  in  instruction.  A K-12  “Writing  Across  the 
Curriculum”  program  is  being  readied  for  publication.  Teacher  training 
programs  are  being  planned  which  will  provide  all  instructional  staff  with  ideas 
and  options  to  promote  the  incorporation  of  writing  into  all  curricula  areas 

Reading  continues  to  be  the  most  critical  skill  necessary  to  the  success  of  all 
students.  District  focus  is  being  placed  on  reading  in  the  content  areas. 

Students  in  grades  3,  5 and  8 will  be  assessed  on  their  ability  to  utilize  the 
written  text  in  their  learning  with  corrective  interventions  planned  for  those 
students  who  need  assistance.  Students  will  be  better  able  to  apply  reading 
using  various  materials  in  their  learning. 

Individual  learning  systems,  which  aid  students  in  strengthening  their  reading 
and/or  math  skills,  have  been  implemented  in  elementary  schools  in  grades  3 to 
5.  Additionally,  an  individualized  learning  system  was  implemented,  on  a pilot, 
basis,  for  Kindergarten  students  at  Houghton  School.  Staff  reported  such  a 
high  level  of  effectiveness  that  the  system  was  expanded  to  grade  1 at 
Houghton  School  and  introduced  at  grade  1 at  Naquag  Elementary  School, 

The  District  will  continue  to  monitor  and  evaluate  the  overall  effectiveness  ol  the 
new  system  in  improving  student  outcomes 

Time  On  Learning,  a state  requirement  to  ensure  that  each  student  receives  a 
minimum  amount  of  direct  instruction,  continues  to  be  a focus  of  planning.  Time 
On  Learning  requires  900  instructional  hours  for  elementary  students  and  990 
instructional  hours  for  high  school  students,  exclusive  of  lunch,  recess,  opening 
and  end-of-day  activities,  and  other  non-instructional  activities.  By  September 
1997,  only  instruction  in  the  core  curriculum  areas  will  be  counted.  The  Time 
On  Learning  requirements  will  have  a substantial  impact  on  the  high  school 
facility  and  staff  since  study  halls  will  no  longer  be  available  in  a school  that  is 
already  at  95  plus  % utilization. 

The  School  District  continues  its  entry  into  the  information  Age  at  an 
accelerated  pace.  In  addition  to  computer  purchases,  an  electronic 
infrastructure  was  completed,  which  links  all  computers  in  the  classroom  and  all 
schools  to  each  other  and  the  world-wide  Internet.  This  allows  real-time 
information  collection  and  interaction  between  and  among  schools,  classrooms, 
and  the  outside  world.  All  teachers  and  administrators  have  electronic 
communications  to  access  each  other  and,  through  the  World  Wide  Web, 
colleagues  and  counterparts  across  the  nation  and  around  the  world.  Students 
now,  similarly,  have  access  to  all  other  electronically  connected  stations, 
including  thousands  of  classrooms  and  an  infinite  number  of  resources  to  gain 
knowledge  and  to  process  information. 
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The  Education  Reform  Act  requires  that  each  school  district  make  a substantial 
commitment  to  professional  development.  The  Wachusett  Regional  School 
District’s  Professional  Development  Program  provides  in  excess  of  400  hours  of 
in-house  learning  opportunity  to  staff.  In  addition,  every  certified  staff  member 
has  two  full  days  committed  to  professional  development  at  the  school  and 
district  level.  The  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  collaborated  with  eleven 
other  school  districts  and  Fitchburg  State  College  to  provide  over  200  additional 
program  offerings  to  over  2,000  teachers  on  one  professional  development  day. 
All  of  the  District’s  education  staff  participated  in  this  very  successful 
experience. 

The  Region  implemented  a new  financial  management  system  to  more 
effectively  respond  to  increased  financial  requirements.  This  has  enabled  the 
School  Committee  and  community  to  receive  timely,  accurate,  and  complete 
information  on  the  financial  status  of  the  School  District.  The  Committee  now 
receives  regular  updates  on  cash  flow,  budget,  revenue,  expenditure  and 
projection  reports,  and  periodic  revenue  and  expenditure  projections.  Site- 
based  managers  now  receive  periodic  reports  on  the  status  of  their  budgets  and 
purchases.  The  increased  flow  of  financial  management  information  has  better 
enabled  the  District  to  manage  the  public’s  funds 

The  Wachusett  Regional  School  Committee  received  $36,425,878.24  of  which 
$34,011,910  was  for  net  school  spending  (the  state  minimum  requirement  for 
education)  and  $2,413,968.24  was  for  transportation  and  other  non-state 
required  spending  (see  Table  2).  The  District  was  also  required  by  the  state 
Department  of  Education  to  spend  an  additional  $962,822  on  educational 
improvements,  this  amount  being  the  carry  over  balance  from  FY95.  Of  the 
$36,425,878.24,  the  state  contributed  $13,953,288  to  the  operation  of  the 
School  District  for  net  school  spending  and  transportation  aid,  the  towns 
contributing  $22,277,454  and  $195,136.24  coming  from  other  sources.  Of  the 
state’s  contribution  for  the  operation  of  the  School  District,  over  $4,000,000  is  a 
direct  benefit  of  regionalization.

Our  town  contributions  decreased  from  $22,652,564  to  $22,277,454  a net 
reduction  of  $375,1 10.  The  reduction  was  the  result  of  an  $844,274  decrease 
in  local  transportation  and  other  contributions  due  to  a change  in  the  formula,  a 
direct  benefit  of  regionalization. 
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Expenditures  for  the  School  District  are  provided  in  Table  3.  Of  the  District’s  net 
school  spending  requirement,  a total  of  75%  is  spent  on  personnel,  20.4%  on 
non-salaried  regular  education  expenditures,  and  4.5%  on  non-salaried  special 
education  support.  The  District  borrowed  $5.3  million  in  tax  anticipation  notes 
which  was  paid  back  during  the  year. 

The  Education  Reform  Act  requires  that  all  schools  establish  a school  council  as 
an  advisory  committee  composed  of  representative  parents,  teachers,  students 
and  community  members,  who  advise  the  principal  on  matters  related  to  school 
budget,  planning  and  operations  concerns.  Each  school  in  the  District  now  has 
a school  council  that  works  in  cooperation  with  the  principal  to  prepare  a three- 
year  school  improvement  plan,  which  will  be  updated  and  presented  to  the 
School  Committee  annually.  The  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  is  very 
fortunate  to  have  so  many  actively  engaged  school  councils.  Copies  of  school 
improvement  plans  are  available  at  the  individual  schools. 

The  District  has  also  established  a Superintendent’s  Parents  Advisory  Council 
with  representative  members  from  each  school  council  in  the  District,  which 
serves  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  Superintendent.  The  Wachusett  Regional 
School  District  presented  its  first  school  council  workshop  sponsored  by  the 
Superintendent’s  Parents  Advisory  Council,  which  was  designed  to  train  local 
school  council  members.  Utilizing  council  members,  principals  and  staff  as 
presenters,  the  workshop  provided  attendees  an  opportunity  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  the  role  of  school  councils  and  share  ideas  among  school 
council  members.  The  workshop  provided  the  District  an  opportunity  to 
highlight  some  of  the  unique  programs  being  offered  to  our  students.  Open  to 
the  public,  the  workshop  was  very  well  received  and  has  stimulated  plans  for  a 
second  workshop  for  the  1996-97  school  year 

An  articulation  program  for  middle  school  students  has  been  established  to 
facilitate  a familiarity  between  and  among  students  from  the  towns  prior  to  their 
entrance  into  high  school.  A middle  school  student  advisory  council  has  been 
instituted  to  gain  student  input  and  assistance  in  the  planning  of  articulation 
projects 

Town  police  departments  meet  with  school  administration  on  a regular  basis  to 
establish  protocols,  coordinate  activities,  and  provide  support.  Police  chiefs 
have  substantially  increased  their  support  and  commitrhent  to  our  schools 
through  the  established  protocols.  The  DARE  program  (Drug  Awareness 
Resistance  Education)  at  each  elementary  school  has  been  expanded  to  the 
high  school.  Additionally,  police  are  serving  as  a support  to  the  high  school's 
driver  education  program,  offering  practical  application  and  safety  training  to 
our  students. 

As  we  move  into  the  1996-97  school  year,  our  primary  concern  will  continue  to 
be  the  facilities  issues  of  both  expansion,  made  necessary  by  the  increase  in 
enrollment,  which  has  been  growing  by  100  plus  students  per  year,  the 
increased  space  needs  at  the  High  School  as  a result  of  Time  On  Learning,  and 
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the  need  to  repair  neglected  buildings.  The  School  Committee  and  towns  have 
or  are  addressing  some  critical  problems  but  substantial  deficiencies  remain. 

The  Town  of  Paxton  voted  to  expand  Paxton  Center  School  by  adding  a middle 
school  wing  and  by  making  renovations  to  the  building.  The  Town  of  Rutland 
voted  to  build  a new  grades  5-8  middle  school  and  to  renovate  the  Naquag 
Elementary  School  building.  The  Town  of  Holden  approved  architectural  fees 
to  initiate  the  design  for  the  construction  of  two  K-5  elementary  school  buildings 
to  replace  three  wooden  structures,  Jefferson,  Rice  and  Chaffins  Schools,  and 
to  renovate  Dawson  and  Mountview  Schools.  Sterling  approved  funds  for 
conceptual  designs  for  substantial  additions  and  modifications  to  the 
Houghton/Chocksett  School.  The  Wachusett  Regional  School  Committee  has 
established  a High  School  Facilities  Advisory  Committee  to  address  the 
renovation  needs  of  the  1954  high  school  building  to  accommodate  building 
code  educational  improvement  needs  and  the  increase  in  projected 
enrollments. 

Environmental  issues  of  schools  received  considerable  attention  during  the 

1994- 95  school  year.  Problems  were  identified  at  Thomas  Prince,  Mountview 
Middle  School  and  the  Naquag  Primary  Building,  where  air  quality  was 
determined  to  be  unsatisfactory  by  the  respective  Boards  of  Health.  A major 
maintenance  effort  at  the  three  sites  was  undertaken  to  correct  the  problems  in 
cooperation  with  town  personnel  and  local  boards  of  health. 

Corrective  actions  taken  at  Mountview  Middle  School  are  to  be  considered 
temporary  in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  duct  work  transferring  the  heated  air  is  in 
need  of  substantial  repair.  The  Holden  School  Building  Committee,  the  Holden 
Board  of  Health  and  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  Committee  have 
expressed  commitment  to  raising  the  appropriate  funds  to  correct  the  problem. 

1995- 96  was  an  unusually  snowy  year.  It  was  necessary  for  the  Region  to  close 
its  doors  on  eight  occasions;  some  think  it  should  have  been  nine.  This  brought 
the  school  year  into  the  last  week  of  June. 

In  addition,  for  two  days,  Mountview  Middle  School  and  Wachusett  Regional 
High  School  were  closed  early  due  to  inclement  weather  so  that  buses  could 
pick  up  elementary  school  children  on  time. 

As  we  plan  for  the  future  of  our  growing  region,  we  need  to  ensure  that 
provision  is  made  for  adequate  facilities  for  the  students  of  the  21st  Century. 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  in  the  1980's  and  early  1990's,  "bricks"  decayed  in  order  to 
have  money  available  for  "books,"  resulting  in  facilities  maintenance  problems 
accruing  to  the  point  where  millions  of  dollars  in  renovations  and/or 
replacement  are  needed.  The  towns  and  the  School  Committee  are 
affirmatively  addressing  these  issues  over  the  long  term  along  with  addressing 
the  increased  requirements  of  these  facilities  as  a result  of  enrollment  changes 
and  educational  requirements 
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We  thank  you  for  your  support  of  regionalization  and  the  Wachusett  Regional 
School  Committee's  efforts  to  enhance  and  expand  opportunities  for  our 
children.  I look  forward  to  working  with  you  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  the 
Wachusett  Region.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month. 
Nathan  Locke  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Bernard 
O’Grady  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Paul  Truscott  as  Clerk.  The  Board 
employed  Randall  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests  and 
to  perform  other  inspections.  Randy  was  present  for  48  perc 
tests  and  161  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also 
employed  Joe  Ares  as’  review  engineer  for  septic  system  designs 
and  the  VNA  of  Worcester  for  nursing  services  for  the  elderly  and 
needy . 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and 
overseen  well  and  septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and 
improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern  within  the  town 
that  consume  much  of  the  Board's  time  and  energy  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collect. ion  Day  the  past  2 years  and  plans  to  do 
the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town’s  contracts  for  VN/aste  removal  with 
haulers  and  with  Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper 
level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town’s  rate. 

Board  members  and  its  agent  attended  various  training  sessions 
including  training  on  changes  in  Title  5,  the  state  code 
governing  septic  systems.  The  Board  continued  its  membership  in 
the  Central  Massachusetts  and  State  Associations  of  Health 
Boards . 

The  Board  worked  closely  with  the  Planning  Board,  Bu.ilrtlug 
Inspector,  and  Conservation  Commission  regarding  various  issues 
related  to  new  and  existing  construction  in  town.  The  Board  also 
consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
on  issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances  to  State  and 
Town  regulations. 

The  Board  of  Health’s  role  is  becoming  increasingly  more 
complicated  with  the  passage  of  the  Cohen  Watershed  Protection 
Act,  the  Rivers  Protection  Act,  and  with  the  changes  in  Title  5 
(the  State  Sanitary  Waste  Code) . The  Board  is  upgrading  its 
tracking  of  septic  systems  by  computer. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1996  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum 
of  $28,592.95  collected  from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  Board’s  budget  paid  $1,131.12  for  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  and  home  health 
visits.  Ed  Buck  remains  as  Animal  Control  Officer.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  has  continued  its  duties  with  a busy  agenda  in  fiscal  year  1996.  The  Zoning 
Study  Committee  working  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  wrote  an  "Open  Space" 
article  that  passed  at  Town  Meeting,  and  is  now  part  of  the  Rutland  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  will 
allow  developers  to  submit  an  Open  Space  Plan  (often  referred  to  as  Cluster  Zoning)  to  the  Board 
for  ai^roval.  The  plan  allows  si^er  lots  while  leaving  part  of  the  land  to  open  space.  The 
Cmnmittee  studied  sub-division  regulations  and  changes  were  made  to  concur  wi^  the  open  space 
concept  The  Committee  will  continue  this  charge  and  update  all  of  the  zoning  and  sub-division 
regulations  in  tire  future.  Three  proposed  qren  space  plans  are  now  being  reviewed  by  the  Board. 

Sub-divisions  being  proposed  in  fiscal  year  19%: 

Deer  Run  - Pleasantdale  Road  (standard  plan) 

Brunelle  Farm  - Pormnogussett  Road  (open  space  plan) 

Crestview  Acres  - Campbell  Street  ( open  space  plw) 

Coitral  Tree  Farms  - Central  Tree  Road  (open  space  plan) 

The  Board  r^iproved  ten  ANR  (^proval  not  required)  plans  during  the  year.  Two  hearings  were 
held  requesting  zoning  changes  ^m  residential  to  business. 

A new  updated  fee  schedule  under  study  by  the  Board  during  fiscal  year  19%  is  expected  to  be 
^proved  soon.  The  new  fees  will  be  increased  and  provide  the  Board  with  the  money  needed  to 
do  a better  and  professional  job.  After  reviewing  fee  schedules  fiom  several  towns  the  Board 
focused  on  a fee  system  with  two  fees.  An  administrative  and  a consulting  fee  will  be  collected 
fiom  the  developer  during  submission  of  the  plan.  This  will  allow  the  Board  to  have  the  project 
reviewed  for  engineering  and  legal  evaluations.  Other  fees  may  be  put  in  a special  account  for  the 
Board  to  upgrade  ifs  operations. 

The  Planning  Board  participated  in  an  informational  training  program  sponsored  by  the  Nashua 
River  Association  with  Plarmer  Lyn  Bellman  Galemme.  The  meetings  were  held  in  several  area 
towns  whh  Rutland  hosting  one  meeting.  Topics  included  procedure  fee  systems  and  general 
Plannmg  Board  business.  Additional  training  for  local  Plarming  Boards  is  anticipated  in  the  future. 

Ralph  Caloiaro  decided  not  to  continue  on  the  Board.  The  members  thank  Ralph  for  his  years  of 
service  and  welcome  Michael  Sullivan  to  the  Board. 

Central  Mass  Regional  Planning  Conunission  will  be  providing  assistance  to  the  Zoning  Study 
Committee.  The  Planning  Board  would  Ukc  to  thank  all  members  and  residents  contributing  to  the 
Zoning  Study  Committee  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  --LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


At  a town  meeting  on  March  5,  1866,  voters  approved 

$100  tp  start  the  Rutland  Free  Public  Library.  One  hundred 
and  thirty  years  later  the  library  is  at  the  heart  of  the 
community  and  provides  books,  periodicals,  and  videos  for 
recreation  and  education,  materials  for  students,  hobbyists, 
crafters,  travelers,  programs  for  children  and  adults,  and 
much  more,  including  the  opportunity  to  search  the  Internet 
for  information. 

The  recognition  of  the  library  during  the  ?uly  4th,  1996, 
celebration  was  greatly  appreciated  by  trustees  and  staff. 

The  dedication  of  many  people  over  130  years  has  produced 
a library  that  serves  the  community  well. 

May  Lee  Tom  was  appointed  Library  Director  in  September, 
1995.  During  the  search  period  Claire  White  and  Jean  Bigelow 
managed  the  library  very  well  with  the  help  of  our  excellent 
staff.  We  all  miss  Claire  since  she  retired  last  May  after 
24  years  of  library  service.  We  also  miss  her  husbnad,  Don, 
who  served  the  library  as  custodian  for  6 years. 

The  library  participated  in  the  Town  Personnel  Study. 

New  job  descriptions  have  been  written.  The  Trustees  are 
reviewing  and  updating  library  policies. 

The  library  received  State  Aid,  $5,785.90,  by  meeting 
all  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Library  Commissioners. 

This  money  is  used  for  books  and  materials,  furniture,  equip- 
ment, and  programs. 

Since  1918  several  Rutland  citizens  have  given  Trust 
Funds  to  the  library.  The  trustees  have  used  these  funds 
to  provide  the  automated  system  for  record-keeping  and  circula- 
tion. Trust  Funds  also  provide  most  of  the  new  books  and 
materials  as  the  budget  does  not  meet  this  need. 

Cultural  Council  grants  have  provided  museum  passes  and 
programs . 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  are  an  energetic  and  supportive 
group  who  have  purchased  puppets  for  the  children,  a coat 
rack  for  the  staff,  museum  passes,  and  have  organized  and 
financed  programs  for  children.  They  also  sponsored  a candidates 
night  before  the  May  town  election. 

Library  Director  May  Lee  Tom  conducted  a community  survey 
which  gave  us  useful  information  for  short-term  and  long-term 
planning . 

The  trustees  thanked  Betty  Meagher  and  Carol  Hilton  for 
their  years  of  service  on  this  board  and  welcomed  new  trustees 
John  Scannell  and  Sharon  Berndt.

Application  was  made  for  a grant  to  provide  access  to 
the  Internet.  Library  patrons  will  now  be  able  to  access 
information  far  beyond  the  resources  of  this  small  library. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  library  continues  to  be 
a problem,  but  our  creative  staff  finds  new  ways  to  cope  with 
it.  A Library  Building  Study  Committee  has  begun  to  meet 
and  welcomes  suggestions  from  the  community.

White,  who  was  the  Assistant 
Library  Director,  retired  after  23  years  of  service.  Calkins  is  a long-time  Library  Trustee. 

Over  250  youngsters  participated  in  this  year’s  summer  reading  program.  They  set  a new 
record  by  reading  over  2,300  books.  Local  businesses  donated  prizes.  Everyone  was  treated  to 
an  ice  cream  social  upon  completion  of  the  reading  program. 

Young  and  old  alike  enjoyed  performances  by  the  Pumpernickel  Puppets,  magician  Fran 
Flvim.  storyteller  John  Porcino,  and  a lecture  about  animals  by  the  New  England  Science  Center. 
Classes  in  baby-sitting,  shirt-painting,  making  gingerbread  houses,  cookie  decorating, 
woodpainting,  and  quilting  were  well  attended. 

Programs  for  the  adults  included  a gardening  lecture  by  Paul  Rogers,  a Candidates  Night, 
and  classes  in  knitting,  quilting,  and  “stained  glass”  sweatshirts. 

The  staff  and  the  library  are  helped  immeasurably  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and 
volunteers.  The  Friends’  purchases  of  the  New  England  Science  Center  museum  pass,  hand 
puppets,  and  videocassettes  are  popular  among  the  patrons.  They  sponsor  many  of  the  programs, 
including  Story  Hour,  and  keep  the  photocopying  machine  in  operating  condition. 
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Pauline  Nylin,  Judy  Stoddard,  and  Brendan  Hunt  deserve  accolades  for  giving  of  their  time 
and  talents.  Cindy  Liptak,  Chip  BruneUe,  Tom  Ruchala,  Brenda  Hutchinson,  Dave  Brunelle, 
Helen  Calkins,  and  Stephanie  St.  Jean  volunteered  to  be  guest  readers  during  National  Library 
Week. 


We  thank  all  who  responded  to  the  town- wide  survey.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  meet  your 
requests  for  new  programs  and  services.  We  apphed  for  a state  grant  to  provide  a microcomputer 
for  pubhc  access  to  the  Internet  and  the  Massachusetts  Library  and  Information  Network  for 
FY1997.  We  are  working  on  a grant  for  a homework  center  for  FY 1998. 

The  hbrary  has  been  operating  under  tight  space  constraints  for  years.  The  Board  of 
Library  Trustees  recently  appointed  a building  committee  which  is  busy  planning  for  a new 
facihty. 

With  your  support,  the  hbrary  will  continue  to  be  a valued  resource  within  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


During  1996  Fiscal  Year  History  was  made  at  the  Rutland  Police  Department.  On  July  1, 
1995  I was  appointed  to  serve  the  town  of  Rutland  as  the  first  full-time  Police  Chief. 

I have  been  a member  of  the  Police  Department  for  27  years,-  8 years  as  Police  Officer, 

6 years  as  Police  Sergeant,  and  13  years  as  part-time  Police  Chief.  I shall  continue  to 
serve  this  community  with  pride  and  honor. 

The  members  of  the  department  have  been  kept  busy  with  the  computerization/ 
automation  of  the  Department  which  is  a forward  progression  to  making  a state  of  the  art 
professional  department  along  with  other  mandated  trainings. 

Our  officers  have  responded  to  84  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  1 Fatality,  19  Breaking  & 
Entering,  34  Larcenies,  30  Vandalisms,  47  Domestics,  43  Arrests,  44  Ambulance  Calls, 
198  Burglar  Alarms,  plus  2,503  other  police  related  calls. 

Many  excellent  programs  have  been  offered  to  the  students  at  Naquag  Elementary 
School  through  the  D.A.R.E.  program  with  State  Trooper  Fred  Hagman  and  Officer 
David  Halsdorff  sharing  in  the  responsibilities.  Additionally,  many  safety  programs  were 
presented  by  Sgt.  Richard  E Sails,  Safety  Officer. 

We  are  continually  adding  new  members  to  our  “Merge”  program  and  the  information 
that  the  persons  record  has  proved  to  be  critical  while  responding  to  emergencies.  A 
special  thanks  goes  to  its  originator,  Rita  Canney.  We  also  thank  the  Council  on  Aging 
for  their  assistance  with  a town  wide  mailing  so  that  everyone  had  the  opportunity  to 
have  access  to  the  form.  The  information  is  invaluable  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  and 
can  prevent  an  “Emergency  From  Becoming  A Tragedy”.  Forms  can  be  picked  up  at  the 
Police  Department  or  at  the  senior  lunch  program. 

There  have  been  some  personnel  changes  within  the  department  this  year,  Mark  Moisio 
resigned  in  June.  In  April,  Sgt.  Paul  J.  Mekelski  retired  after  20  years  of  dedicated 
service  to  the  Town  of  Rutland,  and  we  wish  him  the“Best  of  Luck”  as  he  spends  his 
extra  free  time  with  his  family  and  all  of  his  travel  plans. 

A special  thank  you  goes  to  all  of  the  families  of  the  members  of  our  Police  Department 
for  their  continued  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER 


Once  again,  we  had  a busy  year.  As  the  Town  grows,  so  does  the  animal  population. 

We  are  seeing  this  in  leaps  and  bounds.  As  a result,  there  have  been  more  calls  that  are 
resulting  in  additional  time  in  the  held. 

A reminder  about  licensing.  Please  Note!!  State  Law  requires  all  dogs  over  3 months 
of  age  be  hcensed.  Also  in  addition,  all  dogs  and  cats  must  be  vaccinated  against  rabies. 
There  is  a fine  for  failiue  to  comply  with  this  State  Law. 

ALL  DOGS  IN  RLITLAND  MUST  BE  LICENSED  JANUARY  1 . A hcense  costs 
$10.00  per  dog.  The  hcense  increases  to  $15.00  if  not  hcensed  by  March  1,  and  if  not 
hcensed  by  April  1,  the  hcense  increases  to  $20.00. 

If  you  receive  a notice  of  non-hcensing,  you  will  be  required  to  hcense  and  p>ay  all  previous 
fees  within  a specified  time. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  people  a^Iio  have  donated  food  and  hay  over  the  past  year.  Your 
kindness  and  caring  for  the  animals  is  greatly  appreciated  and  has  helped  me  to  continue 
saving  these  unfortunate  animals  hves.  Homes  are  needed  for  several  of  these  animals.  If 
you  can  adopt  one,  please  contact  us.  If  you  have  an  animal  you  can  no  longer  affiH'd, 
please  take  it  to  a no  kill  shelter  and  do  not  dump  it  on  the  streets  as  many  do.  It  is  a sad 
sight  to  find  an  animal  tied  to  a tree  or  just  wandoing  and  starvmg  because  some  owner 
did  not  want  it  any  longer.  BE  HUMANE  AND  CARE.  SPAY  OR  NEUTER. 
REMEMBER  TO  VACCINATE  AND  LICENSE.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


This  past  year  we  have  been  working  on  various  goals  and  objectives  for  the  department  in 
conjunction  with  the  board  of  selectmen.  We  have  worked  on  many  specific  projects,  including;  fire  fighter 
training,  fire  safety  education,  department  structure  and  updating  our  long  range  plans.  We  have  completed 
some  of  these  goals  and  will  continue  theses  programs.  Town  meeting  approval  for  a Forestry  truck  is  one 
part  of  our  capital  equipment  plan.  This  is  very  much  appreciated.  We  will  be  looking  at  a major  vehicle 
request  for  purchase  in  the  next  budget  year. 

Our  training  program  is  always  quite  active  with  in  house  programs  and  training  sessions  provided 
by  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy.  We  provided  training  in  search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry, 
ventilation,  live  fires  and  all  related  fire  fighting  procedures.  We  also  train  with  our  surrounding  mutual-aid 
towns  to  better  coordinate  operations  in  a major  incident.  We  had  the  opportunity  this  year,  through  a 
training  grant,  to  provide  a major,  area  wide,  training  program  on  Incident  Command  and  resource 
coordination.  This  session  was  well  attended  by  our  fire  personnel  as  well  as  our  business  community  and 
surrounding  towns. 

We  have  worked  for  the  past  year  with  our  full  time  position.  It  has  made  a tremendous  impact  on 
getting  our  responsibilities  completed.  Although  the  workload  and  complexity  of  the  fire  department’s 
responsibilities  continues  to  increase,  we  are  better  prepared  to  meet  the  challenge.  We  appreciate  town 
meeting  approval  of  the  Chief  s position  and,  again,  thank  the  taxpayers  for  supporting  this  major  step  for 
the  fire  department.  This  will  continue  to  help  us  better  organize  and  carry  out  the  duties  for  the  Town  of 
Rutland. 


For  the  current  year  the  Board  voted  Thomas  P.  Ruchala,  Chief  Engineer  and  Arthur  P.  Andrews 
as  clerk.  The  Board  appointed  David  W.  Root,  Darren  M.  Ross,  Deputies,  Kevin  R.  McCarthy,  Henry  A. 
Ruchala,  Jr.,  Captains  , Wayne  R.  Jordan,  Jeffery  K.  Lowe,  Robert  Judge  and  Evan  Starbard,  Lieutenants. 
For  our  emergency  ambulance  Charles  J.  Laliberte,  Deputy,  Katheleen  A.  Bassett,  Captain  and  Mark 
Briand,  Lieutenant. 

We  continuously  work  to  be  prepared  for  emergency  responses  of  all  types.  In  addition  we 
provide  fire  prevention,  public  education,  safety  code  regulations  and  other  activities.  We  responded  to  the 
following  during  the  period  of  7-1-95  through  6-30-96:

We  responded  to  a number  of  grass  and  brush  fires  this  past  year.  The  majority  tend  to  occur  in 
the  spring  season.  The  following  shows  our  activity  for  the  period  of  7-1-95  through  6-30-96:

The  Fire  Department  Officers  were  appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens  and  we  thank  them  and 
all  who  help  us  get  the  work  done.  Thanks  also  for  your  support  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  were  cleaned  of  a buildup  of  sand,  dirt  and  leaves  along, 
approximately,  180,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads.  This  amounted  to  removing, 
approximately,  2,300  cubic  yards  of  material. 

33,000  feet  of  various  roads  were  oil/sand  sealed  using  15,900  gallons  of  M/C-800  road 
oil  and  800  cubic  yards  of  sand  cover. 

130  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  cold  patch  and  97  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  hot  patch 
were  used  for  repair  of  holes  and  shoulders  on  various  roads. 

428  catch  basins  and  128  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  accumulated  sand,  leaves  and  dirt 
along  various  roads.  Cross  culverts  and  water  ways  were  cleaned  of  sand,  leaves  and  dirt. 
40-feet  of  12-inch  and  40-feet  of  18-inch  culvert  pipe  was  replaced  on  River  Road,  30-feet 
of  12-inch  culvert  pipe  was  replaced  on  Brintnal  Drive  and  30-feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe 
was  replaced  on  Sassawanna  Road.  4 catch  basins  and  2 drainage  manholes  were 
repaired. 

Crawford  Road  Drainase 

890-feet  of  12-inch  perforated  pipe  was  installed,  lOO-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe  was, 
also,  installed  along  with  5 catch  basins.  This  required  the  removal  of  680  cubic  yards  of 
material  and  290  tons  of  3/4-mch  stone  was  used  aroimd  the  pipe. 

Jumper  Lane 

540-feet  of  12-inch  pipe  was  installed  along  with  5 catc^  basins.  200  cubic  yards  of 
excess  material  was  removed. 

Kenwood  Drive 

200-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe,  180-feet  of  12-inch  pipe  and  1 drop  inlet  was  installed. 
100  cubic  yards  of  excess  material  was  removed  and  50  cubic  yards  of  3/4-inch  stone  was 
used  around  the  6-inch  pipe. 
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The  sides  of  most  of  the  roadways  wae  mowed  as  well  as  bdund  all  the  guard  lailmgs. 


Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  M^le  Avem^,  Pommogussett  Road,  Pleasantdale 
Road,  Wachusett  Street,  East  County  Road,  a section  of  Olenwood  Road  and  a secticm  of 
Prescott  Street.  All  the  ax>sswalks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Main  Street  were  painted. 

800  tons  of  1.5-inch  stone  and  700  cubic  yards  of  gravel  was  used  on  various  dirt  roads 
during  the  thaw  in  January,  which  caused  these  roads  to  become  near  impassable  in 
certain  places. 

550  cubic  yards  of  gravel  was  used  for  road  repairs  on  various  projects  throughout  the  year 
along  with  350  tons  of  3/4-inch  stone. 

All  of  the  Town's  10  miles  of  gravel  roads  were  scraped  and  raked  in  the  fell  and  again  in 
the  spring.  Ditches  and  cross  culverts  were  also  cleaned.  3 tons  of  flake  calcium  chloride 
was  used  for  dust  control. 

CHAPTER  8SA  AND  8SB  STATE  AID  IMPROVEMENTS 

Work  under  these  Chapters  come  from  the  State  Ihghway  Bond  Issue  money.  This  is 
money  to  be  sp^t  by  the  Town  first,  then  is  reimbursed  from  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
D^>artment. 

Glenwood  Road 


The  following  work  was  done  to  a 2,850-foot  by  32-foot  wide  section  frran  Main  Street  to

10,636  square  yards  of  full  depth  reclamaticm  with  liquid  calcium  chloride,  300-feet  of 
stone  wall  rebuilt,  36  structures  raised  to  grade,  4,700  linear  feet  of  bituminous  craicrete 
berm  installed,  2,650-feet  of  bituminous  ccmcrete  sidewalk  was  installed,  1,170  tons  of 
bitumirK>us  c<mcrete  base,  924  tons  of  bituminous  craicrete  top,  traffic  safety  hikes,  loam 
and  seeding. 


SNOW  REMOVAL 

During  fiscal  year  1996,  the  Depaitmcit  of  Pubhc  Works  equipment  was  dispatched  32 
times  for  sanding  of  \^4uch  22  of  these  storms  required  plowing. 

There  was,  approximately,  160-mches  of  snow  this  fiscal  year. 

There  was  3,756  cubic  yards  of  sand  and  1,120  tons  of  salt  purchased  this  fiscal  year. 
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PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


Ehuing  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town's  ai^roximate  10  acres  of  lawns,  ballfields, 
etc.  and  apinoximate  6 acres  of  cemeteries  are  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week. 
The  D.P.  W.,  also,  had  the  added  task  of  the  Rutland  CcHnmunity  Center.  All  of  these 
areas  were  cleaned  up  in  the  spring. 

There  were  8 cubic  yards  of  sand  used  ai'ound  the  playground  equipment,  14  cubic  yards  of 
bark  mulch  used  in  various  areas  and  35  cubic  yards  of  loam  plus  necessary  grass  seed 
used  for  lawn  repair. 


RUTLAND  COMMUNITY  CENTER  PARKING  LOT 


The  parking  area  for  the  Community  Carter  was  excavated  and  1 ,200  cubic  yards  of  gravel 
was  hauled  in,  graded  and  rolled. 

246  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  base  and  193  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top  was 
installed  along  with  550  linear  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  berm.  The  areas  behind  the 
berm  was  loamed  and  seeded. 


SEWER 


Diere  woe  3 sewer  line  blockages  this  fiscal  year.  The  most  fi:equent  causes  of  sewer  line 
blockage  are  paper  towels,  disposable  diapers  and  other  paper  goods.  Besides  being  a 
leading  cause  of  blockage,  these  items  are  abo  difficult  to  treat  causing  higher  treatment 
costs. 

Work  began  this  fall  on  sewer  line  repairs  for  inflow  and  infiltration.  The  following  work 
has  been  cranpleted. 

13,371-feet  of  sewer  fine  was  cleaned  and  T.V.  inspected;  2,633  pipe  joints  were  tested; 
1,942  pipe  joints  were  sealed;  18  sewer  manhole  inverts  were  sealed;  37  manholes  were 
exterior  sealed;  68  manholes  were  interior  sealed;  5 manhole  corbels  were  repaired; 

8,302 -feet  of  sewer  line  was  chemically  treated  for  root  control;  1 1 spot  repairs;  7 service 
cxHinectioo  wyes  were  replaced;  6 18-feet  of  service  conr^ction  pipe  was  replaced;  and 
various  areas  were  patched  as  required  and  loamed  and  seeded. 

The  engineering  report  on  the  effectiveness  on  the  above  work  will  be  completed  in  early 
fiscal  year  1997. 
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WATER 


All  of  the  Town's  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  &11  and  again  in  the  spring.  All  of  the 
off  road  water  easements  were  mowed. 

Hiere  were  elevoi  water  leaks  iq)aiied  this  past  year.  Nine  of  these  wa[e  service  lines  and 
two  woe  major  S-indi  water  main  breaks. 

410-ieet  of  8-inch  water  main,  one  fire  hydrant  and  two  gate  valves  were  installed  on 
Gloiwood  Road. 

Two  fire  hydrants  were  repaired;  four  curb  boxes  and  three  gate  boxes  were  r^xaired;  and 
two  discontinued  fire  hydrants  were  removed  fixan  Main  Street. 

The  DJB.P.  approved  the  plans  for  the  water  treatmrait  plant.  This  project  was  bid  in 
March,  1996  and  an  article  was  placed  on  the  warrant  for  the  Armual  Town  Meeting.  The 
funds  for  the  ccmstruction  of  the  water  treatment  plant  was  unanimously  voted  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  and  construction  is  expected  to  start  in  late  Jufy,  19%.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 


Nation  wide  the  construction  of  new  homes  slowed  shghtly  during  the  first  half  of  1 996, 
but  the  level  of  activity  is  still  good  according  to  the  National  Association  of  Home 
Builders.  Massachusetts  sales  of  single  family  homes  (new  and  older)  increased 
32.6  per  cent  statewide  in  the  second  quarter  of  1 996  reported  by  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Realtors.  The  central  region  being  the  strongest  of  35.6  per  cent.  A strong 
state  economy  encouraged  buyers  to  purchase  homes.  The  construction  of  new  homes  in 
Rutland  increased  from  55  in  1995  to  68  in  1996. 

The  new  septic  system  rules  (Title  5)  have  stimulated  more  construction  in  sewered  areas, 
while  areas  without  sewers  have  slowed.  The  economy,  mortgage  rates  and  demand,  all 
influenced  new  home  construction.  Housing  industry  accounts  for  about  10  per  cent  of  the 
economy. 

'fhe  Building  Department  has  reorganized  and  is  now  in  compliance  with  State 
requirements.  CitizerLS  planning  a building  project  should  consult  with  the  Department 
for  code  requirements  and  zoning  regulations.  It  is  required  to  obtain  the  necessary 
permits  prior  to  any  woric  being  done  and  to  arrange  for  inspections  during  the  progress 
of  the  project.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  continues  in  its  duty  to  protect  the  Town's  water 
resources  through  the  administration  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  Town’s  Earth  Removal  Bylaw  and  has 
completed  Rutland’s  first  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan,  which  has  been  forwarded  to 
the  statue  for  approval. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  is  charged  with  protecting  wetland 
resources  in  the  town  of  Rutland,  which  involves  review  of  any  work  in  or  within  1 00 
feet  of  a resource  area.  The  Commission  reviewed  numerous  projects,  ranging  from  work 
on  existing  lots  to  proposed  single  lot  development,  to  roadway  work  and  to  multi-lot 
subdivisions.  In  addition  to  new  projects,  the  Commission  spent  much  time  monitoring 
on-going  construction  projects.  During  the  past  year,  the  Commission  reviewed  \J_ 
Notices  of  Intent,  which  is  the  document  which  must  be  filed  for  work  in  a regulated  area. 
As  Earth  Removal  Board,  the  Commission  extended  the  permits  for  another  year  on  two 
sites  in  Town.  Enforcement  of  the  Wetlands  Act  continues  to  be  a challenge  for  the 
Commission  and  involves  countless  hours  of  effort.  The  Commission  is  looking  into 
ways  to  provide  for  easier  enforcement,  which  included  public  education  about  the 
Wetland  Protection  Act  and  the  importance  of  protecting  our  natural  resources. 

The  Commission  hopes  to  make  strides  in  this  area  over  the  next  year. 

The  Commission  at  last  completed  the  Town's  first  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan.  The 
Plan  has  been  sent  to  the  State  for  review  and  we  eagerly  await  its  approval.  However, 
the  draft  has  already  been  used  for  formulation  goals  for  both  the  Conservation 
Commission  and  Recreation  Committee. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rutland  in  the 
protection  of  the  Town's  environment.

The  Economic  and  Industrial  Development  Commission  (EJDC)  continues  to  work  to 
support  business  development  in  the  Town  of  Rutland  The  Commission  spent  a maiority 
of  its  time  this  year  working  on  the  town’s  involvement  in  the  North  Worcester  County 
Economic  Target  Area  EIDC  developed  and  brought  to  Town  Meeting  the  first 
Economic  Opportunity  Area  in  Rutland,  which  is  the  site  of  Rutland  Pharmacy  The  area 
and  a project  within  the  area  won  Town  meeting  approval  Unfortunately,  due  to 
misunderstandings  at  the  state  level,  the  project  did  not  proceed  However,  the  project  and 
process  was  a great  learning  experience  for  the  community 

The  Commission  spent  time  in  discussions  with  several  businesses  looking  to  locate  in 
Rutland  including  the  infamous  “sausage  and  mushroom”  combination.  Neither  chose  to 
settle  in  Rutland,  but  enabled  the  Commission  to  see  the  town  from  a business 
prospective,  which  will  enable  us  to  serve  better  as  we  progress 

This  year  saw  the  first  of  what  we  hope  to  be  many  Business  Owners  meeting  in  Rutland 
This  meeting,  which  the  EIDC  sponsored,  allowed  local  business  people  the  opportunity 
to  learn  about  and  provide  input  into  several  projects  which  may  affect  them  as  businesses 
This  include  the  eventual  disposition  of  Rutland  Heights  Hospital,  the  incentives  of  the 
Economic  Target  .Area  and  the  proposed  re-zoning  project  The  meeting  also  allowed  the 
group  to  hear  about  the  Holden  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  its  benefits  to  businesses.  The 
C ommission  believes  a continued  dialogue  with  this  group  will  aid  us  in  providing  an

THE  PRESENT  FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT 


This  committee  was  formed  by  a town  meeting  vote  on  November  14,  1994  which 
required  the  following  committee  make-up:

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board 
One  Library  Trustee 
One  member  of  the  board  of  Health 
One  member  of  the  WRSD  Committee 

The  committee  first  met  and  organized  on  January  25,  1995  having  allowed  time 
for  the  various  boards  to  name  their  representative  to  the  committee  and  respect  for  the 
commitments  of  the  Holiday  Season.  The  established  committee  then  spent  ten  months 
of  intensive  study  of  the  governmental  structure  and  needs  of  the  Town  of  Rutland.  The 
committee  members  were  dedicated  to  openness,  sincerity,  inquiry,  synthesis,  and  hard 
work  throughout  the  study. 

At  the  first  meeting  the  committee  raised  many  questions,  identified  some 
problems,  determined  some  needs,  and  then  established  a direction.  The  committee 
decided  to  review  the  Community  Action  Statement  generated  by  the  Development  & 
Industrial  Commission  for  the  Division  of  Community  Services  of  the  Executive  Office  of 
Community  Services  and  Development,  review  governmental  studies  of  other  towns, 
and  to  interview  representatives  of  the  elective  offices,  and  established  boards, 
departments,  committees,  and  commissions. 

In  addition  interviewing  the  elected  representatives  on  the  committee, 
representatives  of  the  following  governmental  agencies  were  interviewed. 

Town  Accountant 
Fire  Department 
Police  Department 
Department  of  Public  Works 
Council  on  Aging 
Communication  Committee 
Development  & industrial  Commission 
Historical  Commission 

Mr.  John  McAuliffe  from  the  Bureau  of  Accounts  met  with  the  committee  and 
several  department  heads  to  discuss  the  “Financial  Team”  of  the  Town.

Also,  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  the  committee  developed  The  Broadbased 
Personnel  Policies  and  forwarded  the  document  to  the  Selectmen  for  approval  and 
implementation.  The  committee  supported  several  grant  applications  filed  by  Sandra 
Fife  by  writing  letters  in  support  of  the  proposals  and  also  supported  the  Finance 
Committee’s  Personnel  Study/Classification  RFP. 

As  a result  of  the  study,  the  Committee  to  Study  the  Present  Form  of 
Government  has  concluded  the  following: 

1.  There  is  a pressing  need  for  additional  office  space.  Particularly  affected  are 
the  following: 

a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 

b.  The  Board  of  Assessors 

c.  The  Planning  Board 

d.  The  Board  of  Health 

e.  The  Library 

f.  The  Police  Department 

2.  There  is  need  for  additional  clerical  assistance  in  order  to  free  our  managers  to 
manage  rather  than  performing  mundane  tasks.  Particularly  affected  are  the 
following: 

a.  The  Town  Clerk/Collector 

b.  The  Town  Accountant 

3.  At  this  point  in  time,  there  is  not  a need  for  a full-time  Town  Manager  or 
Administrator. 

4.  There  is  a need  for  additional  grant  proposal  submissions,  it  is  marginal  that  a 
full-time  grant  writer  is  necessary.  Possibly  the  Selectmen  may  redefine  some 
responsibilities  for  a qualified  person  to  have  grant  writing  'eadership. 

5.  There  is  need  for  additional  secretarial/file  clerk  employment  by  several 
coards.  Possibly  accitional  employees  can  be  shared  by  several  ocaras 
particularly  those  with  seasonal  needs. 

6.  The  question  was  raised  concerning  the  possibilities  of  the  school  district 
Having  sufficient  computer  capacity  to  allow  the  member  towns  to  access 
computer  time.  This  may  prove  less  costly  than  six  independent  computer 
systems. 

7.  There  exists  a need  for  enhanced  communication  and  sensitivity  between  the 
various  offices,  departments  and  boards.  This  may  be  accomplished  by 
establishing  a committee,  with  the  configuration  of  The  Committee  to  Study 
the  Present  Form  Of  Government,  called  The  Committee  to  Maintain 
interoepartmeniai  Communication,  and  we  so  recommend. 
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Upon  completion  of  this  study  it  is  reasonable  to  state  that  the  Town  of  Rutland  is 
fortunate  to  have  such  qualified  and  dedicated  people  serving  the  community.

The  committee  proceeded  to  finalize  its  charge  during  FY/95  and  meetings  were  sched- 
uled bi-weekly  The  committee  contracted  the  services  of  The  Center  for  Economic  De- 
velopment at  The  University  of  Massachusetts  in  Amherst  as  authorized  by  town  meeting 
vote  The  Center  developed  a report  put  together  by  their  investigative  and  research  team 
of  students  that  included  the  following: 

• Historical  Background 

• Town  and  Regional  Characteristics 

• Site  Analysis 

• Assessment  of  Proposed  Reuse  Options 

• Site  Management  Options 

• Marketing  Strategies 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  provid- 
ing the  services  of  Leff  Consultant  Group  to  develop  a Master  Plan  for  the  reuse  of  The 
Rutland  Heights  State  Hospital  Site.  The  Committee,  using  the  knowledge  gained  from 
the  plan  developed  by  the  LTVlass  students,  voted  several  changes  to  the  proposed  Master 
Plan  with  the  Commonwealth  being  receptive  to  the  committees  wishes 

The  plan  accepted  by  the  committee  is  as  follows 

• Zone  A Reuse  and  redevelopment  as  a business  industrial  park 

• Zone  B Recreation  and  Municipal  Uses 

• Zone  B Elderly  housing  and  modest  commercial  development 


The  study  conducted  by  the  UMass  students  and  the  Master  Plan  are  available  for  review 
by  appointment  at  the  Selectman’s  office 

This  process  is  moving  at  a slower  pace  than  we  anticipated  However,  our  goals  were 
ambitious  and  progress  continues  as  our  State  Officials  are  developing  legislation  that, 
when  passed,  will  provide  funding  for  the  clean  up  of  the  property  prior  to  the  site  being 
deeded  to  the  Town  of  Rutland 

The  committee  has  completed  its  charge  and  agreed  to  continue  to  assist  this  process  if  it 
is  the  pleasure  of  the  Selectmen. 
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We  thank  Mr.  Robert  Cohen  from  the  DCPO,  Senator  Robert  Wetmore,  And  Representa- 
tive Harold  Lane  as  they  have  attend  or  sent  representatives  to  all  our  meetings  We  also 
thank  the  town  for  allowing  us  to  serve  on  a committee  that  we  see  as  charting  the  course 
for  an  important  step  for  Rutland’s  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  proposed  a Demolition  by-law,  which  would  give  arbitration 
time,  if  a structure  or  site  of  historic  significance  was  in  danger  of  demohtion.  Due  to 
illness,  the  Commissioners  were  unable  to  attend  the  Town  meeting  and  it  was  bypassed 
and  will  be  proposed  again  in  the  future.  The  idea  has  met  with  mixed  reviews  with  the 
building  community  opposed  to  any  further  restrictions  on  their  building  projects. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Rutland  Fire  Brigade  has  leased  the  Old  Fire  Bam  and 
has  been  working  on  restoring  it.  The  Dow  house  has  been  under  reconstruction  this  past 
year  and  is  once  again  a sound  and  beautiful  stmcture. 

Rutland  Heights  Hospital  is  still  in  limbo,  but  it  seems  certain  that  it  will  be  slated  for 
demolition.  As  each  year  passes,  the  elements  ravish  the  structures  vriiich  have  been 
stripped.  The  Holbrook  house  also  awaits  a future.  The  New  England  Science  Center  is 
actively  work.ing  to  register  it’s  house  at  the  former  Daniel's  Forestry  School  as  a National 
Historic  Home. 

The  Commission  will  continue  it's  work  to  safeguard  and  to  inventory  the  sites  of  historic 
importance  for  the  Town  and  working  with  those  preserving  these  properties.  This  past 
year,  legislation  was  passed  that  will  allow  for  tax  breaks,  with  the  adoption  of  a local 
ordinance,  for  homeowners  who  are  restoring  and  preserving  historical  homes.

The  Histone  District  Study  Committee  has  completed  woik  on  a veiy  basic  outline  for  a 
possible  hist(»ic  district.  Further  work  will  require  a budget  for  preparing  plans,  booklets, 
maps  and  holding  hearings.  A great  deal  of  work  must  be  done  before  we  are  prepared  to 
propose  anything  to  the  townspeople. 

As  we  prepare  to  celebrate  the  Town's  275th  year,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Main  Street, 
for  the  most  part,  is  pristine  to  the  middle  and  late  1 800's.  It  is  r^narkable  in  this  age  to 
have  an  uncluttered  main  thoroughiare  still  sporting  open  space  and  farmlands  dotted  by 
the  lovety  homes  and  architecture  of  our  early  history.  The  new  developments  along  Main 
Street  have  been  designed  to  enhance  the  nature  of  Main  Street,  >^ch  is  our  only 
surviving  village  of  Rutland's  four  distinct  village  areas.  The  others,  for  the  most  part, 
were  lost  'wiien  the  Quabbin  was  built.

The  Rutland  Cultural  Council  awards  public  funding  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Cultural 
Council,  to  individuals  and  organizations  in  the  conununity  to  support  public  programs  that 
promote  access,  education,  diversity  and  excellence  in  the  arts,  humanities  and  interpretive 
sciences.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  reports  of  their  offices, 
Committees  and  Departments  of  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1997. 

This  year  many  projects  that  were  visions  for  so  long  have  come  to  culmination. 
It  is  reivarding  to  see  the  seedlings  planted  by  so  many  boards  and  committees  bloom 
and  bear  fruit. 

We  are  nearing  the  completion  of  a much  needed  water  treatment  plant  that 
planning  was  started  for  in  1989.  This  2.6  million  dollar  plant  will  be  on  line  by  years 
end. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  approved  a reuse  master  plan  for  the  former  Rutland 
Heights  Hospital  site.  The  Rutland  State  Land  Planning  Committee  appointed  by  the 
selectmen  started  this  project  in  the  fall  of  1994. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  developed  a plan  of 
creative  financing  which  has  made  Rutland  a model  for  the  Wachusett  Region  and  for 
other  town’s  in  Massachusetts.  Rutland  is  building  a 13.5  million  dollar  school  project 
consisting  of  a new  middle  school  and  renovation  to  the  existing  Naquag  School 
including  an  addition.  What  makes  this  unique  is  over  a number  of  years  we  have 
earmarked  a large  portion  of  new  growth  Monies  for  this  project  This  is  now  allowing 
us  to  fund  the  project  within  the  proposition  2 V2  limits.  Rutland  presently  enjoys  the 
lowest  tax  rate  in  the  Wachusett  Region.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Committee  is  proud  of  this  accomplishment 

This  Board’s  committed  to  what  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  community,  often, 
this  means  making  tough  decisions  that  are  not  always  popular.  When  making  these 
decisions  we  consider  the  entire  community  and  all  it’s  needs  with  a vision  for  the 
future,  in  rapidly  changing  times. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  of  those,  who  in  any  way  during  the  past  year 
have  helped  to  make  Rutland  a better  community  in  which  to  live,  work,  and  to  raise 
our  families.  We  give  special  thanks  to  all  our  employees  that  give  the  extra  effort  that 
allow  our  residents  to  enjoy  a community  we  can  be  proud  of.

FISCAL  1995  MANAGEMENT  LETTER 

The  Management  Letter  of  the  Town  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1995 
disclosed  two  material  weaknesses  and  eight  additional  findings  warranting 
the  attention  of  management.  As  a result  of  the  implementation  of 
improved  internal  controls,  the  aforementioned  reportable  conditions  have 
been  corrected. 

We  would  like  to  commend  the  management  and  town  employees  for  the  prompt 
response  utilized  in  correcting  these  difficult  and  important  issues 
addressed  in  the  June  30,  1995  management  letter. 

CASH  DISBURSEMENT  TRANSACTION  TESTING 

We  selected  fifty  cash  disbursement  transactions  recorded  during  fiscal 
1996  for  testing  and  noted  eight  instances  where  vendor  invoices  and/or 
department  vouchers  requesting  payment  did  not  contain  adequate  department 
head  or  other  approval .

We  suggest  that  all  vendor  invoices  and/or  departmental  vouchers 
should  contain  proper  approvals  prior  to  submission  for  payment.

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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  the  Citizens  of  Rutland 


The  primary  role  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  advise  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  town  meeting  on  budgetary  and  financial  matters. 

The  Finance  Committee  began  meeting  early  this  year  to  begin  this  budget 
process.  At  these  meetings  the  Finance  Committee  worked  with  various  town 
departments  and  elected  officials  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  make 
informed  recommendations  on  the  many  issues  facing  our  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  worked  with  estimated  revenue  projections  including 
local  receipts  and  cherry  sheet  figures.  The  school  district  minimum  local 
contribution  is  determined  by  the  state  and  represents  over  fifty  (50%)  per  cent  of 
our  budget.  Other  considerations  included  remaining  on  track  with  the  town’s 
financial  plans  concerning  our  new  middle  and  elementary  school  projects  and 
fairly  compensating  town  employees.  Yet,  within  these  larger  concerns,  the 
Finance  Committee  tried  to  consider  each  department’s  budget  carefully, 
regardless  of  its  size. 

The  Finance  Committee  had  much  discussion  about  the  bond  that  Rutland  will 
need  for  the  school  construction  project.  The  interest  rate  we  pay  will  be 
dependent  upon  the  bond  rating  we  receive.  This  consideration  played  an 
important  role  when  we  considered  our  existing  and  future  debt  needs.  More 
research  into  this  issue  is  ongoing. 

Expenditure  requests  that  we  expect  to  see  in  the  future  include  a new 
ambulance,  fire  truck,  library  building,  town  pool/playground,  as  well  as  road 
repairs,  computer  networking  among  others. 

We  look  fon/vard  to  doing  our  best  to  advise  you  on  these  and  other  issues  as 
they  arise.

There  is  daily  interaction 
with  the  other  administrative  departments  in  the  town,  along  with  frequent  contact 
with  State  and  Federal  agencies. 

ANNUAL  AND  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETINGS 
FISCAL  1997 

October  7,  1996 

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:35  p.m.,  followed  by  the 
salute  to  the  flag.  The  Town  Clerk  read  the  posting  of  the  warrant. 

ARTICLE  1 : Mr.  Becker  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $500,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Stabilization  Fund.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  2;  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  reduce  the  amount  appropriated 
at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  May  16,  1996  for  the  Wachusett  Regional 
School  District  Budget  from  $2,761 ,442.00  to  $2,749,061 .00.

(free  cash)  $67,000.00  to  reduce  the  tax  levy  for  FA'  97.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  4;  Mr.  Ross  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds  (free 
cash)  $18,215.00  to  complete  installation  work  and  purchase  equipment  for  E- 
91 1 service  for  the  communications  center.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously 
passed. 

ARTICLE  5;  Mr.  Ruchala  moved  that  no  action  be  taken  on  this  article.  Motion 
was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  This  article  dealt  with  design  and 
construction  drawings  for  additional  space  at  the  Fire  Station. 
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ARTICLE  6:  Mr.  Ruchala  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $4,500.00  to  purchase  a computer  work  station  and  related  software 
for  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  7;  Mr.  Becker  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $1 ,875.00  to  purchase  an  alarm  system.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  8:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $30,496.00  to  purchase  a new  cruiser  for  the  Police  Department  and 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  a 1991  Ford  Cruiser.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  9:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $28,050.00  to  purchase  a computer  software  system  for  the  Police 
Department,  Fire  Department  and  Dispatch  Center.  Motion  was  seconded. 
There  was  a short  discussion  on  the  software.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  10;  Mr.  Becker  moved  that  no  action  be  taken  on  this  article.  This 
article  was  sponsored  by  the  Historical  Commission.  There  was  no  one  present 
to  defend  the  article.  The  town  meeting  body  questioned  who  was  on  the 
Historical  Commission.  No  answers  were  given.  Motion  was  seconded.  Motion 
unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  1 1 : Mr.  Becker  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $6,297.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  an  electronic  mailing  system 
for  the  Town  Hall.  Motion  was  seconded.  The  Town  Clerk  gave  a brief 
description  as  to  what  functions  the  mailing  system  would  provide.  Motion 
unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  12:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $25,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  275‘^ 
Anniversary  4*^  of  July  parade  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  on  May  16,  1996. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  13:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $385.00  to  pay  an  old  bill  for  FA'  96  for  legal  services.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  14:  Mr.  Becker  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  Accountant’s 
Salary  Account  (#135-5110)  the  amount  of  $5,000.00  to  the  Accountant’s 
Associate  Wage  Account  (#135-5120).  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously 
passed. 
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ARTICLE  15:  Mrs.  Calkins  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  writing  a Library  Building  Program 
document  for  the  Town  of  Rutland.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  16:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(free  cash)  $44.99  to  purchase  a answering  machine  for  the  Council  on  Aging 
Office.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  17:  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  no  action  on  this  article. 
Mr.  Sullivan  moved  the  vote  to  establish  a Departmental  Revolving  Fund  in 
accordance  with  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44,  Section  53E  14,  to  segregate  funds  for 
Planning  Board  Administrative  fees  not  covered  by  other  General  Laws,  and  to 
expend  such  funds  for  the  purpose  of  Clerical  Wages,  Purchase  Services, 
Supplies,  and  Professional  Services.  The  Planning  Board,  only,  may  expend 
from  such  fund,  but  not  in  excess  of  $25,000.00  for  the  fiscal  year  contingent 
upon  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Motion  was  seconded.  There  was 
much  discussion  on  this  article.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  needed  to  recommend 
the  establishment  of  this  fund.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  had  not  discussed  this 
issue  and  were  unable  to  make  a recommendation.  The  vote  was  taken.  Motion 
was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  18:  The  Moderator  asked  if  the  Town  Meeting  wanted  him  to  step  down 
on  this  article.  The  Moderator  sponsored  this  article.  The  Town  Meeting  did  not 
feel  it  was  necessary  for  the  Moderator  to  step  down.  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the 
Town  vote  to  amend  the  “Town  Meetings”  section  of  the  general  by-laws  by 
adding  the  following  section  under  the  heading  ’’Completion  of  Business”. 

SECTION  12:  No  Town  Meeting,  annual  or  special,  shall  extend  beyond 
midnight  without  approval  of  the  Moderator  and  a majority  vote  of  those  present 
and  voting.  Absent  such  joint  approval,  said  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  one 
week  to  the  same  time  and  place  as  the  adjourned  meeting  was  scheduled. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.

The  meeting  adjourned  to  May  17,  1997  at  7:30  p.m. 


May  17,  1997

Moderator  called  for 
discussion.  No  discussion  took  place.  Motion  unanimously  passed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  were  cleaned  of  a buildup  of  sand,  dirt  and  leaves  along  approximately  80,000 
linear  feet  of  various  roads.  This  amounted  to  removing  approximately  1,800  cubic  yards  of 
material. 

Various  roads  were  oil/sand  sealed  using  9,600  gallons  of  M/C-800  road  oil  and  400  cubic  yards 
of  sand  on  45,600  square  yards. 

On  various  roads  190  tons  of  cold  patch  and  50  tons  of  hot  patch  were  used  for  the  repair  of  holes 
and  shoulders. 

Along  various  roads  435  catch  basins  and  128  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  accumulated  sand, 
leaves,  and  dirt.  Cross  culverts  and  waterways  were  cleaned  of  sand,  leaves,  and  dirt.  Ten  (10) 
catch  basins  were  repaired. 

Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  Maple  Avenue,  Pommogussett  Road,  Plcasantdale  Road, 
Wachusett  Street,  East  County  Road,  a section  of  Glenwood  Road,  and  a section  of  Prescott  Street 
All  of  the  cross  walks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Main  Street  were  painted. 

All  of  the  Town's  ten  (10)  miles  of  dirt  roads  were  scraped  and  raked  in  the  fall  and  again  in  the 
spring.  The  sides  of  these  roads  were  cleaned  of  leaves,  dirt,  and  rocks  before  scraping;  removing 
approximately  700  cubic  yards  of  material.  This  spring  600  cubic  yards  of  gravel  and  400  tons  of 
3/4-inch  stone  were  used  on  various  sections  of  various  roads.  Six  hundred  feet  of  Irish  Lane  was 
widened  using  100  cubic  yards  of  gravel. 

Along  Maple  Avenue  41  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  sidewalk  mbr  was  used  to  resurface  a section 
of  sidewalk. 

One  thousand  linear  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  berm  was  installed/repaired  using  20.37  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  berm  mix. 

Along  various  roads  67  tons  of  crushed  run  was  used  to  repair  wash  outs. 

Five  hundred  cubic  yards  of 60/40  mix  (60%  3/8-inch  stone  and  40%  sand)  mixed  with  M/C-800 
road  oil  was  used  to  resurface  l.OOO-feet  of  Prospect  Street  1.500-feet  of  Irish  Lane  and  1,000-feet 
of  Tuiicey  Hill  Road. 


DRAINAGE 


D.P.W.  crews  installed  4,675-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe;  1,700-feet  of  12-inch  perforated  pipe; 
240-feet  of  12-inch  solid  pipe  and  30-feet  of  36-inch  pipe.  Approximately  1,900  cubic  yards  of 
waste  material  was  hauled  away,  1,300  cubic  yards  of  3/4-in^  stone,  and  100  tons  of  4-inch  to 
6-inch  stone  was  used.  Eight  (8)  catch  basins  were  installed. 
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The  following  sections  of  roads  received  the  above  drainage  work,  some  of  which  was  installed 
under  State  Aid  improvements  projects;  Barrack  Hill  Road,  Chamock  Hill  Road,  Crawford  Road, 
Davis  Street,  Emei^d  Road,  East  Hill  Road,  Glenwood  Road,  Irish  Lane,  Kenwood  Drive, 
Laurehvood  Road,  and  Welch  Avenue. 


CHAPTER  85B  - STATE  AID  IMPROVEMENTS 

Work  under  this  Ch^ter  came  from  the  Stale  Highway  Bond  Issue  money.  This  is  money  to  be 
spent  by  the  Town  first,  then  it  is  reimbursed  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department. 

Hilkide  Road 

Seven  hundred  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top  was  used  to  overlay  3,800-feet. 

.Innipftr  Lana 

The  following  woiic  was  done  to  a 1 ,450-foot  by  24-foot  section: 

Full  depth  reclamation  with  liquid  calcium  chloride  was  done  on  4,189  square  yards;  eight  (8) 
drainage  structures  adjusted  to  grade;  four  (4)  manholes  adjusted  to  grade;  2,554-feet  of 
bituminous  concrete  type  3 berm  installed;  416.7  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  base;  376,72  tons 
of  bituminous  concrete  top;  90  cubic  yards  of  plantable  soil  borrow  used;  560  square  yards  of 
seeding;  and  20.18  of  bituminous  concrete  for  driveway  repair. 

Blair  Drive 

The  following  work  was  done  to  a 550-foot  by  26-foot  section; 

One  (1)  drainage  structure  adjusted  to  grade;  one  (1)  manhole  adjusted  to  grade;  one  (1)  water  gate 
adjusted  to  grade;  and  173  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top. 

Beechwood  Drive 


The  following  woilc  was  done  to  a 1,150-foot  by  24-foot  section: 

Six  (6)  drainage  structures  adjusted  to  grade;  five  (5)  manholes  adjusted  to  grade;  and  27 1 tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  top. 

Prescott  Street 


The  following  work  was  done  to  a 600-foot  by  18-foot  section: 
One  hundred  thirty-five  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top. 
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Davis  Street 


The  following  woric  was  done  to  the  full  length  of  Davis  Street;  2,650-feet  by  20-feet: 

Eight  hundred  feet  of  6-inch  perforated  sub-drain  installed;  eight  (8)  drainage  structures  adjusted 
to  grade;  6,933  square  yards  of  full  depth  reclamation  with  liquid  calciiun  chloride;  593.05  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  base;  793.19  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top;  1,470-feet  of  bituminous 
concrete  berm;  220-feet  of  single  face  guardrail  with  four  (4)  end  caps;  96  cubic  yards  of  loam; 
and  7 1 .4  tons  of  crusher  run. 

Crawford  Street 

The  following  work  was  done  to  a 3,900-foot  by  18-foot  section; 

Full  depth  reclamation  with  liquid  calcium  chloride  with  triple  stone  seal  was  done  on  7,800 
square  yards;  681-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  sub-drain;  and  263.84  cubic  yards  of  gravel. 

Welch  RoadA^ictoria  Avenue 


The  full  lengths  of  Welch  Road  and  Victoria  Avenue,  3,855-feet  by  18-fcct,  using  Chq)tcr  85B 
and  Chapter  204  monies.  Chapter  204  money  was  a $40,510.00  grant  from  the  State  which  had 
to  be  spent  before  July  1, 1997. 

Full  depth  reclamation  with  liquid  calcium  chloride  was  done  on  7,710  square  yards;  two  (2) 
catch  basins  raised  to  grade;  715.7  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  base;  and  600  tons  of  bituminous 
concrete  top. 


SNOW  REMOVAL 


During  fiscal  year  1997,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  equipment  was  sent  out  31  times  for 
sanding  of  which  14  times  required  plowing.  Six  (6)  of  these  storms  were  ice  storms  with  several 
requiring  multiple  sandings. 

There  was  approximately  102.5-inches  of  snow  this  fiscal  year. 

There  were  3,634  cubic  yards  of  sand;  1,139.61  tons  of  salt;  and  2,700  gallons  of  calcium  chloride 
purchased  this  fiscal  year. 


PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town's  approximate  14  acres  of  lawns,  ballfields,  etc.  and 
approximately  six  (6)  acres  of  cemeteries  were  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week.  All  of 
these  areas  were  cleaned  up  in  the  spring. 
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SEWER 


There  was  one  (1)  sewer  blockage  this  year  caused  by  paper  items. 

With  most  of  the  first  phase  of  the  inflow  and  infiltration  work  completed,  it  appears  that 
approximalely,  20%  to  30%  of  the  infiltration  has  been  removed.  D.P.W.  crews  ate  examining 
other  areas  for  repairs  that  were  not  cost  effective  in  the  first  phase. 


WATER 


M of  the  Town's  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  fall  and  again  in  the  spring.  All  of  the  road 
easements  were  mowed. 

There  were  six  (6)  water  leaks  repaired  this  past  year.  Three  (3)  were  service  lines  and  three  (3) 
were  major  leaks,  two  8-inch  and  one  6-inch  line. 

Two  (2)  non-functioning  fire  hydrants  were  replaced;  four  (4)  fire  hydrants  were  repaired;  and 
SIX  (6)  curb  boxes  were  repaired. 

.A  system  analysis  was  completed  on  the  complete  distribution  system  with  several  commoits  made 
regarding  weak  areas  causing  low  flows  to  various  sections  of  the  system. 

Construction  began  on  the  Water  Treatment  Plant  with  completion  expected  in  September,  1997.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Fiscal  1997  was  a very  busy  year  for  the  Rutland  Police  Department.  In  the  fall  of  1996, 
we  purchased  computer  software  from  Information  Management  Services  of  Grafton 
which  fully  automated  our  records  management  and  dispatching  records,  allowing  a 
wealth  of  information  to  be  available  to  Police  Officers  and  Dispatchers  within  seconds, 
twenty-four  hours  a day.  The  system  officially  went  on-line  in  January  of  1997 
networking  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department  and  the  Communications  Center. 

This  major  advancement  in  automation  has  provided  access  to  crucial  information  to 
Officers  responding  to  calls  and  conducting  investigations,  enhancing  the  safety  of 
Officers  and  citizens  of  this  community.  It  has  also  enabled  the  Police  Department  to 
handle  more  efficiently,  the  tremendous  amount  of  paperwork  required  in  police  work. 
Implementation  of  this  new  system  involved  2 days  of  training  for  all  personnel  at  IMC’s 
facilities  in  Grafton. 

Our  officers  have  responded  to  1 1 1 Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  24  Breziking  & Entering, 

26  Larcenies,  22  Vandalisms,  39  Domestics,  52  Arrests,  181  Ambulance  Calls,  21 1 
Burglar/Hold-up  Alarms,  1,954  Motor  Vehicle  Stops,  plus  2,630  other  police  related 
calls. 

We  continue  to  offer  a variety  of  professional  training  programs  for  our  Officers.  In 
April  of  1 997,  a search  and  rescue  drill  was  conducted  at  Rutland  State  Park,  (the  largest 
operation  of  its  kind  ever  conducted  in  Massachusetts  according  in  MSP).  This  was  a 
cooperative  effort  between  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police,  the  Department  of  Environmental  Management,  Central  MA 
Search  & Rescue  and  many  other  area  police  and  fire  departments.  Additional  training 
programs  attended  by  Officers  included  Bike  Patrol,  breath  test  operation,  CPR,  accident 
investigation,  background  investigation  and  weapons  qualification. 

The  Police  Department  applied  for  and  received  grant  funds  this  fiscal  year  from  the 
Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety.  A grant  of  $6,000  was  received  for  the 
implementation  of  the  DARE  Program  and  a $2,500  Law  Enforcement  Block  Grant 
enabled  the  Police  Department  to  acquire  additional  computer  hardware  and  software. 

We  will  continue  to  explore  grant  funding  opportunities  in  the  future  to  enhance  budget 
dollars  for  training,  programs  and  equipment.  A special  thanks  to  District  Attorney  John 
J.  Conte  for  his  contribution  to  our  DARE  Program. 

Many  excellent  programs  have  been  offered  to  the  students  at  Naquag  Elementary 
School  through  the  D.A.R.E.  program  by  Officer  David  Halsdorff.  Officer  Halsdorff  also 
attended  the  DARE  Junior  High  Training  this  fiscal  year  so  that  he  can  begin 
implementing  this  program  to  seventh  grade  students  next  year.  The  Kindness  Police 
Project,  a program  initiated  and  implemented  through  a cooperative  effort  between  Myma 
Raya,  the  Police  Department,  and  the  teachers  and  administrators  at  Naquag  School  was 
conducted  in  the  third  grade.  Students  gave  kindness  “citations”  to  others  for  performing 
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kind  acts.  It  is  hoped  that  the  initiation  of  this  project  will  continue  to  be  a catalyst  for 
kindness  community-wide.  Many  thanks  goes  to  the  sponsors  of  this  project:  Blair 
Realty /Builders  of  Rutland,  Ed  & Dale  Daveys  of  the  Rutland  Print  Shoppe,  Simply 
Balloons,  C.  C.  Lowell  of  Worcester  and  Rutland  Glass/Naquag  Trading  Post. 
Additionally,  many  safety  programs  were  presented  by  Sgt.  Richard  E.  Sails,  Safety 
Officer. 

The  Rutland  Police  Department  also  implemented  community  programs.  The  KID 
CARE  program  was  coordinated  and  implemented  by  Officer  David  Halsdorff  This 
program  provides  parents  with  vital  information  and  a photograph  of  their  children  in  the 
event  that  their  child  is  ever  missing.  Our  heartfelt  thanks  to  those  who  provided  funding 
for  this  program:  the  Rutland  Fire  Department,  Rutland  Sportsman’s  Club,  Rutland 
Lion’s  Club,  and  Friends  of  Rutland  Education.  A Bicycle  Helmet  Incentive  Program  for 
children  in  the  community  was  also  conducted  by  the  police  department.  Ice  cream  cone 
“citations”  were  given  to  children  seen  wearing  helmets  by  Police  Officers  and  all 
participants  were  entered  into  a drawing  for  a free  boy’s  or  girl’s  bicycle  generously 
donated  by  Mann’s  Trailer  Sales  and  Four  Corner’s  Hot  Dog  Stand  of  Rutland.  Officer 
Ronald  Friberg  initiated  the  Tel-A-Tend  Program,  a computer  based  daily  telephone 
calling  program  providing  the  elderly  and  disabled  in  the  community  with  a daily  welfare 
check.  We  continue  to  maintain  the  MERGE  Program,  so  that  critical  personal 
information  is  available  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.  Forms  for  new  members  or  to 
update  information  are  available  at  the  Police  Department  or  at  the  senior  lunch  program. 
Special  thanks  to  Rita  Canney  for  her  continued  assistance  with  this  program. 

There  have  been  some  personnel  changes  within  the  department  this  year.  Officer  Erik 
Baldwin  was  appointed  part  time  Patrolman  in  December  1996,  Officer  Jason  Silvestri 
was  appointed  part  time  Patrolman  in  January  of  1 997,  Officer  Ronald  Friberg  was 
appointed  full  time  Patrolman  in  February  of  1 997  and  Rosemary  Warren  was  appointed 
part  time  Secretary  and  Matron  in  August  of  1 996. 


A special  thank  you  goes  to  all  the  families  of  the  members  of  our  Police  Department  for 
their  continued  support.

Yearly  Report 

Animals  are  on  the  increase  in  Town.  Both  dogs  and  cats 
are  being  brought  here  as  the  population  grows.  Many  of 
these  animals  are  not  vaccinated  or  licensed  (dogs)  as 
yet.  These  animals  are  not  the  only  ones  that  fail  to 
be  vaccinated  or  licensed.  There  are  many  people  who 
due  to  forgetting  or  just  not  caring  do  not  get  their 
animals  vaccinated  and  /or  licensed.  I cannot  stress 
the  importance  of  this.  RABIES  is  a DEADLY  disease  that 
can  be  caught  by  humans  through  bites,  scratches, 
saliva  and  other  means.  Almost  every  animal  both 
domestic  and  wild  are  susceptible  to  it.  Please  have 
your  loved  animals  vaccinated  against  this  disease. 
During  August  1997  we  had  a confirmed  case  of  Rabies 
in  a skunk.  There  were  two  Raccoons  in  this  same  period 
that  were  possibly  infected.  Teach  your  children  to 
stay  away  from  all  wild  animals  and  any  strange  acting 
domestic  animal.  Be  safe  not  a statistic. 

Dogs  and -cats  running  at  large  have  been  victims  of  the 
iron  monster  (automobile)  on  many  occasions  this  past 
year.  In  every  case  the  animal  (dog)  was  not  to  blame, 
instead  the  owner  who  failed  to  obey  the  restraining 
law  was  to  blame.  Cats  also  should  not  be  allowed  to 
roam  freely. 

Again  I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  the 
people  who  have  brought  food  for  the  strays.  Your  help 
has  been  a life  support  to  these  unfortunate  ones  that 
have  been  abandoned.  THANK-YOU  ! 

I still  have  many  lovely  strays  that  are  in  need  of 
good  homes.  If  you  are  looking  for  a pet  consider 
adopting  a stray. 

There  are  now  over  900  dogs  in  Town  with  less  then  two 
thirds  licensed  at  this  writing.  Notices  will  be  sent 
to  owners  who  have  not  licensed  there  dog.  Remember  our 
license  period  is  from  January  to  January.  Licenses  do 
increase  in  March  and  June.  If  a notice  is  sent  to  you 
for  non-licensing  it  will  be  considered  as  a notice  to 
immediately  license,  and  may  result  in  an  additional 
fine. 

Wild  animal  calls  are  still  on  the  increase.  We  have 
had  several  bear  and  moose  calls  this  year  as  these 
animals  are  moving  into  our  area.  Skunk  and  raccoon 
are  also  on  the  increase. 

Calls  in  all  aspects  continue  to  rise.  A part  time  on 
call  position  is  becoming  greater  year  by  year.  In  the 
near  future  we  are  going  to  have  to  take  a long  look  at 
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expanding  the  amount  our  of- service. 

This  July  (97)  brought  about  the  resignation  of  my 
assistant  Alan  Pulkkinen  who  was  very  devoted  to  the 
animals.  His  loss  is  a great  one.  We  thank  him  deeply 
for  all  of  his  assistance  over  the  past  few  years. 
Although  A1  has  left  the  position  he  still  helps  me 
daily  to  care  for  the  strays  I have. 

At  this  writing  we  are  searching  for  a replacement  for 
A1 . We  have  some  fine  candidates  to  choose  from  and 
will  have  someone  on  board  soon.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

(July  1,  1996  to  June  30,  1997) 


This  has  been  our  first  full  year  of  operation  under  our  new  fire  department 
structure  voted  at  the  May  1996  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  the  change  has  been  a 
positive  step  for  the  fire  department.  Our  operational  procedures  remain  basically  the 
same  due  to  our  strong  command  structure,  the  commitment  of  our  personnel  to  acquire 
knowledge  and  their  ability  to  get  the  job  done.  Under  the  Fire  Chief  the  following 
personnel  operate  the  department:  David  W.  Root,  Darren  M.  Ross,  Deputies,  Kevin  R. 
McCarthy,  Captain,  Wayne  R.  Jordan,  Jeffery  K.  Lowe,  Robert  Judge  and  Evan  Starbard, 
Lieutenants.  Our  Emergency  Ambulance  personnel  are  Charles  J.  Laliberte,  Deputy, 
Katheleen  A.  Bassett,  Captain  and  Mark  A.  Briand,  Lieutenant.  These  officers  are 
supported  by  many  other  fire  fighters  and  ambulance  attendants.  We  have  continued  to 
work  on  various  goals  and  objectives  for  the  department  to  better  serve  the  residents  of 
Rutland.  Work  continues  on  many  specific  projects,  including;  fire  fighter  training,  fire 
safety  education,  department  structure,  operational  service  delivery  and  updating  our  long 
range  and  capital  expenditure  plans.  Some  of  these  goals  have  been  completed,  though 
they  require  regular  up-dating  and  we  will  continue  to  work  on  the  others,  plus  new  ones. 

In  August  of  1996  the  department  took  delivery  of  a new  Forestry  truck,  a 1 ton 
Ford  all- wheel-drive,  replacing  an  old  converted  military  Jeep.  This  is  a ‘Squad  type’ 
apparatus  having  a utility  body  and  a slide-in  forest  fire  fighting  package.  We  have 
additional  equipment  and  supplies  on  board  to  make  this  a multi-purpose,  fire,  rescue 
EMS,  vehicle.  This  truck  was  part  of  our  capital  equipment  plan  and  has  worked  out  very 
well  to  date.  The  need  continues  in  pursuing  our  long  range  capital  plan  and  we  will  be 
asking  for  approval  of  a pumper/ladder  request  in  the  upcoming  budget  year.  Following 
our  capital  plan  helps  keep  our  apparatus  and  equipment  functional  and  up-graded  to 
meet  the  changing  needs  of  the  Town. 

We  respectfully  ask  that  all  homeovmers  and  others  put  their  street  numbers  on 
their  buildings.  This  is  extremely  important  in  an  emergency  response  to  find  your 
address  in  the  least  amount  of  time.  Our  Town  By-Laws  require  the  number  be  put  up, 
but  more  importantly,  it  is  to  help  you  in  an  emergency. 

Our  training  program  is  always  very  active  with  in  house  programs  and  training 
sessions  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy.  We  provided  training  in 
search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry,  ventilation,  live  fires  and  all  related  fire  fighting 
procedures.  We  also  train  with  our  surrounding  mutual-aid  towns  to  better  coordinate 
operations  at  major  incidents.  This  department,  Rutland  Police  and  State  Police 
organized  and  conducted  a major  search  and  rescue  drill  in  April  1997.  Along  with  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police,  numerous  other  state  agencies  as  well  as  our  mutual-aid  fire 
departments  participated.  This  drill  gave  us  the  ability  to  interact  in  all  aspects  of  Incident 
Command  as  well  as  actual  hands  on  training. 
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Changes  in  the  requirements  in  the  way  on-call  fire  fighters  can  be  appointed  is 
making  it  more  difficult  to  get  people  to  join.  The  Wellness  Act,  passed  in  1986  on  the 
State  level,  required  the  State  Department  of  Personnel  to  develop  regulations  for  all  fire 
and  police  personnel.  The  regulations  were  finally  completed  and  implemented  on  Nov. 
1,  1996  substantially  altering  how  people  can  be  hired,  even  as  part  timers  on-call.  Time 
requirements  for  training,  physicals  and  physical  testing  add  another  burden  for  people 
wishing  to  be  on-call  fire  fighters. 

Our  emergency  medical  training  program  continues  throughout  the  year.  All 
EMTs  are  on  a 2 year  continuing  education  re-certification  schedule.  This  has  our  people 
taking  classes  and  practical  sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other  locations  in  the 
State  and  in  some  cases  out  of  state.  We  appreciate  the  commitment  of  these  people. 

As  the  Town  continues  to  grow,  the  amount  and  complexity  of  the  department’s 
responsibilities  increase.  While  we  continually  prepare  to  meet  these  challenges,  we  also 
provide  fire  prevention  inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code  regulation 
enforcement  and  other  activities.  We  responded  to  the  following  emergencies  and  other 
incidents  from  July  1,  1996  through  June  30,  1997:

Fighting  forest  brush  and  grass  fires  is  another  area  we  respond  to.  The  majority 
tend  to  occur  in  the  spring  season.  We  work  closely  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Fire  Control 
in  this  district.  The  Fire  Department  Officers  were  appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens. 
The  following  activity  occurred  from  July  1,  1996  through  June  30.1997: 

0 20  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

0 2 mutual  aid  calls  for  brush  fires 

0 663  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many  townspeople.  The 
guidelines  remain  the  same,  burning  of  brush  only,  (no  grass,  no  leaves,  no  other 
materials),  and  the  time  period  remains  from  January  1 5 through  May  1 . A permit  must 
be  obtained  from  the  Fire  Chief  Safety  is  our  main  concern  and  weather  conditions 
sometimes  make  burning  unsafe,  therefor  permits  are  not  issued. 

We  want  to  thank  the  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade  for  their  continued  support 
of  the  fire  department  with  the  equipment  and  other  things  they  purchase  for  us. 

We  are  always  in  need  of  fire  fighters  and/or  ambulance  EMTs,  if  you  would  be 
interested  in  helping,  please  stop  by  and  see  us.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the  work  done  by 
the  people  who  make  the  department  function,  as  well  as  the  understanding  of  their 
families  when  they  are  out  helping  their  neighbors.  Thank  you  to  the  townspeople  for 
supporting  our  efforts.

During  FY97  the  Dispatch  Center  was  very  busy  with  the  implementation  of  the 

i 

Statewide  Enhanced  911.  This  finally  became  a reality  at  the  end  of  December,  after 
many  years  of  planning,  and  a rigorous  2 day  training  period  for  all  the  dispatchers. 
Effective  immediately,  whenever  a 911  call  came  into  the  dispatch  center,  the  callers 
name,  address  and  phone  number  was  displayed,  saving  valuable  time  and  confusion.  The 
E9 1 1 system  is  also  set  up  to  accomodate  hearing  impaired  or  other  people  with  various 
disabilities. 

Also  at  the  end  of  December,  the  Dispatch  Center,  along  with  the  Fire  Department 
and  Police  Department  went  for  training  in  the  IMC  computer  aided  dispatch  system. 
This  is  an  intradepartmental  system  used  as  a means  of  dispatching  and  record  keeping 
using  a software  system.  IMC  officially  went  on-line  on  JANUARY  15,  1997  and  has 
made  dispatching  a more  regulated,  updated  system,  with  logs  that  are  easy  to  maintain 
and  read. 

Personnel  changes  this  year  have  included  putting  Sarah  Hagg  on  as  a full  time, 
and  the  addition  of  several  part  time  people  who  have  come  and  gone.  Presently,  part  time 
positions  are  filled  by  Renee  Bacon,  Heather  Hilton  and  Dan  Mulcahy.  Diane  Petrone  is 
still  the  Operations  Manager  and  LEAPS  Representative  and  the  third  full  time  position  is 
filled  by  Cindy  Tamkus,  LEAPS  Assistant. 

Diane  Petrone  has  been  re-appointed  to  the  position  of  E911  Municipal 
Coordinator  for  the  Town  of  Rutland.  At  this  point,  there  are  still  many  calls  that  come  in 
on  91 1 that  have  incorrect  information  on  the  screen.  It  is  the  dispatchers  job  to  verify  all 
information  to  make  sure  it  is  correct,  and  if  there  is  any  problem,  the  Coordinator  is 
responsible  for  getting  it  resolved.  She  is  also  responsible  for  letting  NYNEX  know  of  all 
new  streets  and  addresses.

The  Planning  Board  continues  its  duties  in  fiscal  year  1997  reviewing 
subdivision  and  ANR  (approval  not  required  ) plans,  and  monitoring  the 
progress  of  construction  in  approved  subdivisions.  Construction  is  active  in 
five  (5)  separate  subdivisions.  No  new  subdivision  plans  were  presented  to 
the  board  in  fiscal  1997. 

The  board  has  endorsed  a substantial  number  of  ANR  plans,  held  public 
hearings  for  a requested  zoning  change  and  for  open  space  design  special 
permits. 

The  board  has  endorsed  a substantial  amount  of  time  fine  tuning  procedures 
and  forms  for  use  in  subdivision  control  and  for  the  new  open-space  design 
by-law.  At  the  annual  town  meeting,  our  article  to  create  a revolving  account 
was  approved.  This  has  allowed  us  to  restructure  our  financial  accounts.  This 
will  help  insure  that  we  can  thoroughly  reveiw,  with  professional  help,  if 
needed,  all  plans  and  issues  brought  before  us.  It  will  also  allow  us  additional 
assistance  as  we  modaiiize  operation  of  the  board. 

We  anticipate  purchasing  of  a computer  for  planning  board  use  in  the  near 
future.  This  will  aid  us  in  our  financial  and  document  record  keeping. 

Members  of  the  board  have  participated  in  workshops  offered  by  The  Central 
Mass  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  we  anticipate  that  we  will  continue 
to  do  so. 

Members  of  the  board  are  also  actively  working  as  members  of  the  by-law 
subcommittee  in  conjunction  with  the  MDC  to  develop  new  zoning 
regulations.

Report  of  the  by-law  Subcommittee  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  change  of  the  By-law  Subcommittee  is  to  develop  a new  zoning  ordinance  for 
the  Town  of  Rutland.  The  committee  consists  of  members  of  the  Planning  Board, 
representatives  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  EIDC,  Conservation 
Commission,  and  members  at  large. 

The  committee  has  been  meeting  regularly  (usually  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  tlie 
mouth)  and  working  with  MDC  plann^  Jeffrey  Lacy  to  do  a comprehensive  study  of 
the  town  relative  to  zoning  and  future  development.  The  MDC  has  committed 
$150,000  in  professional  assistance  to  complete  the  project. 

The  committee  has  written  a citizen  survey,  which  was  mailed  to  every  household 
with  the  annual  census.  The  returns  have  been  tallied  and  the  results  will  be 
presented  at  an  informational  meeting  in  October  1997. 

MDC  planner  Jeffrey  Lacy  is  working  toward  awarding  contracts  for  the  professional 
study.  This  process  has  been  moving  more  slowly  than  we  had  anticipated.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  substantial  progress  in  the  near  future.  We  will  continue  to  work 
on  various  aspects  of  this  project  and  will  hold  informational  meetings  as  significant 
parts  of  that  work  bear  results. 

The  committee  has  nearly  completed  work  on  a By-I^w  for  “major  home  occupation 
special  permits”.  We  expect  to  bring  this  to  the  voters  for  approval  soon. 

Thanks  to  all  the  members  who  have  volunteered  their  services  to  the  committee,  and 
very  special  thanks  to  all  residents  who  completed  and  returned  the  survey.

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Rutland  School  Building  Committee 

The  School  Building  Committee  was  established  in  February  1996  following 
town  meeting  approval  of  $14.5  million  to  build  and  renovate  schools.  The 
town's  design  and  construction  costs  and  interest  expenses  are  78% 
reimbursable  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  The  committee  is 
overseeing  the  design  and  construction  of  a new  grade  5-8  middle  school  and 
the  renovation  of  Naquag  School  for  grade  K-4  students. 

HMFH  Architects  completed  final  design  work  on  the  middle  school  in  February 
1997.  The  committee  awarded  the  construction  contract  to  the  low  bidder, 
Fontaine  Brothers,  Inc.  of  Springfield.  Construction  started  in  late  May  1997, 
and  the  school  should  be  completed  and  ready  for  students  by  August  1998. 
The  committee  has  approved  expenditures  of  $1,537,016.86  for  work  completed 
through  June  1997. 

HMFH  Architects  completed  preliminary  design  work  on  the  Naquag  School 
renovations  in  June  1996.  The  committee  has  approved  expenditures  of 
$99,973.94  for  this  project  through  June  1997.  Additional  design  work  and 
construction  will  be  initiated  within  the  next  year  or  two  when  the  schedule  for 
state  reimbursement  becomes  clearer.  The  committee  hopes  that  construction 
on  this  project  will  be  completed  either  by  August  1999  or  August  2000. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  we  have  received  from  town  hall  and  school 
district  officials,  and  from  the  entire  Rutland  community.

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Report  of  the  275th  Anniversary  Committee 


The  Town  Committee  for  the  275th  Anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town 
of  Rutland  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  held  its  first  meeting  on  August  26,  1996. 

Early  in  1985  Kathy  Potvin  and  Sue  Bohdiewicz  decided  they  would  chair  the 
275th  celebration.  Karen  Eaton.  Bob  Perry,  Scott  Davis,  and  Jimmy  Gusha  agreed  to  stay 
on  as  well.  All  of  the  above  are  on  the  4th  of  July  Committee.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
275th  Celebration  and  the  4th  of  July  activities  would  be  combined  during  this 
celebration.  Karen  Greenwood  agreed  to  be  secretary  to  the  Committee.  Also  nominated 
were  Jean  Catlin  and  Corrine  Puliafico. 

We  fully  realized  the  importance  of  the  Townspeople  was  essential  to  a 
successful  celebration. 

The  first  fund-raiser  was  a Cats  Meow  Collectible  of  the  Town  Hall.  All  one 
hundred  and  twenty  five  pieces  sold  out  at  $13.95  each. 

The  second  fun  raiser  was  a collectable  plate  of  the  Elm  Tree  on  Central  Tree 
Road  selling  at  $45.00  each.  275  consecutively  numbered  plates  were  ordered.  They 
are  still  valuable. 

The  Committee  asked  the  Historical  Society  if  they  would  help  put  together  an 
Anniversary  Booklet,  and  they  agreed.  The  history  compiled  is  a continuation  from  the 
250th  Celebration  Booklet  to  the  present.  So  that  these  books  were  affordable  to 
everyone,  we  charged  only  $5.00  a book.  Those  are  also  still  for  sale. 

The  first  event  to  start  the  celebration  was  a New  Years  Eve  party  at  the 
Sportsman's  Club.  The  event  was  from  7p.m  to  I a m.  and  the  cost  was  $10.00  per 
person.  Everyone  was  asked  to  bring  desserts  and  horsd'ouevers  to  share.  The  club 
waived  their  fee  for  rental  of  the  hall.  The  event  was  well  attended  by  mostly  out-of- 
towners. 

April  1 9th  & 20th  a town  wide  yard  sale  was  held.  Advertising  for  this  event  was 
in  the  Yankee  Magazine  and  Country  Living  calendars.  Maps  at  all  town  entrances 
would  show  people  where  the  yard  sales  were  being  held.  Each  family  was  asked  to 
donate  back  10%  of  their  profits  to  the  celebration. 

June  5,  6,  & 7 a play  called  "An  American  Sampler  275  Stitches  in  Time"  was 
held  at  Naquag  School.  This  event  was  sold  out  each  night.  No  profit  came  from  this 
event. 
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June  1 8 a Special  Stamp  Cancellation  was  done  at  the  Rutland  Post  Office.  Also, 
due  to  rain.  The  Founders  Day  Celebration  was  held  at  the  Congregational  Church  Hall. 
State  and  local  government  was  on  hand  for  the  wonderful  event.  Also  the  Rutland  Post 
Office  was  setup  for  the  Special  Stamp  Cancellation  at  the  Church  Hall.  Patricia 
LaChance  and  her  crew  were  in  Colonial  Costume  and  added  a piece  of  history  to  the 
event  including  Ken  Sweeney  as  Ben  Franklin.  The  Committee  also  presented  the  town 
with  the  town  flag,  which  is  a replica  of  the  one  hanging  at  the  State  House. 

June  21-22  our  Colonial  weekend  started  with  a Colonial  Soldiers  Encampment  at 
the  Community  Center  on  Glenwood  Rd.  This  event  did  not  turn  out  the  way  we  had 
hoped.  Not  enough  soldiers  came  as  promised.  The  second  event  was  the  Colonial 
Period  Ball  held  at  the  Rufus  Putnam  House  on  Main  St.  Tickets  were  $35.00  per 
person.

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EXPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month. 
Bernard  O’Grady  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Paul 
Truscott  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Nathan  Locke  as  Clerk.  The  Board 
employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests  and  to 
perform  other  inspections.  Randy  was  present  for  74  perc  tests 
and  223  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed 
Joe  Ares  as  review  engineer  for  septic  system  designs  and  the  VNA 
of  Worcester  for  nursing  services  for  the  elderly  and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and 
overseen  well  and  septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and 
improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern  within  the  town 
that  consume  much  of  the  Board's  time  and  energy  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  the  past  3 years  and  plans  to  do 
the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town's  contracts  for  waste  removal  with 
haulers  and  with  Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper 
level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town's  rate. 

The  Board  continued  its  membership  in  the  Central  Massachusetts 
and  State  Associations  of  Health  Boards. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  on  issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances 
to  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1997  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum 
of  $32,747.92  collected  from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  Board's  budget  paid  $1,314.25  for  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  and  home  health 
visits.  Ed  Buck  remains  as  Animal  Control  Officer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  continues  in  its  duty  to  protect  the  Town's  water 
resources  through  the  administration  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
and  the  newly  adopted  Rivers  Protection  Act.  In  addition,  the  Commission  is  responsible 
for  the  Town’s  Earth  Removal  Bylaw. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  is  charged  with  protecting  wetland 
resources  in  the  town  of  Rutland,  which  involves  review  of  any  work  in  or  within  100  feet 
of  a resource  area.  The  Rivers  Protection  Act  gives  the  Commission  jurisdiction  over  a 
200  foot  Riverfront  Zone  adjacent  to  streams.  The  Commission  reviewed  numerous 
projects,  ranging  from  work  on  existing  lots  to  multi-lot  subdivisions.  In  addition  to  new 
projects,  the  Commission  spent  much  time  monitoring  on-going  construction  projects. 

As  Earth  Removal  Board,  the  Commission  extended  the  permits  for  another  year  on  two 
sites  in  Town.  Enforcement  of  the  Wetlands  Act  continues  to  be  a challenge  for  the 
Commission  and  involves  countless  hours  of  effort.  The  Commission  is  looking  into 
ways  to  provide  for  easier  enforcement,  which  included  public  education  about  the 
Wetland  Protection  Act  and  the  importance  of  protecting  our  natural  resources.  A 
brochure  describing  the  protecting  of  water  resources  in  Rutland  was  completed  by  the 
Commission  this  past  year  and  was  distributed  widely  in  Town. 

In  an  effort  to  continue  the  protection  of  open  space,  the  Commission  is  working  to  set  up 
a Land  Trust  in  Rutland.  This  would  be  a private  non-profit  organization  whose  mission 
would  be  to  acquire  land  or  rights  in  land  to  be  permanently  protected  in  its  natural  state. 
The  Commission’s  Goal  is  to  have  the  trust  operating  by  1998. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rutland  in  the 
protection  of  the  Town's  environment.

The  venture  was  a 
collaborative  effort  among  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  who  provided  a 
new  microcomputer,  town  approval  to  purchase  a workstation  and  printer,  and  volunteers  Ted 
Purcell,  Jean  Marcelin,  Dave  Pierce,  and  Bill  Ogert  who  taught  classes  on  the  Internet. 


The  children  enjoyed  performances  by  magician  Ed  Popielarcyzk,  storyteller  Tony  Toledo, 
and  a birds  of  prey  program  by  Wingmasters.  They  attended  classes  in  cross-stitching,  hohday 
cookie  decorating,  and  woodpainting.  Programs  for  adults  included  a Candidates  Night  as  well  as 
workshops  in  quilting,  knitting,  making  a doorstop  doll,  and  dried-flower  arrangement.  We  drew 
on  the  talents  of  Kathy  Murphy,  Jean  Bigelow,  Kerry  Remington,  Pat  Richards,  and  Eleanor 
Morton. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  businesses,  organizations,  and  individuals  who  supported  our 
programs.  Special  mention  goes  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  the  Rutland  Cultural  Council 
for  their  continued  support. 

We  look  forward  to  estabhshing  a Homework  Center  next  year  as  flmding  fi'om  the  federal

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


The  Library  contir^ues  to  grow  in  number  of  patrons,  circulation  of 
books  and  materials,  programs  and  services.  The  most  exciting  new  service 
during  Fiscal  '97  was  the  public  access  computer,  received  through  a 
iviassaciiusetts  Library  and  Information  Network  Grant  obtained  by  Director 
iVlay  Lee  Tom. 

In  spite  of  the  crowded  space  in  the  library,  the  staff  found  a way 
to  include  this  new  equipment.  Assistant  Librarian  Kerry  Remington 
organized  a series  of  classes  to  instruct  people  on  the  use  of  this  computer 
and  the  Internet.  The  Trustees  appreciate  the  time  and  effort  given  to 
tliis  program  by  Kerry  Remington  and  the  volunteer  instructors,  Ted 
Purcell,  Jean  lY.arcellin,  Dr.  David  Pierce,  and  Bill  Ogert. 

A Building  Study  Committee  was  organized  in  October,  1996,  to  write 
a building  program,  select  a site,  and  develop  a financial  plan  to  present 
to  the  town  including  application  for  a construction  grant. 

Two  classes  of  Anna  iMaria  College  students  in  the  iViBA  program 
provided  counseling  services  in  developing  strategy  for  improving  the 
library  facility  and  services,  and  suggestions  for  a marketing  plan  to  help 
Trustees  and  staff  promote  the  library  and  its  needs.  These  services  were 
provided  as  part  of  the  students'  course  v/ork,  and  the  Trustees  and  staff 
are  grateful  for  their  interest  and  suggestions. 

New  staff  members  appointed  during  FY  '97  were  Kerry  Remington, 
Assistant  Librarian,  and  Nancy  Borglund,  Interlibrary  Loan  Aide. 

Jean  Bigelow,  Children's  Librarian,  resigned  in  June,  1997.  Jean  served 
the  library  patrons,  young  and  old,  very  well,  as  a library  aide  and 
later  as  Children's  Librarian.  She  continues  her  interest  in  the  library 
as  a Friend. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  provded  programs  for  children,  story 
hours,  craft  classes,  museum  passes,  special  needs  in  the  library,  and 
many  volunteer  hours.  Their  interest  and  financial  support  is  of  great 
value  to  the  library. 

The  Board  revised  policy  on  the  holiday  schedule  and  approved  policy 
regarding  the  use  of  the  Internet.  We  continue  to  review  and  rewrite 
policies  as  needed  ana  oversee  the  operation  of  the  library  by  our  excellent 
staff.  The  library  met  all  standards  of  the  Bureau  of  Library  Commissioners 
and  received  the  iV.unicipal  Equalization  Grant  and  the  Library  Incentive 
Grant  in  the  amount  of  $6,099.36. 

Trustee  meetings  focus  on  providing  the  best  possible  library 
services  in  a building  too  small  for  a growing  population.  One  of  our 
goais  is  to  increase  library  hours  in  this  building  to  make  the  library 
more  accessible.  This  requires  more  staff  hours,  more  expense,  and  an 
increase  in  the  budget.  Our  greatest  challenge  is  to  meet  present  needs 
while  developing  plans  for  future  growth.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RiItLAND  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  Board  and  Dir'ector/Coordinator  worked  together 
to  provide  a variety  of  programs,  activities  and  events  for 
Rutland's  600+  senior  population  during  1996-1997.  Thanks  to 
grants  from  the  Greater  Worcester  Community  Foundation  and  the 
Rutland  Cultural  Council  an  aerobics/osteoporosis  class  and  a 
memoir-writing  class  were  available  to  seniors. 

Intergenerational  programs,  which  are  rewarding  for  students  and 
seniors,  included  a Pen  Pal  Program  with  eighth  graders,  a reading 
program  at  Naquag,  a Rock 'a  thon  and  attendance  at  an  "Up  with 
People"  production,  planting  of  flowers  at  Rutland  Community  Center 
and  special  celebrations  with  fourth  and  fifth  grade  students. 

The  SCM  Elderbus  provides  transportation  for  elderly  and  disabled 
for  medical  trips,  shopping  trips  and  rides  to  the  meal  site.  The 
COA  cooperated  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  provide  monthly  blood 
pressure  clinics  and  a yearly  flu  clinic. 

The  Council  publishes  a bi-monthly  newsletter  mailed  to  households 
with  residents  60+  years.  An  outreach  program,  funded  by  the 
Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs,  enables  the  Outreach  Worker  to 
make  birthday  calls,  visit  seniors  and  coordinate  programs  and 
activities  at  the  "Drop  In  Program"  on  Glenwood  Road. 

Janet  Swenson,  Meal  Site  Manager,  works  with  the  assistance  of 
senior  volunteers  to  serve  nutritional  lunches  Monday  through 
Friday  at  Rutland  Town  Hall.  Volunteers  deliver  meals  to 
housebound  seniors. 

Volunteers  are  essential  in  providing  worthwhile  services  to 
elders.  The  "Friends"  COA  purchased  a printer  for  the  COA  office 
and  helped  defray  expenses  for  numerous  programs  and  events. 
Monthly  meetings  provided  educational  and  informative  programs . 

Karyn  McKenna,  an  intern  with  the  Gerontology  Program  at  Assumption 
College,  provided  two  hundred  hours  of  volunteer  service.  Her 
enthusiasm  and  valuable  assistance  added  greatly  to  the  senior 
program. 

The  Board  and  Director/Coordinator  express  a heartfelt  thanks  to 
selectmen,  clergy,  town  employees,  volunteers  and  everyone  who 
enhances  seniors  lives  by  contributing  their  time  and  talent  to 
meet  the  needs  of  Rutland's  senior  citizens.  COA  Board  meetings 
are  held  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month 7 P.M,

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  RUTLAND: 

FEBRUARY  22. 1998

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Rutland: 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  write  this  report  to  you  this  year,  and  to  again  be  able  to  report 
much  good  news  about  the  activities  of  your  state  government  over  the  past  year,  and  the 
ways  those  decisions  have  impacted  Rutland, 

Most  notably,  we  continue  to  see  a strong  economy,  which  in  turn  has  led  to  a strong 
financial  picture  which  has  allowed  the  state  to  live  up  to  more  of  its  promises.  It  is 
especially  noteworthy  that  last  year  we  funded  the  fifth  year  of  a seven  year  Education 
Reform  Act  which  many  pundits  predicted  we  would  stop  funding  after  two  or  three  years 
at  mosL  We  now  stand  poised  to  fund  the  sixth  year  of  that  effort,  and  have  already  begun 
the  process  of  deciding  what  the  funding  formula  will  look  like  after  next  year’s  budget, 
when  the  original  seven  year  promise  of  ed  reform  will  expire,  and  a new  course  for 
public  education  must  be  set.  From  FY  1997  to  FY  1998,  state  aid  to  the  Wachusett 
district  increased  fi:om  $ 13,294,094  to  $13,857,295.  This  year.  House  One,  the 
Governor’s  budget  submission,  which  fully  funds  the  commitment  to  education  reform, 
would  raise  state  aid  to  the  district  still  further,  to  $ 14,600,654,  an  impressive  increase. 
While  these  numbers  do  change  throughout  the  budget  process,  my  intent,  not  merely  as 
your  state  representative  but  as  House  Chair  of  the  Education  Committee  is  to  see  that 
education  reform  is  fully  funded  yet  again,  and  that  we  develop  a formula  for  use  after  ed 
reform  that  is  fair  and  equitable  for  all  towns  and  school  districts. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  we  continue  to  lift  the  so-called  “lottery  cap”  imposed  in  the 
late  eighties  as  a result  of  our  fiscal  coU^se.  This  cap  has  diverted  money  from 
municipalities  that  is  rightfully  due  them.  As  we  came  out  of  the  recession  earlier  this 
decade,  the  legislature  made  a commitment  to  lift  that  cap,  but  to  do  so  over  a period  of 
five  years  so  as  not  'to  send  any  other  necessary  programs  into  fiscal  chaos.  Last  year  we 
fulfilled  that  commitment  for  the  third  year,  and  it  looks  likely  at  this  writing  that  we  will 
do  so  for  a fourth  year  as  well.  From  FY  1997  to  FY  1 998,  this  meant  that  Rutland’s 
share  of  state  Lottery  aid  went  from  $ 500,130  to  $ 556,341.  According  to  figures  from 
the  Governor’s  budget,  Rutland  next  year  would  see  tlieir  state  aid  rise  to  $ 608,028. 

Of  course,  some  promises  remain  unfulfilled.  Despite  a modest  increase  in  the  regional 
school  transportation  account  last  year,  we  remain  far  short  of  providing  the  full  100  % 
reimbursement  required  by  state  law.  The  Governor’s  budget  proposes  another  one 
million  dollar  increase,  but  even  this  is  far  short  of  what  would  be  needed  to  really 
address  this  shortfall.  Likewise,  the  payments-in-lieu-of-taxes  account,  which  reimburses 
towns  like  Rutland  for  state  owned  land  that  is  no  longer  on  the  property  tax  rolls, 
remains  short  of  the  amount  promised  by  statute.  Last  year,  though,  we  increased  this 
account  from  $ 7,900,000  to  $ 10,000,000,  and  also  passed  an  outside  section  to  the 


budget  stating  our  intent  to  fully  fund  this  program  over  five  years,  by  lifting  20  % of  the 
gap  each  year.  Since  last  year  was  considered  year  one  of  this  effort,  the  hope  is  to 
eliminate  this  shorttall  by  FY  2002.  The  Acting  Governor  has  recommended  an  increase 
in  this  account  to  S 12,000,000,  and,  while  that  is  encouraging,  my  colleagues  and  I 
representing  rural  areas  affected  by  this  account  intend  to  spend  the  remaining  months  of 
this  year  making  sure  that  amount  is  adequate  to  meet  the  promise  we  made  last  year. 

The  legislature  finally  kept  another  promise  last  year  by  fully  funding  the  account 
providing  reimbursement  for  state  wards,  and  wc  hope  to  do  that  again  this  year,  although 
we  also  must  continue  to  work  towards  a final  resolution  of  the  problems  caused  by 
rapidly  escalating  special  education  costs. 

There  is  also  good  news  (and  some  disappointment)  about  several  projects  of  immediate 
mierest  to  Rutland.  First,  the  two  school  projects  to  build  a new  middle  school  in  Rutland 
and  renovate  the  elementary  school  are  both  very  close  to  funding  under  the  state’s  school 
building  assistance  program  (SBA).  Last  year,  Senator  Brewer  and  I worked  hard  during 
the  budget  cycle  to  make  sure  that  a large  authorization  was  provided  that  would  allow 
Rutland  to  move  further  up  the  reimbursement  list  and  that  much  closer  to  funding.  In  the 
end,  the  authorization  for  projects  m Rutland’s  category  was  increased  fi:om  S 14,463,471 
the  previous  year  to  S 24,160,145,  enough  to  move  49  schools  off  the  waiting  list,  and  to 
allow  Rutland  to  vault  into  very  high  placement  on  the  list.  Rutland  Middle  School  is 
currently  number  12  on  a wait  list  of  96,  while  Rutland  Elementary  is  number  34.  The 
Governor  proposes  an  authorization  this  year  of  $ 24,202,684,  enough  to  fund  only  36 
projects  off  the  list.  While  this  is  disappointing  compared  with  last  year’s  number  of 
authorized  school  projects,  and  I certainly  hope  to  see  a larger  authorization  made  by  the 
legislature,  even  this  amount  would  suffice  to  authorize  both  of  Rutland’s  projects  to 
move  forward  to  reimbursement,  with  first  annual  payments  coming  in  FY  2000. 

Second,  the  legislature  is  also  working  on  a bill  to  allow  the  state  to  take  advantage  of 
new  federal  dollars  to  help  towns  and  cities  pay  for  mandated  water  filtration  plants,  such 
as  the  one  Rutland  has  recently  completed  at  great  cost  to  the  town.  The  state  bill  would 
formally  set  up  the  program  in  state  law,  and  provide  state  matching  funds  for  it.  This 
would  allow  towns  building  such  plants  to  qualify  for  zero-interest  loans  firam  the  state, 
which  would  effectively  be  a grant  of  50  % of  the  costs  of  a given  project.  However,  I 
was  fimstrated  to  learn  that  under  federal  regulations  such  funds  could  not  be  provided 
retroactively  to  towns  like  Rutland  which  had  done  everything  right  under  the  law,  and 
now  would  find  themselves  penalized  for  promptness.  Therefore,  1 worked  hard  to  make 
sure  that  the  bill  passed  by  the  House  contained  a provision  funding,  entirely  at  state 
expense,  a “grandfathering”  program  which  will  fund  a direct  payment  to  such  towns  for 
50  % of  the  costs  of  their  project.  This  would  mean  that  Rutland,  which  has  spent  $ 2.6 
million  dollars  on  its  plant,  would  be  eligible  for  $ 1 .3  million  reimbursement  over  ten 
years,  or  S 130,000  per  year,  and  could  recoup  half  of  the  costs  of  the  project  as  a result 
^^Tule  the  final  bill  is  still  being  worked  out  by  a team  of  Senate-House  negotiators,  I am 
optimistic  that  a final  bill  will  be  released  within  the  month,  and  that  it  will  contain  this 
vital  provision  in  it 
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Finally,  we  still  conltont  the  ongoing  dilemma  of  what  to  do  about  Rutland  Heights 
Hospital.  In  the  last  few  months,  we  all  heard  the  infuriating  news  tliat  DCPO,  the  agency 
which  manages  Rutland  Heights,  was  not  planning  to  continue  plowing  the  roads  or 
maintaining  security  at  the  site,  despite  their  clear  obligation  to  do  so,  as  a result  of 
funding  shortfalls.  Thus,  several  weeks  ago,  I amended  a supplemental  budget  passed  by 
the  House  to  include  a $ 1 00,000  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  providing  these 
services  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.  That  bill  is  currently  in  the  Senate,  and 
Senator  Brewer  is  lighting  to  include  the  same  provision  in  that  budget. 

This  still,  of  course  leaves  us  with  the  overall  problem  of  cleaning  up  and  redeveloping 
Rutland  Heights  itself.  As  I write  this,  I am  looking  at  a draft  copy  of  the  bill  provided  to 
me,  at  long  last,  by  DCPO.  In  the  next  two  weeks,  I hope  to  add  several  provisions  to  the 
bill  to  better  protect  the  town  from  environmental  liabilities,  and  then  will  join  the 
Senator  in  filing  this  piece  of  legislation.  It  will  be  uphill  battle  to  get  the  bill  passed  this 
year,  but  you  can  be  assured  we  will  give  it  our  best  efforts,  and  will  continue  to  work 
with  the  town  through  the  long  bureaucratic  process  of  actually  getting  the  land  cleaned 
and  then  turned  over  to  the  town.  I will,  of  course,  immediately  share  any  news  of  this 
bill  and  its  progress  with  you  via  the  Select  Board,  which  has  worked  so  hard  on  this 
issue  for  so  long. 

Finally,  let  me  say  that  it  continues  to  be  an  honor  and  a joy  to  serve  Rutland  and  its 
people.  As  always,  it  was  a particular  honor  to  march  in  last  year’s  Fourth  of  July  parade, 
and  participate  in  the  festivities  associated  with  your  275  th  anniversary.  As  usual,  the 
events  were  a stellar  example  of  the  strength  of  the  Rutland  community,  and  all  those 
who  had  a hand  in  organizing  it  deserve  our  thanks  and  gratitude  tor  helping  bring  a 
community  together  at  a time  when  so  many  communities  are  breaking  up  and  flying 
apart.  Rutland  has  much  of  ^diich  it  may  properly  be  proud,  and  much  about  which  its 
citizens  should  be  optimistic.  I am  proud  and  honored  to  be  your  representative  to  the 
Great  and  General  Court,  and  hope  you  will  feel  free  to  call  on  me  with  any  questions  or 
thoughts  you  may  have.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  citizens  of  Rutland: 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  reports  of  their  offices,  committees,  and 
departments  of  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,1998. 

This  was  an  exciting  year  for  our  town.  The  new  Central  Tree  Middle  School  for  the 
fifth  through  eighth  grade  classes  began  with  an  open  house  followed  by  the  start  of  the 
school  year.  This  building  will  provide  a great  learning  environment  for  our  children. 

The  next  phase  of  the  school  project  is  to  renovate  Naquag  Elementary  School  for  the 
Kindergarten  through  fourth  grade. 

The  town  pool,  which  has  been  idle  for  several  years  will  soon  be  renovated  on  the 
current  site.  A new  bath  house  will  also  be  included  in  the  project.  Next  to  the  pool,  a 
new  basketball  court  on  Memorial  Field  is  being  constructed  by  a local  group  from  town. 

Construction  will  start  on  a new  Department  of  Public  Works  Garage/Office  Building. 
The  current  building  will  be  razed  on  the  existing  site.  The  Rutland  Fire  Department  has 
ordered  a new  fire  apparatus  truck  with  ladder/pumper  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town. 

Fo  properly  plan  for  the  future,  the  Town  authorized  monies  for  the  purchase  of  property 
located  at  242  Main  Street  as  a possible  site  for  a new  police  station  and  dispatch  center. 
In  addition,  the  Town  has  purchased  several  new  computers  and  added  new  software  for 
many  departments  to  assist  in  handling  the  demands  of  a growing  community. 

The  Board  would  like  to  acknowledge  two  long  time  town  employees  for  the  time, 
efforts  and  dedication  for  the  Town  of  Rutland:  Raymond  J.  Becker,  Jr.,  Selectman  and 
Ralph  J.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Police  Chief 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  employees,  departments  and  committees  for  their  efforts  in 
helping  to  make  Rutland  a great  place  to  live,  work  and  raise  a family. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  committed  to  make  the  decisions  necessary  when  facing 
future  challenges  that  impact  our  community.

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Report  of  tlie  Finance  Committee  to  the  Citizens  of  Rutland 

In  addition  to  the  basic  resp>onsibilities  of  the  Rnance  Committee  to  advise  on 
budg^rjr  matters  and  administer  the  Reserve  Fund,  the  Finance  Committee  had 
several  important  goals.  Among  them  were  completing  full  implementation  of  our 
Draft  Classification  Pay  Plan,  further  investigation  into  the  school  bond  issues, 
inquiries  into  the  "excess  debt"  isue,  and  improved  communication  to  and  from  the 
Rnance  Committee. 

A priority  of  our  FY  1999  budget  discussions  was  making  sure  all  Town  employees 
were  at  their  proper  pray  level,  given  their  classification.  The  classifications  had  been 
decided  by  the  various  department  heads  when  the  Plan  was  initially  developed. 
Given  this  information,  the  Rnance  Committee  reviewed  each  employee's  pay  rate  to 
ensure  that  it  was  within  the  range  established.  Rnal  adjustments  were 
recommended  where  necessary  to  bring  employees  into  their  appropriate  range. 

Discussions  regarding  the  school  bond  process  took  place  throughout  the  year  and 
included  Rnance  Committee  members,  Selectboard  members,  and  the  Treasurer. 
These  proved  to  be  highly  beneficial.  The  process  of  bonding  the  roughly  16.5 
million  dollars  for  our  school  projects  is  something  none  of  us  does  routinely,  and 
cooperation  from  all  parties  made  this  experience  an  educational  one.  Many 
questions  were  asked  and  issues  investigated,  enabling  informed  decisions  to  be 
made. 

The  Finance  Committee  also  redesigned  its  budget  request  forms  with  the  aim  in 
mind  of  providing  a smoother  process.  The  new  format  includes  two  years  budget 
history  for  comparison  purposes.  This  gives  the  Rnance  Committee  and  the 
Department  Heads  a broader  context  for  budget  deliberations. 

As  last  year's  Report  indicated,  several  expenditures  were  anticipabad.  A few  of 
these  were  realized.  The  Town  approved  the  purchase  of  a new  fire  truck,  which  has 
been  ordered,  a new  DPW  garage  is  underway,  as  is  a new  Town  pool.  Due  to 
changes  in  State  grants,  the  library  project  was  not  brought  forward  to  a conclusion, 
but  this  need  still  exists  and  options  are  being  discussed.  Future  financial  impacts 
indude  a new  high  school,  although  the  district  has  not  reached  a condusion  on  a 
course  of  action  at  this  time. 

We  look  forward  to  continuing  to  serve  the  Town  of  Rutland.

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  by  the  Moderator,  John  Kane.  After  the 
salute  to  the  flag,  the  Town  Clerk  read  the  posting  of  the  warrant. 

ARTICLE  1 ; Mr.  O’Grady  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  funds  voted  under 
Article  18  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  “May  18,  1996”  275**'  Anniversary  4“*  of  July 
Parade  Account,  $250.00  to  pay  an  old  bill  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Randy  Mizereck’s 
services  FY/97.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Several  questions  from  the  voters  regarding  the  sum  of  money  left  in  the  account, 
suggestion  that  the  money  be  used  for  the  1998  4*  of  July  parade.  Moderator  explained 
that  this  article  dealt  with  an  “old  bill”  and  that  nine  tenths  of  the  voters  present  and 
voting  must  approve  of  this  to  pass. 

Moderator  called  for  the  voters  to  stand  in  favor  of  22 

Moderator  called  for  the  voters  to  stand  opposed  8 

The  motion  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  2:  Mr.  O’Grady  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  funds  voted  under 
Article  18  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  “May  18,  1996”  275*  Anniversary  4*  of  July 
Parade  Account,  a sum  of  $286.00  to  be  added  to  the  Board  of  Health  510/5200  Purchase 
of  Services  Account.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Again,  several  questions  regarding  the  275*  account.  Many  of  the  voters  believed 
this  to  be  the  account  that  public  donations  had  gone  into.  The  Selectmen  explained  that 
this  was  the  account  the  town  had  appropriated  money  into.  The  275*  Gift  Account  was 
for  public  donations.  Questions  arose  regarding  free  cash.  The  Selectmen  explained  that 
free  cash  had  not  been  certified  for  FY/98,  therefore  could  not  be  used. 

Voters  questioned  what  the  510/5200  Purchase  of  Service  account  was.  Mr. 

O’ Grady  explained  that  the  money  requested  would  be  used  to  cover  the  cost  of  their 
agent  performing  perc  test  and  title  V inspections.  Motion  carried  unanimously.

Motion  was  made  to  transfer  $250.00  to  pay  an  old  bill  of  the 
Board  of  Health  of  Randy  Mizereck’s  services  FY/97.  Motion  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  3:  Mr.  O’ Grady  moved  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  funds  voted  under 
Article  12  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  “October  7,  1996”  275*  anniversary  of  July

The  Town  Clerk  opened  the  Town  Meeting  at  7:45  p.m.  Following  the  a 
salute  to  the  flag,  the  posting  of  the  warrant  was  read.  Due  to  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator,  the  Town  Clerk  held  an  election  to  fill  the  Moderator  for  the  Special 
Town  Meeting.  Louis  Comacchioli  was  nominated  for  Moderator.  Nomination 
was  seconded.  There  being  no  other  nominations,  nominations  were  closed. 

The  Town  Clerk  called  for  a voice  vote.  The  nomination  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Louis  Comacchioli  was  sworn  in  as  Moderator  for  the  Special  Town 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  1:  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  town  borrow  $902,000.00  to 
raze  the  DPW  Building.  Mr.  Brennan  moved  the  town  vote  to  borrow  a sum  of 
$902,000.00  to  raze  the  present  the  Department  of  Public  Works  building  and  to 
design,  engineer  and  construct  a new  Department  of  Public  Works  building  for  up 
to  forty  years.  Motion  was  seconded.  Town  Meeting  had  several  questions 
regarding  the  garage,  truck  wash  bay,  has  21 E inspection  been  done,  the  size  of 
lunch  room  and  conference  room.  After  the  discussion,  the  Moderator  called  for 
a standing  vote.  Ayes  178  Nays  26.  The  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  2:  Finance  Committee  recommended  no  action  on  this  article.  Mr. 
Scannel  moved  that  the  town  take  no  action  on  this  article.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Scannel  explained  that  the  regulations  relating  to  the  library  grant 
have  not  been  promulgated.  The  Trustees  felt  it  was  in  the  town’s  best  interest 
to  hold  of  on  the  vote  until  the  regulations  are  in  place.

Mr.  Ruchala  moved  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  $460,000.00  for  fifteen  years  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  44,  Section  7,  (9)  to  purchase  a new  fire  apparatus,  pumper/ladder,  and 
related  equipment  for  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  was  seconded.  Chief 
Ruchala  gave  a slide  presentation  to  the  town  meeting  emphasizing  the  safety 
issues  a new  fire  truck  would  eliminate.  The  Moderator  called  for  standing  vote. 
Ayes  200  Nays  4 The  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  4:  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  Town  vote  to  borrow 
$225,000  for  up  to  ten  years  for  the  Town  Pool  Project. 

Mrs.  McKenna  moved  the  Town  vote  to  borrow  $225,000  for  up  to  ten  years  for 
the  pool  project.  Motion  was  seconded.  There  was  a lengthy  discussion  in 
regards  to  the  size  of  the  pool,  depth  of  the  pool,  parking  area,  handicap 
accessibility  and  several  other  questions.  Mr.  Williams  moved  the  question. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Ayes  1 93  Nays  1 

Motion  to  move  the  question  carried. 

Original  motion  - Ayes  1 80  nays  7 
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Motion  carried.  Moderator  declared  a 2 minute  break. 

ARTICLE  5:  Finance  Committee  recommended  to  transfer  from  free  cash. 

Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Free  Cash  a sum  $2,000  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a computer  and  related  accessories  for  the  Town 
Accountant’s  office.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  6:  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorably. 

Mr.  Anderson  moved  to  vote  the  Town  amend  the  Town  Zoning  By-Law  as 
follows:  Amend  Section  2,  Definitions,  by  adding  a new  definition  7.A.  for  Major 
Home  Occupations  as  follows: 

7.A  Major  Home  Occupation:  A major  home  occupation  is  a business  or 
businesses  where  the  operation  of  the  business(es)  may  have  a greater  impact 
on  the  neighborhood  than  a customary  home  occupation.  A business(es)  shall 
be  deemed  a major  home  occupation  if  it  has  one  or  more  of  the  following 
characteristics:  it  employs  more  than  one  non-resident  on  premises,  has  outdoor 
storage  of  materials  or  equipment,  has  outdoor  paring  of  more  than  one 
commercial  vehicle  exceeding  10,000  pounds  gross  vehicle  weight,  occupies 
more  than  25%  of  the  flow  area  of  the  dwelling,  occupies  more  than  500  square 
feet  of  floor  space  in  accessory  buildings,  will  routinely  serve  more  than  three  (3) 
customers  or  clients  on  the  premises  at  any  one  time,  or  its  potentially  disruptive, 
offensive  or  harmful  to  the  neighborhood. 

A discussion  followed.  The  Planning  Board  explained  that  the  current  definitions 
is  vague.  The  new  definition  is  more  specific.  This  article  only  creates  the 
definition  in  the  Zoning  By-Law.  Planning  Board  recommended  adopting  this 
definition.  Moderator  called  for  a standing  vote.  Ayes  83  Nays  12 
Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  7:  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorably  on  this  article.  Mr. 
Anderson  moved  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Law  as  follows: 
Amend  Section  5,  Residence  District  Use,  by  adding  a new  subsection  12  as 
follows:  1 2.  In  order  to  allow  proprietors  of  businesses  flexibility  to  operate 
businesses  out  of  their  homes,  to  a greater  extent  than  is  otherwise  premitted  by 
this  by-law  as  a “customary  home  occupation”,  while  preserving  and  protecting 
the  rural  or  residential  nature  of  the  neighborhood,  the  Planning  Board  (Board) 
may  grant  a special  permit  to  allow  a major  home  occupation, 
a.  Major  home  occupations  shall  comply  with  the  following  standards: 

1 . No  more  than  three  (3)  employees  not  residing  on  the  premises  shall  be 
allowed  to  report  to  the  business  site. 

2.  The  home  occupation  shall  be  clearly  incidental  and  subordinate  to  the 
primary  residential  nature  of  the  property.  The  principal  practitioner  must  be 
the  owner  of  the  property  and  maintain  his  permanent  residence  in  the 
dwelling. 

3.  Utility  areas  (such  as  dumpsters,  fuel  storage  facilities,  etc.)  and  outdoor 
storage  of  equipment,  vehicles,  or  supplies  associated  with  the  home 
occupation  shall  be  adequately  screened  to  minimize  the  visual  intrusion  on 
adjacent  properties  and  views  from  public  ways.  The  Board  may  require  a 
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coniferous  vegetative  screen  with  plantings  of  not  less  than  three  (3)  feet  in 
width  and  not  less  than  six  (6)  feet  in  side  and  rear  yards.  Materials 
consisting  of  chain  link,  metal,  plastic,  fiberglass,  concrete  block  or  plywood 
are  not  acceptable. 

4.  Parking  needed  for  employees  and  visitors  shall  be  located  at  the  side  or  rear 
of  the  dwelling  and  shall  be  suitably  landscaped  to  minimize  the  visual  impact 
on  adjacent  properties.  On-street  parking  shall  not  be  permitted. 

5.  One  sign,  in  conformance  with  this  By-Law,  is  permitted  on  the  property  to 
advertise  the  home  occupation.  No  internal  or  external  illumination  of  the  sign 
is  permitted. 

6.  Major  home  occupations  may  include  the  selling  of  products,  the  major 
portion  of  which  are  produced  on  the  premises.  Not  more  than  25%  of  the 
products  sold  shall  be  purchased  or  obtained  elsewhere. 

7.  Lighting  shall  be  appropriate  to  the  building  and  its  surroundings  in  terms  of 
style,  scale,  hours,  and  intensity  of  illumination.  Low  wattage  systems  are 
recommended  and  site  lighting  shall  be  shielded,  especially  in  developed 
residential  areas. 

8.  The  Board  may  grant  a special  permit  it  is  determines  that  activities  will  not 
create  a hazard  to  the  public  or  natural  environment,  disturbance  to  any 
abutter,  or  injury  to  the  neighborhood,  and  will  not  create  unsightliness  visible 
from  any  public  way  or  neighboring  property.  The  Board  may  impose 
conditions  deemed  necessary  to  preserve  neighborhood  character  and 
protect  existing  and  future  abutting  land  uses,  including  limitations  on  time 
and  ownership.  The  special  permit  shall  be  granted  to  the  owner  and  shall 
expire  upon  transfer  of  the  property  or  business;  any  new  owner  shall  apply 
for  a new  special  permit.  The  spedal  permit  may  at  any  time  be  subject 
review  and/or  renewal  by  the  Board,  and  may  be  further  conditioned, 
amended,  or  revoked  as  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  intent  of  this  section  is 
maintained. 

(b)Procedure  for  Approval; 

1 . Applicants  shall  submit  the  required  fee,  and  nine  copies  of  the  special  permit 
application  and  other  information  specified  below,  to  the  Town  Clerk.  Eight 
copies  of  said  application  and  information,  including  the  date  and  time  of  filing 
certified  by  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  be  filed  forthwith  by  the  applicant  with  the 
Board.  A site  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  show  location  of  buildings  and 
structures,  utility  areas,  parking,  lighting,  fencing,  landscaping  and  buffering, 
location  and  size  of  sign,  and  access  to  the  lot  from  existing  public  ways.  A 
written  statement  shall  be  provided  by  the  applicant  describing  the  nature  of 
the  home  occupation,  the  number  of  employees,  hours  of  operation,  and 
other  pertinent  information  on  the  operation  of  the  business. 

2.  The  applicant,  within  three  days  of  the  Board  accepting  the  applications  as 
complete,  shall  submit  one  copy  of  each  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals, 
Board  of  Health,  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer,  Conservation  Commission, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs  with  a request  for 
their  review  and  comment.  Said  boards  and  officials  shall  have  thirty-five  (35) 
days  to  submit  their  comments  to  the  Board. 
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3.  The  Board  shall  hold  a public  hearing  within  sixty-five  days  from  the  date  of 
filing  of  the  application.  Notice  of  the  hearing  shall  be  given  by  publication  in 
a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town  once  in  each  of  two 
successive  weeks,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days 
before  the  day  of  the  hearing,  and  also  by  posting  such  notice  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  Town  Hall  for  a period  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14) 
days  before  the  day  of  the  hearing.  Notice  to  parties  in  interest  or  specific 
boards  or  other  agencies  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid.  “Parties  in 
Interest”  shall  be  those  specified  in  M.G.L.  C.40A  S.1 1. 

4.  A vote  in  favor  of  at  least  four  members  of  the  Board  is  necessary  to  grant  the 
special  permit.  The  decision  of  the  Board  shall  be  made  within  ninety  (90) 
days  following  the  date  of  the  close  of  the  public  hearing.  The  required  time 
limits  for  a public  hearing  and  decision  may  be  extended  by  written 
agreement  between  the  applicant  and  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  keep  a 
detailed  record  of  its  proceedings,  the  votes  of  its  members  and  the  reason 
for  its  decision,  copies  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  within 
fourteen  (14)  days.  The  Board  shall  mail  notice  of  the  decision  to  the 
applicant,  to  the  Parties  in  Interest,  and  to  every  person  present  at  the  public 
hearing  who  requested  such  a notice. 

5.  Upon  notification  by  the  zoning  enforcement  officer  that  a violation  of  the 
special  permit  has  occurred,  the  Board  shall  review  the  special  permit  and 
may  revoke  or  amend  said  permit,  or  impose  additional  conditions  to  insure 
the  standards  of  this  by-law  are  complied  with.  In  acting  on  such  matters,  the 
Board  shall  follow  the  same  procedures  for  issuance  of  special  permits  as 
specified  above. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  the  Planning  Board  was  in 
favor  of  the  amendment  to  Zoning  By-Laws.  Moderator  called  for  a standing 
vote.  Ayes  72  Nays  5 Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  8:  Mr.  Sails  moved  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the 
Section  7A  of  Chapter  32Bof  M.G.L.  which  allows  the  town  in  addition  to  the 
payment  of  fifty  percent  of  a premium  for  contributory  group  life  and  health 
insurance  for  employees  in  the  service  of  the  town  and  their  dependents,  pay  a 
subsidiary  or  additional  rate.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  9:  Mr.  Sails  moved  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Section 
9D1/2  of  Chapter32B  of  M.G.L.  which  allows  the  town,  in  addition  to  the  payment 
of  fifty  percent  of  a premium  costs  payable  by  the  surviving  spouse  of  an 
employee  or  retired  employee  for  group  general  or  blanket  hospital  surgical, 
medical  and  other  health  insurance,  pay  an  additional  or  subsidiary  rate. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  10:  Mr.  Sails  moved  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Section  9E  of  Chapter  32B  of  M.G.L.  which  allows  the  town,  in  addition  to  the 
payment  of  fifty  percent  of  a premium  of  contributory  group  life,  hospital,  surgical, 
medical,  dental  and  other  health  insurance  for  employees  retired  from  the  service 
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of  the  town,  and  their  dependents,  pay  a subsidiary  or  additional  rate.  Motion 
was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  11:  Mr.  Brennan  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
(Free  Cash)  the  sum  of  $278.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  mandatory 
matching  funds  for  the  Local  Law  Enforcement  Block  Grant  Program  for  the 
Police  Department.

ARTICLE  14:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  rescind  action  taken  on 
Article  #24  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  “May  16,  1998”  that  stated:  The  town 
raise  and  appropriate  $84,195.00  to  purchase  a municipal  tractor  equipped  with 
attachments  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  the  old  tractor,  any  proceeds  to  go  to  the  general  fund.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  15:  Mr.  Brennan  moved  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $84,195.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a municipal  tractor  e/w 
attachments,  for  the  DPW  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  trade  In  the 
present  municipal  tractor  towards  the  purchase  price  of  the  new  vehicle.  Motion 
was  seconded.  Mr.  Brennan  amended  article  by  adding  “For  fiscal  year  1999.” 
Amendment  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  Moderator  called  for  a voice 
vote  on  motion  with  amendment.  Motion  unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  16:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $240.00 
from  the  Dog  Officer  Wage  Account  292/5100  to  the  Dog  Office  Other  Charges 
Account  292/5700.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  17:  Mr.  Ruchala  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  $2,000.00 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Wage  Account  #222-5120  to  the  Ambulance  Wage  Account 
#231-5120.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.

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Rutland  School  Building  Committee 

The  School  Building  Committee  was  established  in  February  1996  following 
town  meeting  approval  of  $14.5  million  to  build  and  renovate  schools.  The 
town's  design  and  construction  costs  and  interest  expenses  are  78% 
reimbursable  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  The  committee  is 
overseeing  the  design  and  construction  of  a new  grade  5-8  middle  school  and 
the  renovation  of  Naquag  School  for  grade  K-4  students. 

Fontaine  Brothers,  Inc.  of  Springfield  began  construction  on  the  middle  school  in 
May  1997,  and  the  school  was  almost  completed  by  June  1998.  The  committee 
has  approved  expenditures  of  $6,955,133  for  design  and  construction  work 
completed  through  June  1998,  not  including  a 5%  holdback  on  contractor's  work 
as  required  by  the  bid  specifications.  The  committee  anticipates  that  the  project 
will  be  completed  within  budget  and  available  for  occupation  by  students  at  the 
end  of  August  1998. 

Middle  school  students  at  Naquag  School  surveyed  the  community  in  early 
1998,  and  the  committee  approved  the  students'  recommendation  of  "Central 
Tree  Middle  School"  as  an  appropriate  name  for  the  new  school.  Ellie  Fernands, 
an  Assistant  Principal  at  Naquag  School,  has  been  appointed  as  Principal  of  the 
new  school  by  Superintendent  Alfred  Tutela. 


HMFH  Architects  completed  preliminary  design  work  on  the  Naquag  School 
renovations  in  June  1996,  and  no  work  was  done  on  this  project  during  FY  1998. 
The  committee  anticipates  that  the  project  will  be  designated  for  state 
reimbursement  in  August  1998.  An  engineering  review  and  additional  design 
work  will  be  initiated  at  that  time.  The  committee  hopes  that  construction  on  this 
project  can  begin  during  the  spring  of  1999,  and  that  elementary  grade  students 
can  benefit  from  the  renovations  and  new  construction  beginning  with  the  Fall 
1999  academic  year. 

Again,  we  greatly  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  we  have  received  from 
all  others  who  have  been  involved  with  this  project.

GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  al(»ig  iq)proxiiiiatety  55,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads  west  cleaned  of  a 
buildup  of  sand,  dirt  and  leaves.  This  amounted  to  removing  ^rfvoximately  2,500  cubic  yards 
of  material. 

Along  various  roads  440  catch  basins  and  128  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  accumulated  sand, 
leaves  and  dirt  Cross  culverts  on  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  sand,  leaves  and  dirt  and  8 
catch  basins  were  repaired. 

Traflic  safety  lines  were  painted  almig  Avenue,  Pmimiogussett  Road.  Pleasantdale  Road, 
Wachusett  Street  East  County  Road,  a section  of  Glenwood  Road,  and  a sectimi  of  Prescott  Street 
All  of  the  cross  walks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Main  Street  were  painted . 

Along  various  roads  105  terns  of  crusher  run  was  used  for  wash  out  repair,  36  teMis  of  ce^  patch, 
and  40  tons  of  hot  patch  was  used  fw  rqwir  of  he^s  and  shoulders. 

On  M^le  Avenue  300-feet  of  ditch  line  was  paved. 

On  various  dirt  roads  900-cubic  yards  of  gravel  was  used. 

Various  roads  were  c^sand  sealed  using  6,407  galkais  of  MC-800  and  100  cubic  yards  of  sand, 
and  324  tons  of  3/8-inch  steme. 

All  of  the  Town's  10  miles  ofdirt  toads  were  scraped  and  raked  in  the  fall  and  again  in  the  spring. 
The  sides  oi  diese  roads  west  cleaned  of  leaves,  dirt  and  stMies  beftae  scraping,  tonoving 
ai^troximatety  800  cubic  yards  of  matoial.

The  Rutland  Police  Department  experienced  another  busy  year  this  past  fiscal  year.  One 
of  our  greatest  achievements  in  this  past  year  was  to  add  another  full  time  Police  Officer, 
Jason  Silvestri,  to  our  force  to  bring  our  current  staffing  level  to  four  full  time  Officers 
and  eight  part  time  Officers.  Officer  Silvestri  graduated  fi-om  the  full  time  MA  Criminal 
Justice  Training  Council  Police  Academy  this  past  June.  We  also  added  a new  part  time 
Police  Officer,  Phillip  Jackson,  to  our  force  in  May  1998.  As  a Department,  we  also  bid 
farewell  to  Chief  Ralph  H.  Anderson  Jr.  who  diligently  served  the  Rutland  Police 
Department  for  30  years.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement. 

Our  efforts  in  the  past  year  in  seeking  grant  funds  to  supplement  budget  dollars  in  an 
effort  to  enhance  our  Department  were  fruitful.  In  the  past  year,  we  received  two  grants 
from  the  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  - our  DARE  Program  received  a grant  for 
$6,000  and  we  received  $1 1,000  in  Community  Policing  funds.  In  addition,  we  expended 
our  remaining  funds  of  the  Law  Enforcement  Block  Grant,  COPS  More  and  COPS  Fast 
grants.  We  also  submitted  an  extensive  grant  proposal,  COPS  More  '98,  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  state  of  the  art  equipment  for  our  Officers. 

The  grant  fimding  allowed  Officer  David  Halsdorff  to  continue  the  DARE  Program 
implementation  in  the  schools  and  expand  the  existing  program  into  grade  7.  Officer 
Halsdorff  resigned  from  the  Police  Department  in  June  after  many  years  of  dedicated 
service.  We  have  already  begun  efforts  to  send  full  time  Officer  Ronald  Friberg  to  the 
August  1998  DARE  Officer  training  so  that  our  DARE  program  at  Naquag  School  will 
continue.  A special  thanks  to  District  Attorney  John  J.  Conte  for  his  continued 
contributions  to  our  DARE  Program. 

This  past  fiscal  year.  Community  Policing  funds  allowed  us  to  purchase  a Police  patrol 
bicycle,  a speed  monitor,  materials  to  distribute  to  community  members,  order  a 
breathalyzer  and  sponsor  a Rape  Aggression  Defense  Program.  With  the  assistance  of 
grant  funding,  we  are  able  to  expand  our  programs  and  services  well  beyond  our  budget. 
We  plan  to  continue  our  efforts  to  seek  out  grant  funding  in  the  future. 

A highlight  for  the  town  of  Rutland  this  past  fiscal  year  were  the  many  events  planned  in 
celebration  of  the  town's  275th  anniversary.  We  worked  diligently  with  the  many 
committee  members  to  make  all  the  events  safe  and  enjoyable.  We  would  like  to  extend 
our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  - Holden  Troop  C and  the  Worcester 
County  Sheriffs  Department  for  their  assistance  at  the  parade. 

Officer  Ronald  Friberg  continued  efforts  on  the  Tel-A-Tend  Program,  a computer  based 
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daily  telephone  calling  program  providing  the  elderly  and  disabled  in  the  community  with 
a daily  welfare  check.  We  continue  to  maintain  the  MERGE  Program  so  that  critical 
personal  information  is  available  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.  Forms,  for  new  members 
or  to  update  information,  are  available  at  the  Police  Department  or  at  the  senior  lunch 
program.  Special  thanks  to  Rita  Canney  for  her  continued  assistance  with  this  program. 

These  two  programs  have  helped  in  many  instances  of  medical  emergencies. 

During  the  past  year.  Sergeant  Richard  Sails  and  Officer  Michael  Renshaw  conducted 
several  bicycle  safety  presentations  in  addition  to  hosting  several  community  groups  at 
the  Police  Station. 

A special  thank  you  goes  to  all  the  families  of  the  members  of  our  Police  Department  for 
their  continued  support.

Yearly  Report 

Once  again  I remind  you  of  the  Rabies  problem.  Contrary  to  belief  by 
many  people  the  Rabies  problem  has  not  ended.  It  is  in  fact  still  irery 
actiire.  Recent  -trictims  to  the  disease  have  included  but  not  limited  to 
cats,  cows,  horses  and  deer.  I strongly  urge  all  of  you  to  vaccinate 
your  cats  and  dogs  as  required  by  law. 

With  the  resignation  of  our  Assistant  Animal  Control  Officer  last  year, 
a new  officer  was  appointed.  Karen  Aquino  has  filled  the  position  and 
has  been  doing  a great  job.  She  has  kennel  experience  and  is  very 
familiar  with  dogs  and  cats . 

As  always  many  dogs  and  cats  have  been  victims  of  the  almighty  motor 
vehicle.  Many  have  never  been  identified  and  have  been  an  additional 
burden  on  our  already  strained  budget.  When  a domestic  animal  is  hit  by 
a motor  vehicle  it  is  almost  always  dead  when  we  are  notified.  It  is 
then  taken  to  the  veterinarian  for  burial  or  in  case  of  injury  for 
treatment  as  needed.  Unless  the  owner  is  known  the  cost  is  absorbed  by 
the  animal  control  account.  Many  times,  when  an  animal  is  hit,  the 
person  who  hit  it  does  not  notify  the  police  as  required.  Please  keep 
your  dogs  restrained  and  if  at  all  possible  keep  cats  inside. 

The  coyote  is  another  reason  many  cats  are  missing.  Many  calls  have 
come  in  pertaining  to  coyotes . They  are  an  extremely  smart  animal  and 
are  almost  impossible  to  capture  as  some  of  you  have  seen. 

Many  deer  have  fell  victim  to  the  automobile  also.  Again  they  are 
increasing  in  numbers  and  are  on  the  roadways.  Drivers  should  be  very 
cautious  when  driving.  A deer  can  cause  considerable  damage  to  a motor 
vehicle.  They  also  can  cause  injury  to  driver  or  passenger.  And  don’t 
forget  the  big  guy  that  is  ever  more  popular  in  the  area.  He  is  the 
moose.  Hitting  one  of  these  is  almost  a certain  visit  to  your  local 
hospital  or  worse. 

And  as  always  there  are  many  strays  that  are  in  need  of  adoption.  If 
you  are  looking  for  a pet  please  check  with  us  first.  All  of  these  dogs 
and  cats  need  someone  to  love  and  care  for  them.  WONT  YOU  HELP  THEM! 1 1 1 

Remember  your  dogs  should  be  licensed  by  now.  If  you  don’t  have  them 
licensed  please  do  so  immediately.  And  always  have  the  tags  attached  to 
dog’s  collar.  I suggest  that  your  name  and  phone  number  be  written  in 
marking  pen  on  the  inside  of  collar.  This  saves  us  time  in  locating  an 
owner  when  your  dog  has  been  picked  up.  There  are  still  many  people  who 
fail  to  license  properly  or  obey  the  by-laws  set  forth.  These  people 
are  being  dealt  with  accordingly. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  mention  that  there  have  been  numerous 
requests  to  change  the  restraining  law  to  a full  leash  law.  This  is 
worth  looking  into  further  and  I will  be  following  up  on  this  matter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

(July  1,  1997  to  June  30,  1998) 


The  Town’s  275"’  celebration  was  great  fun  for  all  while  marking  a milestone  in 
Rutland’s  history.  Our  planning  and  work  to  help  make  it  a safe  time  paid  off  as  we  had 
few  problems  during  all  the  activities.  A great  deal  of  pre-planning  is  needed  for  these 
events  and  I want  to  thank  all  of  our  personnel  for  their  help. 

Our  grant  proposal  for  Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education  was  approved  for 
FY  98.  This  is  our  third  year  in  the  program  and  it  has  worked  out  very  well.  We  also 
participated  in  the  Fire  Safety  Summer  Camp  program  where  kids  can  go  for  a day  to 
learn  the  duties  performed  by  fire  fighters.  Another  grant  we  participate  in  and  have  be 
awarded  funding  again  this  year  is  the  Rural  Community  Fire  Protection  program. 

Our  operational  procedures  and  emergency  responses  are  handled  through  our 
officer  structure.  These  officers  continually  reinforce  their  commitment  to  our  personnel 
by  gaining  more  job  knowledge  and  strengthening  their  ability  to  get  the  job  done.  Under 
the  Fire  Chief  the  following  Officers  operate  the  department:  Deputies  - David  W.  Root, 
Darren  M.  Ross;  Captains  - Kevin  R.  McCarthy,  Jeffery  K.  Lowe;  Lieutenants  - Wayne 
R.  Jordan,  Mark  A.  Briand,  Neil  G.  Viner,  Evan  E.  Starbard.Our  Emergency  Ambulance 
Officers  are  Captain  Kathleen  A.  Bassett,  Lieutenant  Mark  A.  Briand.  Our  fire  fighters 
and  ambulance  attendants  support  these  officers.  We  have  continued  to  work  on  various 
goals  and  objectives  for  the  department  to  better  serve  the  residents  of  Rutland.  Work 
continues  on  many  specific  projects,  including;  fire  fighter  training,  fire  safety  education, 
department  structure,  operational  service  delivery  and  updating  our  long  range  and  capital 
expenditure  plans 

We  sincerely  thank  the  voters  for  approving  our  request  for  a new  pumper/ladder 
in  June  of  1998.  This  apparatus  will  be  a tremendous  asset  in  accomplishing  our  tasks 
safely.  This  truck  had  been  part  of  our  capital  equipment  plan  for  a number  of  years. 

By  following  our  capital  plan,  we  try  to  keep  our  apparatus  and  equipment  up-dated  to 
meet  the  changing  needs  of  our  Town.  I will  be  requesting  a replacement  ambulance  in 
this  year’s  budget  process.  This  unit  is  10  years  old,  is  aging  and  needs  replacement. 

Several  new  roads  have  been  created  in  Rutland  this  year  with  new  homes  started 
on  them.  We  respectfully  ask  that  all  homeowners  and  business  owners  put  their  street 
numbers  on  their  buildings.  This  is  extremely  important  in  an  emergency  response  to  find 
you  in  the  least  amount  of  time.  Our  Town  By-Laws  require  these  numbers,  but  more 
importantly,  it  is  to  help  you  in  an  emergency. 

We  are  continuing  our  work  with  the  Police  Department  to  plan  additional  space 
for  Fire  and  Dispatch  as  well  as  a new  police  station.  Hopefully  we  can  present  a course 
of  action  within  the  next  year. 
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Our  emergency  medical  training  program  continues  throughout  the  year. 
All  EMTs  are  on  a 2 year  continuing  education  re-certification  schedule.  This  has  our 
people  taking  classes  and  practical  sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other  locations  in 
the  State  and  in  some  cases  out  of  state.  We  appreciate  the  commitment  of  these  people. 
Our  fire  training  program  is  always  very  active  with  in  house  programs  and  training 
sessions  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy.  We  provided  training  in 
search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry,  ventilation,  live  fires  and  all  related  fire  fighting 
procedures.  We  also  train  with  our  surrounding  mutual-aid  towns  to  better  coordinate 
operations  at  major  incidents.  Four  of  our  fire  fighters  attended  the  National  Fire 
Academy  in  Emmitsburg,  Maryland;  March  13-15,  1998.  We  appreciate  them  taking 
their  own  time  to  sharpen  their  skills.  This  year  we  tried  a joint  Industry /Fire  Service 
training  session  that  was  a great  success. 

State  regulations  adding  to  the  requirements  for  appointing  on-call  fire  fighters  is 
making  it  more  difficult  to  get  people  to  help  on  the  fire  department.  The  Wellness  Act, 
passed  in  1986,  requires  the  State  Department  of  Personnel  to  develop  regulations  for  all 
fire  and  police  persormel.  These  regulations  were  finally  completed  and  implemented  on 
Nov,  1,  1996  substantially  adding  to  how  people  can  be  hired.  Time  and  financial 
requirements  for  medical  testing,  training  and  physical  testing  add  more  burdens  for 
people  wishing  to  be  on-call  fire  fighters.  We  are  always  in  need  of  fire  fighters  and/or 
ambulance  EMTs,  if  you  are  interested  in  helping,  please  stop  by  and  see  us. 

As  the  Town  continues  to  grow,  the  amount  and  complexity  of  the  department’s 
responsibilities  increase.  While  we  continually  prepare  to  meet  these  challenges,  we  also 
provide  fire  prevention  inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code  regulation 
enforcement  and  other  activities.  We  responded  to  the  following  emergencies  and  other 
incidents  from  July  1,  1997  through  June  30,  1998:

Fighting  forest  brush  and  grass  fires  is  another  area  we  respond  to.  The  majority 
tend  to  occur  in  the  spring  season.  We  work  closely  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Fire  Control 
in  this  district.  The  Fire  Department  Officers  were  appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens. 
The  following  activity  occurred  from  July  1,  1997  through  June  30.1998: 

0 1 5 brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

0 710  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many  townspeople.  The  guidelines 
remain  the  same,  — the  burning  of  brush  and  forest  debris  only,  --  no  grass,  no  leaves, 
no  other  materials.  The  time  period  remains  from  January  15“'  through  May  V' 

A permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Fire  Chief  Weather  conditions  sometimes  make 
burning  unsafe,  therefor  permits  are  not  issued  on  those  days. 

We  want  to  thank  the  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade  for  their  continued  support 
of  the  fire  department  with  the  purchase  of  radio  receivers,  training  equipment  and  their 
continued  purchases  of  refreshments  at  major  incidents  for  us. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  make  the  department 
function,  as  well  as  the  understanding  of  their  families  when  they  are  out  helping  their 
neighbors.  Thank  you  also  to  the  to'wnspeople  for  supporting  our  efforts.

Despite  the  diversity  of  the  changing  demographics, 
dispatch  still  takes  pride  in  our  ability  to  maintain  the  quality  and  intimacy  of 
service  to  all  residents.  Whether  it  be  a police,  fire,  medical,  animal  control  or  a 
general  public  service  call,  you  can  be  assured  in  receiving  prompt,  efficient  and 
individualized  attention. 

We  said  a warm  farewell  to  retired  police  chief  Ralph  H.  Anderson  Jr.  who 
retired  in  July.  We  welcome  our  new  Police  Chief  Joseph  R.  Baril  Jr.  Chief  Baril 
has  shown  tremendous  enthusiasm  and  support  in  our  endeavors.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  Chief  Baril  in  our  joint  efforts  to  expand  the  commitment 
to  our  communities.  Diane  Petrone  requested  to  step  down  as  Operations 
Manager  and  Sarah  Hagg  has  been  appointed  to  fill  that  position.  Diane  is  the 
assistant  Operations  Manager  and  remains  E-9-1-1  coordinator  and  LEAPS  rep.

All  of  our  dispatchers  are  trained  in  emergency  service  protocol  and 
continue  to  improve  their  skills  through  seminars  and  classes  as  they  become 
available.  Continued  updates  to  our  E911,  IMC  and  LEAPS/NCIC  systems 
enable  dispatch  to  supply  accurate  and  reliable  records  when  required.  Future 
endeavors  include  the  installation  of  a new  LEAPS/NCIC  computer,  updating  of 
our  house  watch  and  alarm  databases  as  well  as  upgrading  our  networking 
system.  The  committee  is  also  researching  the  requirements  to  network  with 
other  town  offices  and  configuring  links  to  the  Oakham  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  to  help  streamline  the  flow  of  information. 
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To  help  responding  emergency  personnel  locate  you  as  quickly  as 
possible,  all  residences  are  required  to  be  clearly  marked  with  six  inch  black 
numbers,  or  of  a contrasting  color.  If  your  house  is  postitioned  away  from  the 
road,  out  of  sight,  you  are  also  required  to  have  your  numbers  on  your  mailbox 
or  other  permenant  fixture  at  the  street. 

We  request  all  residents  whose  homes  are  equipped  with  a burglar  or  fire 
alarm  system  to  provide  the  Communications  Center  with  that  information,  as 
well  as  emergency  contacts.  If  a situation  involving  your  home  should  arise, 
dispatch  will  then  be  able  to  notify  you  or  your  emergency  contacts.  We  also 
urge  all  citizens  to  fill  out  the  census  information  to  the  Town  Clerk.  This 
provides  us  with  an  important  reference  tool  used  in  emergencies. 

We  would  also  like  to  remind  all  residents  of  our  House  Watch  program.  If 
you  are  going  away  on  vacation  or  for  any  other  reason,  the  Rutland  Police 
Dept,  will  make  random  checks  of  your  residence  while  you  are  away.  All  that  is 
required  is  a phone  call  to  the  Communications  Center  with  some  basic 
information  and  you  can  vacation  with  the  peace  of  mind  that  your  home  is  being 
periodically  checked  while  you  are  away.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month. 
Bernard  O' Grady  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Nathan 
Locke  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Paul  Truscott  as  Clerk.  The  Board 
employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  test  and  to 
perform  other  inspections.  Randy  was  present  for  103  perc  tests 
and  181  inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed 
Joe  Ares  as  review  engineer  for  septic  system  designs  and  the  VNA 
of  Worcester  for  nursing  services  for  the  elderly  and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and 
overseen  well  and  septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and 
improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern  within  the  town 
that  consume  much  of  the  Board's  time  and  energy  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  the  past  4 years  and  plans  to  do 
the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town's  contracts  for  waste  removal  with 
haulers  and  with  Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper 
level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town's  rate. 

The  Board  continued  its  membership  in  the  Central  Massachusetts 
and  State  Associations  of  Health  Boards. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  on  issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances 
to  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1998  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum 
of  $43,362.45  collected  from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  Board's  budget  paid  $442.00  for  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy  and  home  health 
visits.  Ed  Buck  remains  as  Animal  Control  Officer.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  continues  in  its  duty  to  protect  the  Town’s  water 
resources  through  the  administration  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
and  Rivers  Protection  Act.  In  addition,  the  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  Town’s 
Earth  Removal  Bylaw. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  is  charged  with  protecting  Vi^tland 
resources  in  the  tovm  of  Rutland,  which  involves  review  of  any  worl^  within  100  feet  of  a 
resource  area.  The  Rivers  Protection  Act  gives  the  Commission  jurisdiction  over  a 200- 
foot  Riverfront  Zone  adjacent  to  streams.  During  this  year,  the  Commission  reviewed  26 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability,  issued  19  Orders  of  Conditions,  and  issued  9 
Enforcement  Orders.  As  Earth  Removal  Board,  the  Commission  extended  the  permit  for 
another  year  on  one  site  in  Rutland.  In  addition  to  new  projects,  the  Commission  spent 
much  time  monitoring  orv-going  construction  projects. 

Enforcement  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  continues  to  be  a challenge  for  the 
Commission  and  involves  countless  hours  of  effort.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  effort  to 
educate  the  public  about  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  the  importance  of  protecting 
our  natural  resources,  the  Commission  this  year  wrote  a public  education  brochure,  which 
was  distributed  to  Rutland  citizens  in  The  Landmark. 

To  continue  the  protection  of  open  space,  the  Commission  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
establishing  a Land  Trust  in  Rutland.  In  July  of  1997,  the  Commission  conducted  its  first 
Land  Trust  Informational  meeting.  The  Trust  v^ll  be  a private,  norv-profit  organization 
whose  mission  will  be  to  acquire  land  or  rights  in  land  to  be  permanently  protected  in  its 
natural  state. 

The  Commission  accepted  the  resignations  of  John  Scannell  and  Cynthia  Papia  during 
this  year  and  thanks  them  for  their  work  In  protecting  our  Town  resources.  In  addition, 
the  Commission  welcomed  new  member  Glenn  Campbell. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rutland  in  the 
protection  of  the  Town’s  environment.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  major  accomplishment  for  the  Library  Trustees  in  FY1998  was  the  development  of 
plans  for  a new  library  building.  Meetings  with  the  Library  Building  Study  Committee  led  to  the 
search  for  an  architect  to  develop  plans  for  a new  building  on  the  school  playground  next  to  the 
Congregational  Church. 

The  Pnmary  School  Building  was  also  considered  until  the  Trustees  were  informed  that 
the  School  Department  planned  to  use  it.  When  that  plan  changed,  the  Trustees  had  progressed 
to  an  approved  design  for  a new  building  and  could  not  justify  using  more  Trust  Funds  to 
develop  an  alternative  plan  for  the  Primary  School  Building. 

After  considering  several  architects  and  interviewing  three,  the  Trustees  chose  Wilson 
Rains  and  Associates.  We  met  several  times  with  the  architect  until  building  plans  were 
approved.  An  Open  House  with  the  architect  gave  people  an  opportunity  to  view  the  plans  and 
talk  with  Wilson  Rains.  The  plans  are  still  on  display  in  the  library. 

The  article  for  the  library  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  was  postponed  to  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  because  the  town  was  in  the  process  of  obtaining  a new  bond  rating.  It 
was  further  delayed  because  the  State  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  is  revisng  the 
requirements  for  the  library  construction  grant  proposals. 

We  are  waiting  for  notification  of  a new  grant  round  and  hoping  our  application  will  be 
approved  and  Rutland  Free  Public  Library  added  to  the  list  of  libraries  waiting  for  distribution 
of  grant  money. 

In  the  meantime  the  Library  staff  carries  on  in  an  overcrowded  space  but  still  provides 
excellent  service.  The  Trustees  appreciate  the  time  and  effort  our  library  director.  May  Lee 
Tom,  has  spent  on  the  development  of  the  building  plans  and  the  daily  operation  of  the  library. 

We  thank  Jean  Bigelow  for  her  years  of  service  as  Children’s  Librarian.  Jean  is  still 
helping  part-time  with  cataloging  materials. 

Jean  Crosby  was  hired  as  children’s  Librarian  in  August  and  developed  excellent  youth 
activities.  We  were  sorry  to  receive  her  resignation  for  personal  reasons  in  December. 

While  we  were  searching  for  a replacement,  Kathy  Murphy  assisted  with  story  hours, 
Kerry  Remington  organized  wood  painting  classes,  and  all  the  staff  helped  to  provide  adequate 
coverage  of  library  hours.  We  thank  them  for  their  good  work  and  willing  spirit. 

In  June  Maureen  Lynch  was  hired  to  be  Children’s  Librarian  and  has  been  providing 
excellent  children’s  services. 
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The  Homework  Center  was  started  with  a grant  obtained  by  May  Lee  Tom.  We  thank  the 
staff  and  volunteers  whohave  been  providing  this  service  to  young  students. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  rebuilding  the 
sidewalk  and  correcting  a hazardous  condition. 

The  Trustees  review  policies  and  develop  new  policy  as  needed.  We  prepare  the  library 
budget  with  May  Lee  Tom’s  expert  help  and  continue  to  try  to  reach  our  goals  of  more  open 
hours  for  library  service  and  more  support  for  an  adequate  library  budget.  We  appreciate  the 
Finance  Committee’s  acceptance  of  our  request  that  the  entire  cost  of  books  and  materials  be 
included  in  the  library  budget  so  that  Trust  Funds  can  be  built  up  for  future  needs  in  a new 
library  building.  Such  town  support  is  a key  factor  in  gaining  acceptance  of  a construction  grant 
proposal. 

The  library  belongs  to  all  the  people  in  Rutland.  We  hope  they  continue  to  use  it,  enjoy 
it,  and  support  it.

The  committee  members  are:  Janet 
Barakian,  Sharon  Bemdt,  Jack  Brennan,  Harry  Johnson,  Beth  Lambert,  Pauline  Nylin, 
John  ScanneU,  and  myself  The  rendering  and  floor  plans,  by  Wilson  Rains  & Associates, 
are  on  display  at  the  hbrary.  The  proposed  site  will  be  on  Main  Street  next  to  the  First 
Congregational  Church.  We  are  waiting  for  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  to 
announce  the  next  appHcation  round  for  pubUc  hbrary  construction  funds.  We  will  apply 
for  the  grant  once  we  receive  a favorable  vote  from  the  Town. 

A successful  bid  for  a $6,000  federal  Library  Services  and  Technology  Act  grant 
made  it  possible  to  estabhsh  a Homework  Center  to  assist  students  with  their  school 
assignments.  We  purchased  a computer  workstation  and  expanded  the  reference 
coUection.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  Irene  Amsden,  Abbie  Calkins,  Rob  Flink,  Ahson 
Flink,  Sharlene  O’Connor,  Margaret  Olds,  Mary  Powers,  and  Robin  Tarani  volunteer  as 
homework  coaches. 

New  resources  at  the  hbrary  include  the  CD-ROM  cohection,  which  is 
supplemented  by  rotating  deposits  from  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Library 
System  [CMRLS].  As  a member  of  CentraFWestem  Massachusetts  Automated  Resource 
Sharing  [CAV  MARS]  the  hbrary  is  getting  free  access  to  Britannica  Online  in  addition  to 
the  four  SearchBank  databases  that  are  funded  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  and  CMRLS.  Internet  service  is  provided  by  Ultranet  and  iCi.

Special  thanks  go  to  the  Friends  of  the  Rutland  Library  for  their  continued 
support.  They  hosted  the  aimual  “Make  Your  Own  Sundae”  party  for  the  summer  reading 
program,  receptions  for  the  opening  of  the  Homework  Center  and  “Coffee  with  the 
Library  Architect.”  They  also  sponsored  a Scholastic  book  fair,  American  Red  Cross 
baby-sitters  course,  wood  painting  classes,  and  a poster  contest  to  pubUcize  the  need  for  a 
new  hbrary.  Local  businesses  Rutland  Pizza,  Rutland  Pharmacy,  Book  Go  Round,  and 
several  individuals  provided  prizes  for  the  contest.

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Report  of  the  Rutland  Development  and  Industrud  ilntmmmm 


The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  ( formerly  The  Rutland  Economic 
and  Industrial  Development  Commission)  spent  the  year  refocusing  it’s  energies  to  causes 
felt  to  be  beneficial  to  the  long  term  economic  growth  of  the  Town  With  four  of  the 
Committee's  five  members  newly  appointed  in  the  past  two  years,  the  committee  felt  it 
time  to  assess  it's  effectiveness  and  set  some  direction  toward  the  future  The  committee 
determined  it  had  to:  remain  informed  of  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  Legislation, 
continue  to  hold  periodic  informative  meetings  for  the  local  businesses,  maintain  an  active 
roll  in  the  re-zoning  of  the  tow  n,  develop  a list  of  potential  sights  available  for  other  than 
residential  de\  elopment,  and  keep  informed  of  potential  business  related  issues  in  town, 
i e Business  Use  of  Home  By-laws. 

The  R D 1 C.  maintained  their  contact  with  Representative  Hal  Lane  and  Senator  Stephen 
Brewer  with  reference  to  the  pending  Legislation  on,  the  clean  up  and  possible  turning 
over  of  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  property  to  the  Town  It  was  through  this  process 
that  the  committee’s  state  mandated  name  is  The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission  This  was  a crucial  determination  due  to  the  pending  legislation  appointing 
the  R D I C.  as  the  Governing  Board  over  the  hospital  property  should  it  be  turned  over  to 
the  Town  As  of  October  1998  it  appears  the  legislation  will  not  be  presented  in  this  years 
session,  and  will  be  put  off  into  at  least  1999. 

Early  in  1998  the  committee  held  another  open  meeting  for  Rutland  Business  Owners 
The  meeting  was  to  update  the  business  owners  on:  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital 
property,  to  educate  them  on  the  benefits  of  setting  up  Economic  Target  and  Economic 
Opportunity  areas,  and  to  discuss  the  proposed  By-law  changes  for  business  use  of  home 
The  meeting  was  attended  by  fourteen  individuals  most  of  whom  wanted  to  voice  , 
displeasure  about  the  proposed  business  use  of  home  changes 

Once  again  in  June  1998  the  Committee  sent  a request  to  the  Rutland  business  owners  to 
support  the  Rutland  Fire  Brigade’s  second  annual  Chowder  Challenge  in  late  August  The 
Committee  felt  this  a great  opportunity  for  local  businesses  to  set  up  a table  at  the  event  to 
promote  their  businesses  while  supporting  a great  cause  The  event  was  a big  success 
again  this  year 

After  two  years  of  discussions,  the  committee  began  the  forrnal  process  of  developing  a 
list  of  potential  sights  for  development  other  than  residential  in  nature  An  introductory- 
letter  and  questionnaire  was  sent  to  205  Rutland  land  owners,  with  parcels  greater  than 
five  acres.  Through  these  efforts  we  received  a response  from  69  landowners,  with  45°  o 
of  them  voicing  interest  in  the  possibility  of  making  land  available  to  business 
development  As  of  this  writing  the  compilation  of  this  data  is  incomplete  Upon 
completion  this  information  will  be  shared  with  other  boards  and  committees  in  town,  i.e. 
Zoning,  Planning,  to  help  with  their  future  planning 

The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  will  continue  to  pursue  these  and 
other  projects  to  achieve  our  goal  of  “ Progress  Through  Planning  and  Participation"

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RUTLAND  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  Board  and  Director/Coordinator  worked 
together  to  plan  a variety  of  programs,  activities  and  events  for 
Rutland's  600+  senior  population  in  1997-1998.  Grantwriting  played 
an  important  part  to  enhance  this  year's  programs. 

Grant  money  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  enabled 
the  COA  to  purchase  a computer  for  the  COA  office  and  provide 
training.  The  "Exercise  to  Stay  Alive"  project  was  funded  through 
a grant  from  the  Mass.  Committee  on  Physical  Fitness  and  Sports 
Grant.  A poetry  writing  workshop,  a trip  to  Foothills  Theatre  and 
entertainment  at  the  Volunteers ' Recognition  Program  were  made 
possible  through  a grant  from  the  Rutland  Cultural  Council. 

Intergenerational  programs  included  a Pen  Pal  Program  with 
eighth  graders  and  a reading  program  at  Naquag.  The  first  Holiday 
Breakfast  at  Naquag  provided  seniors  with  a complimentary  breakfast 
and  entertainment. 

The  SCM  Elderbus  provides  transportation  for  elderly  and 
disabled  for  medical  and  shopping  trips.  Commencing  in  1/98, 
Nurses  from  St.  Vincent's  Elderly  Outreach  Department  held 
complimentary  blood  pressure  clinics  on  a monthly  basis. 

The  Council  publishes  a periodic  newsletter  mailed  to 
households  with  residents  60+  years.  Outreach  work  includes 
birthday  calls  to  seniors  70+  and  visits  to  the  elderly,  both  in 
their  homes  and  at  nursing  homes. 

Janet  Swenson,  Meal  Site  Manager,  works  with  the  assistance  of 
senior  volunteers  to  serve  nutritional  lunches  Monday  through 
Friday.  Volunteers  deliver  meals  to  housebound  seniors. 

The  Friends  of  the  COA  held  monthly  programs,  a Yuletide  Craft 
Fair  and  supported  the  printing  and  mailing  of  the  "Golden  Times". 
The  COA  Board  expresses  a heartfelt  thanks  to  everyone  who  enhances 
seniors  lives  by  contributing  their  time  and  talent.

Re;  Town  Report 


December  1998 


The  commission  met  sparingly  last  year  due  to  conflicting  schedules  of  its  members.  They  did  review  local 
inventories  and  list  those  to  be  considered  under  a plan  by  the  Rutland  Historical  District  Study  Committee. 
There  is  a new  interest  by  the  state  in  inventories  of  monuments  and  historical  sites  in  addition  to  the  famil- 
iar building  inventories.  Archeological  sites,  once  designated,  are  protected  by  a separate  division  of  the 
Mass.  Historical  Commission. 

The  commission  has  been  working  closely  with  the  Rutland  Preservation  Society  who  do  fund  raising  for 
preservation  projects,  such  as  the  restoration  of  the  Franklin  Wood  Studio,  which  is  the  commission  office. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  studio  will  be  restored  this  coming  year  and  the  commission  has  been  discussing  the 
possibility  of  moving  it  to  another  town  owned  site. 

This  past  year  the  town  voted  to  buy  and  demolish  the  Spaulding  House  which  stood  next  to  the  library  so 
they  could  expand  the  complex  of  town  buildings.  The  only  buildings  left  in  this  strip  of  town  owned  land  is 
the  Wood  house  and  the  studio.

The  committee  will  try  again  this  year  to  secure  a budget  so  they  may  do  the  job  they  have  been  given-  to 
bring  the  question  to  the  voters  when  their  work  is  done.  It  is  the  voters  who  will  ultimately  decide  if  they 
will  be  interested  in  preserving  what  little  we  have  left  of  our  visible  history.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  citizens  of  Rutland: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  reports  of  their  offices,  committees,  and 
departments  of  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1999. 

As  the  new  millennium  approaches  being  Y2K  compliant  is  a major  concern.  To  insure 
that  services  and  systems  will  see  little  to  no  interruptions  several  meetings  with 
departments  were  held.  This  resulted  in  the  upgrading  of  systems,  purchasing  new 
hardware  and  software,  communicating  with  vendors,  suppliers  and  support  personnel. 
Hopefully,  Rutland  will  be  ready  for  Y2K. 

The  Town  this  year  has  become  a member  of  the  Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational 
School  District.  This  membership  will  reduce  and  stabilize  the  cost  to  educate  our 
Vocational  Education  students  as  well  as  support  their  individual  educational  goals. 

Growth  is  imperative  for  the  Rutland’s  continued  prosperity,  but  it  also  strains  our 
services.  Most  of  our  facilities  are  quickly  becoming  outdated  or  too  limited.  To  address 
these  issues  this  year,  in  conjunction  with  the  projects  already  underway,  the  Town  voted 
funds  to  erect  a new  Library  on  the  site  of  the  old  red  school  house  as  well  as  an  addition 
to  the  fire  station,  which  will  house  the  police  and  fire  departments. 

This  year  the  Town  of  Rutland  lost  a friend  in  the  passing  of  Mr.  Bernard  O’Grady. 
Bemie  served  on  the  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Assessors  as  well  as  various 
Committees.  We  extend  our  sympathies  to  his  family.  His  countless  hours  of  community 
service  will  be  missed. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  contributed  to  our  fine  year  and  hope  that  with 
your  continued  support  we  will  together  be  able  make  the  difficult  decisions  that  make 
our  town  a great  place  to  work,  live  and  raise  a family.

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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland: 

It  has  been  a busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Finance  Committee.  We  have  continued  to 
focus  on  our  primary  responsibility  of  reviewing  and  making  recommendations  on  annual 
operating  budgets  and  capital  expenditures.  In  addition,  it  is  our  responsibility  to  be 
concerned  with  all  issues  that  relate  to  the  financial  management  of  the  Town.  Toward 
that  end,  we  met  regularly  throughout  the  year  to  address  Town  needs. 

We  reviewed  all  warrant  articles  for  annual  and  special  town  meetings,  met  with  financial 
institutions  regarding  bonding  for  our  schools,  held  meetings  with  the  Wachusett 
Regional  School  District  Superintendent  regarding  excess  debt  and  school  renovations, 
and  attended  Municipal  Finance  Conferences  to  increase  our  skills  and  ability  to  serve 
you.  In  addition,  we  attended  a discussion  with  the  Superintendent  and  other  area  finance 
officials  to  provide  input  for  the  superintendent  to  address  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
regarding  regional  school  finances.  We  met  with  the  Farmer’s  Home  Administration 
(Rural  Development)  to  discuss  securing  loans  for  longer  terms  to  minimize  the  financial 
impact  of  various  projects,  thereby  optimizing  the  use  of  our  revenue  sources.  There  are 
many  decisions  that  impact  on  the  financial  health  of  our  community,  and  we  have  done 
our  best  to  provide  sound  advice. 

Regarding  Town  meetings,  the  Finance  Committee  held  discussions  and  made 
recommendations  to  Town  meetings  in  November  1998,  March  1999,  May  1999,  and 
June  1999.  In  November,  we  were  able  to  plan  for  and  recommend  that  $300,000  go 
toward  reducing  the  FY99  tax  levy.  We  recommended  several  expenditures  that  we  feel 
improved  services  in  Town,  while  still  keeping  our  tax  rate  under  the  maximum  levy 
limit  to  which  it  could  be  raised.  Since  the  annual  Town  meeting  is  when  the  Town  votes 
on  the  entire  operating  budget,  much  of  our  energy  was  spent  there.  We  reviewed  the 
Town  budgets  and  capital  expenditure  requests.  This  year  the  Town  authorized  the 
purchase  of  a new  ambulance,  a large  and  a small  dump  truck,  and  a new  ladder  truck, 
among  other  equipment.  We  look  forward  to  a new  library  and  Department  of  Public 
Works  garage  soon.  Future  projects  include  a new  Public  Safety  building  to  house  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments. 

We  have  already  made  plans  and  proposed  a tentative  schedule  for  our  upcoming  budget 
deliberations  for  fiscal  year  2001,  which  will  take  place  between  January  and  May  of 
2000.  We  look  forward  to  a new  budget  season  and  will  try  to  fulfill  our  obligations  to 
the  Town  responsibly.

History 

The  position  of  Town  Clerk  has  an  ancient  and  honorable  history.  In 
biblical  times  town  clerks  were  scribes  or  scholars,  learned  men  who  were 
among  the  few  people  who  could  read  and  write.  Their  writings  became  the 
historical  record  of  the  times. 

The  position  has  since  evolved  to  include  many  duties  now  mandated  by 
law  and  many  others  established  by  tradition  in  the  community.  Functions  of  the 
office  vary  with  the  size  of  the  community  and  whether  the  Town  Clerk  is  a full  or 
part-time  position.  In  some  communities  the  Town  Clerk  may  also  be  the 
Finance  Officer,  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer,  or  Town  Manager.  In  Massachusetts, 
most  Town  Clerks  are  elected  to  office;  in  some  communities,  they  are  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the  Town  Manager. 

Town  Clerks  are  committed  to  work  beyond  the  scope  of  the  mandates 
and  customs  of  their  communities  and  serve  the  citizens  as  the  focal  point  of 
town  government.

financial  records  for  F.Y.  99.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 
ARTICLE  29:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

the  sum  of  $2,495.00  to  purchase  a new  computer  and  related  equipment  for 
the  Board  of  Selectmen’s  office.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 
ARTICLE  30;  Mr.  Briggs  moved  that  no  action  be  taken  on  this  article. 
Motion  was  seconded.  This  article  dealt  with  installing  a skate  board  park. 
Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  31 : Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  the  sum 

of  $4,500.00  from  Water  Enterprise  Available  Funds  (Free  Cash)  to  clean  and 
inspect  the  water  tank.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  32:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of 

$15,500.00  from  Water  Enterprise  Available  Funds  (Free  Cash)to  install  a 
new  ladder  on  the  water  tank.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 
ARTICLE  33:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of 

$6,000.00  from  Water  Enterprise  Available  Funds  (Free  Cash)  to  conduct  a 
leak  detection  survey  of  the  water  distribution  system.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  34:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a 

Departmental  Revolving  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44, 
Section  53E  Vi  to  segregate  funds  for  the  treatment  of  ash  at  Wheelabrator 
Millbury,  Inc.  The  Board  of  Health,  only,  may  expend  from  such  fund,  but  not  in 
excess  of  $6,000.00  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  35:  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a 

Departmental  Revolving  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44, 
Section  53E  'k  to  segregate  funds  for  the  dumping  of  septage  at  the  Upper 
Blackstone  Water  Pollution  Abatement  District.  The  Board  of  Health,  only,  may 
expend  from  such  fund,  but  not  excess  of  $4,000.00  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  36:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a 

Departmental  Revolving  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44, 
Section  53E  Vz,  to  segregate  funds  for  Health  Inspection  services.  The  Board  of 
Health,  only,  may  expend  from  such  fund,  but  not  in  excess  of  $45,000.00  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  37:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  “After 

School  Program”  Revolving  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter 
44,  Section  53E  Vz  for  the  deposit  of  user  fees.  The  Recreation  Committee, 
only,  may  expend  from  such  fund,  but  not  in  excess  of  $45,000.00  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  38;  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44,  Section  53D,  relative  to  the  establishment  of 
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Recreation  and  Park  self-supporting  service  revolving  funds.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  39:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a “Seasonal” 

Revolving  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.,  Chapter  44,  Section  53D,  for 
the  deposit  of  fees.  The  Recreation  Committee,  only,  may  expend  from  such 
fund,  but  not  in  excess  of  $40,000.00  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  40:  Mr.  Anderson  moved  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a 

Departmental  Revolving  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  the  M.G.L.,  Chapter 
44,  Section  53E  y2  to  segregate  funds  for  the  use  of  Planning  Board 
Administrative  Fees.  The  Planning  Board,  only,  may  expend  from  such  fund,  but 
not  in  excess  of  $12,500.00  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  41 : Moderator  explained  to  voters  that  there  was  a typographical 

error  in  the  number  152,  it  should  be  154.  Mr.  Gengel  moved  Article  41  as  read, 
depicting  certain  parcels  of  land  as  shown  on  the  Town  of  Rutland’s  Assessor’s 
Map  42,  Parcels  C29,  C30,  C31  & C29.1  with  the  corresponding  addresses  of 
166,  156,  154  & 148,  Main  Street,  Rutland,  MA.  Be  zoned  business.  Motion  was 
seconded. 

Mr.  Cornacchioli  requested  Planning  Board  recommendation  on  this 
zoning  change.  Mr.  Anderson,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  informed  the 
Town  Meeting  body  that  the  Planning  Board  voted  unfavorable  on  this  zoning 
change. 

Michael  Sullivan,  Chairman  of  the  Master  Plan  Sub-Committee,  informed 
the  town  meeting  that  the  Master  Plan  sub-Committee  requested  that  this  zoning 
change  wait  until  the  Master  Plan  is  complete.  The  committee  feels  they  are 
close  in  finalizing  the  plan  and  will  be  bringing  it  town  meeting  within  the  year. 

The  Committee  would  hope  that  the  town  would  support  their  efforts  in  this 
endeavor. 

Kirk  Paulson,  member  of  the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission  stated  they  were  in  favor  of  the  zoning  change.  Their  committee 
has  been  working  hard  to  bring  businesses  into  town. 

The  Planning  Board  explained  that  currently  three  businesses  operate  on 
these  parcels.  Two  of  the  three  meet  the  zoning  regulations.  One  does  not. 

Mr.  Gengel  moved  to  amend  the  motion  as  follows; 

In  perpetuity  restrict  from  use  by  any  national/regional  restaurant. 
Amendment  was  seconded.  Short  discussion  followed.  Moderator  called  for  a 
vote  on  the  amendment.  Motion  to  amend  carried. 

Moderator  reread  the  motion  with  the  amendment.  Discussion  continued 
concerning  spot  zoning,  master  plan  and  the  legality  of  the  restriction. 

Mr.  O’Connor  moved  to  request  a paper  ballot.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Moderator  was  unable  to  call  the  vote.  Show  of  hands  was  necessary.  Yeah 
126  Nay  53 
Paper  ballot  carried. 

Voters  were  issued  a paper  ballot,  and  instructed  to  cast  one  vote,  yes  or 
no,  in  the  ballot  box.  Vote:  Yeah  92  Nay  93.  Motion  was  defeated. 
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During  the  counting  of  ballots  the  Moderator  took  Article  44.  The 
Moderator  appointed  Joanne  Charette  and  Karen  McKenna  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  Both  appointments  are  for  a term  of  three  years. 

Also,  the  Moderator  explained  to  the  Town  Meeting  body  that  the  town  has 
a by-law  stating  that  the  Moderator  and  the  town  meeting  body  has  to  agree  to 
extend  the  town  meeting  to  beyond  midnight.  Motion  made  to  extend  town 
meeting  to  after  midnight.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  42:  Mr.  Mahowald  moved  no  action  on  this  article.  Motion  was 

seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  This  article  dealt  with  a zoning  change. 
ARTICLE  43:  Mr.  Nunnari  moved  the  Town  vote  to  approve  the  borrowing 

of  $600,000.00  by  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  to  remodel, 
reconstruct  and  make  extraordinary  repairs  and  additions  to  the  Wachusett 
Regional  High  School,  including  all  architectural,  engineering  and  other  costs 
included  and  related  thereto,  by  incurring  debt  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes 
under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  71,  Section  16(n),  as  amended, 
and  Section  15  of  the  Amended  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  Agreement, 
and  to  that  end  the  District  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Regional  District 
School  Committee,  be  authorized  to  issue  bond  or  notes,  and  to  authorize  the 
Superintendent  to  enter  into  and  execute  all  contracts  necessary  or  material  to 
such  work.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Nunnari  gave  a brief  slide  presentation  of  the  condition  of  the  regional 
high  school. 

Voters  were  provided  with  paper  ballots  and  instructed  to  cast  one  vote,  yes  or 
no,  in  the  ballot  box. 

Yeah  94  Nay  40.  Motion  carried 

Meeting  adjourned  at  12:45  p.m.

Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed.

Chief  Baril  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  borrow,  under  and  pursuant  to 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  8(20),  the  sum  of 
1,464,000.00  for  forty  years  at  level  payments,  to  design,  engineer  and 
construct  a new  public  safety  facility.  Motion  was  seconded.  Chief  Baril 
gave  a brief  explanation  in  regards  to  the  Public  Safety  Facility.  The  Police  and 
Fire  departments  would  be  sharing  space.  The  current  police  station  is 
inadequate  for  the  department.  The  present  library  is  too  small  for  the  police 
station  and  the  fire  station  is  an  ideal  location  for  a public  safety  building. 

Norman  Anderson  asked  that  the  architect  work  with  the  Master  Plan 
Committee  on  the  design  to  enhance  the  center  of  town.  A standing  vote  was 
taken.  Ayes  85  Nays  2 

Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  9;  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action  on  this 
article.  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available  Funds  (Free 
Cash)  the  sum  of  $14,000.00  to  add  to  Article  #4  from  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  June  15, 1998  for  the  Town  Pool  Project.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  10;  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action  on  this 
article.  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available  Funds  (Free 
Cash)  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  purchase  a copy  machine  from  the  Community 
Hall  and  allow  the  Selectboard  to  dispose  of  the  old  one.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  1 1 : Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action  on  this 
article.  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available  Funds  (Free 
Cash)  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  to  install  a skateboard  park  at  the  site  of  the 
Naquag  Elementary  School  tennis  court.  Motion  was  seconded.  Brief 
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discussion  was  held  in  regards  to  liability  insurance  and  maintenance. 

Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  12:  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action  on  this 
article.  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available  Funds  (Free 
Cash)  the  sum  of  $19,300.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a computer  software 
package  for  the  Treasurer/Collector’s  office.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  13:  Finance  Committee  recommended  no  action.  Mr.  Leger 
moved  the  Town  vote  no  action  on  this  article.  Motion  was  seconded. 
Unanimously  passed.  This  article  dealt  with  the  purchase  of  a cash 
register/validator. 

ARTICLE  14:  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action  on  this 
article.  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Section 
18,  Chapter  32B  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Unanimously  passed. 

ARTICLE  15;  Finance  Committee  recommended  no  action  on  this  article. 

Mr.  Anderson  moved  the  Town  vote  no  action  on  this  article.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  This  article  dealt  with  seeking  a grant  for  a 
Town  Planner. 

ARTICLE  16;  Finance  Committee  recommended  no  action  on  this  article. 
Miss  Sidoti  moved  the  Town  vote  to  increase  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health  from  three  (3)  to  five  (5),  by  electing  three  (3)  members  at  the  annual  town 
election  of  2000,  one  for  a term  of  one  year,  one  for  a term  of  two  years  and  one 
for  a term  of  three  years  and  thereafter,  as  the  term  of  members  expires,  a 
successor  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  three  years.  Until  the  year  2000  election, 
Two  (2)  members  to  serve  the  interim  tenure  shall  be  appointed.  Said 
appointment  shall  be  a joint  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Board  of  Health  members.  Motion  was  seconded.  Lengthy  discussion 
regarding  the  need  for  a five  member  board.  Standing  vote  taken; 

Ayes  35  Nays  43  Motion  was  defeated.

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School  Committee  Chair  and  Superintendent’s  Report  to  the  Community 

Fifty  years  ago,  the  citizens  of  Holden,  Paxton,  Princeton,  Rutland  and  Sterling  came  together  at  special 
town  meetings  in  their  communities.  They  had  a vision  of  a place  of  learning,  which  they  created  through 
their  votes:  1704  in  favor  to  561  against.  By  their  action  of  standing  to  vote  in  June  1950,  they  stood  for 
the  creation  of  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District.  Based  on  their  shared  belief  that  the  lives  of  their 
children  would  be  enriched,  they  created  the  first  regional  school  district  in  Massachusetts.  They  stood  as 
Five  Towns,  One  Solution. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new  regional  school  district  was  the  construction  of  a new,  state  of  the  art  high 
school.  Fifty  years  later,  the  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  continues  to  affirm  the  wisdom  of  the 
citizens  who  created  a school  district  to  bring  their  children  together.  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  is 
now  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  high  schools  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  Boston 
Globe  recognized  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  as  one  of  the  “best  performing”  schools  in  the  state, 
placing  it  1 1***  in  the  state. 

In  December  1993,  the  citizens  of  the  five  towns  again  came  together  in  special  town  meetings  held  in 
their  communities.  When  the  time  came  to  stand  for  their  beliefs  in  the  need  to  create  a better  place  of 
learning  for  their  children,  they  again  stood  for  Five  Towns,  One  Solution.  Their  votes  created  a unified 
K-12  Wachusett  Regional  School  District. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  five  towns  have  provided  the  resources  to  the  Wachusett 
Regional  School  District  which  have  enabled  the  District  to:  renew  and  expand  the  staff;  expand  the  range 
of  programs  and  services  available  for  our  students;  develop  and  implement  comprehensive  curriculums 
in  all  areas;  provide  our  students  with  access  to  technology  which  has  become  a model  within  the  state; 
and,  revitalize  facilities  with  new  and  renovated  schools.  The  benefits  to  our  students  have  been  seen  in 
progressive  and  substantial  improvements  in  student  achievement  levels  over  the  first  five  years  of  K-12 
regionalization. 

The  benefits  of  these  efforts  have  been  transmitted  to  students  that  Wachusett  was  created  to  serve.  One 
indication  of  the  profound  impact  of  these  efforts  is  evident  in  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District 
students’  performance  on  MCAS,  which  lead  The  Boston  Globe  to  rank  the  District  fifteenth  in  the  state. 

There  are  challenges  ahead.  The  District’s  children  have  been  beneficiaries  of  the  Education  Reform  Act, 
the  sustained  commitment  to  public  education  of  the  citizens  of  the  District  and  the  delivery  of  an 
education  by  a highly  competent  and  dedicated  staff.  The  Massachusetts  legislature  is  determining  how  to 
sustain  their  strong  commitment  to  public  education.  Their  action  to  renew  the  ambitious  Education 
Reform  Act  will  be  a significant  factor  in  continuing  to  maximize  opportunities  for  all  children  in  the 
Wachusett  Regional  School  District  and  across  the  state. 

The  District’s  ability  to  provide  students  with  opportunities  they  need  to  fully  develop  their  skills, 
abilities  and  gifts  may  be  restricted  by  the  Excess  Debt  provisions  of  the  Education  Reform  Act.  Citizens 
of  the  District  have  voted  to  renew  the  elementary  schools  our  children  attend;  a K-8  facilities  renaissance 
has  occurred.  Now  that  construction  is  nearly  completed.  Excess  Debt  provisions  allow  a portion  of  the 
costs  for  these  new  and  renewed  schools  to  be  taken  away  from  the  funds  intended  to  provide  a quality 
instructional  program  for  the  children  in  the  schools.  As  a consequence  of  taking  funds  from  the 
educational  program,  the  expanded  educational  opportunities  for  our  children  gained  over  the  years  of 
Education  Reform  and  K-12  regionalization  may  be  lost  due  to  the  Excess  Debt  provision.  Citizens  can 
do  something  to  prevent  the  erosion  of  the  education  program  which  will  result  if  dollars  are  taken  away 
from  the  funds  intended  for  the  benefit  of  students.  Citizens  can  use  their  votes  to  assure  that  funds 
allowed  by  the  Excess  Debt  provisions  to  be  taken  from  the  educational  program  are  returned  by  their 
towns  to  the  school  programs  which  serve  their  children.  The  School  Committee  will  ask  you  to  do  this 
at  the  annual  town  meetings  this  May. 
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Finally,  the  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  stands  as  a testament  to  the  vision  of  those  citizens  who 
voted  to  create  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  fifty  years  ago.  The  citizens  of  the  Wachusett 
Regional  School  District  stood  up  for  their  beliefs  in  creating  a great  place  of  learning  for  their  children 
then  and  for  the  generations  that  followed.  The  citizens  of  the  District  have  sustained  their  commitment 
for  over  fifty  years  at  town  meetings  where  their  standing  to  vote  was  a public  affirmation  of  their 
commitment  to  the  future  through  the  betterment  of  their  children. 

The  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  has  nobly  stood  the  test  of  time  as  a great  place  of  learning  for 
generations  of  our  children.  Once  again,  the  citizens  of  the  District  are  called  upon  to  stand  up  for  today’s 
high  school  students  and  generations  yet  to  come.  Just  as  those  citizens  of  the  five  towns  came  together  in 
1950  to  create  a school  district  and  a school,  the  citizens  of  the  five  towns  have  the  opportunity  to  create  a 
new  high  school  to  replace  the  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  which  has  served  thousands  of  students 
so  well.  The  testament  to  our  vision  for  a place  of  learning  worthy  of  our  children  will  be  seen  now  and 
into  the  future  in  a new  Wachusett  Regional  High  School  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  children  and 
the  generations  of  children  to  come.  Together  as  Five  Towns-One  Solution,  we  can  continue  the  legacy 
that  is  Wachusett  for  the  students  and  our  proud  member  communities. 

You  are  invited  to  learn  more  about  District  goals  and  the  accomplishments  of  our  students  in  the 
Wachusett  Regional  School  District  Annual  Report  & Budget.  Copies  of  the  Annual  Report  will  be 
available  at  Town  Halls,  libraries  and  town  meetings.

Having  the  courage  of  one’s  convictions  to  stand  up  for  what  one  believes  is  a fundamental  quality  of 
character  which  we  seek  to  instill  in  our  children.  The  New  England  town  meeting  provides  us  as  adults 
with  the  unique  opportunity  to  literally  “stand  up”  for  our  beliefs  as  we  vote.  On  the  50'*'  anniversary  of 
the  special  town  meeting  votes  to  create  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District,  the  lives  of  our  children 
reflect  the  benefits  derived  by  the  stand  taken  by  those  citizens  to  create  a place  of  learning  called 
Wachusett.  Those  citizens  who  created  the  District  and  those  who  followed  stood  up  for  their  beliefs  that 
enrichment  of  the  lives  of  children  was  the  worthiest  of  acts.  They  stand  as  an  example  for  us  today  and 
are  worthy  for  our  children  to  emulate.

The  School  Building  Committee  was  established  in  February  1996  following  town 
meeting  approval  of  $14.5  million  to  build  and  renovate  schools.  To  reduce  the  impact 
on  the  local  tax  base,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  reimburses  the  towny's 
design  and  construction  costs  and  interest  expenses  in  the  amount  of  78%.  The 
committee  is  overseeing  the  design  and  construction  of  Central  Tree  Middle  School 
trades  5-8)  and  the  renovation  ofNaquag  School  (grades  K-4). 

In  August  of  1998,  Central  Tree  Middle  School  first  opened  to  students  in  ^ades  5-8. 
There  were  no  major  issues  related  to  fiie  opening  of  the  building,  as  it  opened  on  time 
and  under  budget  Such  an  accomplishment  was  certainly  a unique  experience  for 
everyone  involved  and  one  that  has  not  been  diq)licated  on  similar  projects  in 
surrounding  communities.  The  contractor,  Fontaine  Bros.,  Inc.  of  Springfield,  has 
con^leted  a scheduled  walk-through  of  the  school  with  the  Building  Committee  and  our 
architects,  HMFH  Architects  of  Cambridge  to  identify  and  resolve  any  remaining  issues 
while  the  contractor  is  still  obligated.  The  Building  Committee  will  conq>lete  its 
spending  for  the  project  this  fall  and  submit  its  financial  documentation  to  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  for  an  audit,  after  which  time  reimbursement  to  the  Town  of  Rutland  shall 
commence. 

With  the  change  in  focus  from  Central  Tree  Middle  School  to  Naquag  School,  the 
Chairman  of  the  committee,  James  Purington,  felt  it  to  be  the  best  time  to  transition  the 
Chair  to  another  member  of  the  committee.  With  nearly  three  years  of  leadership  on  the 
Building  Committee,  Jim  has  received  nothing  but  the  highest  of  praise  for  his  work  in 
reaching  this  phase  of  the  project  The  Building  Committee  is  fortunate  to  have  Jim  as  a 
continuing  member  of  the  committee.  The  Building  Committee  also  acknowledges  the 
recent  addition  of  Selectman  James  Ijeger  , and  the  resignatioi^  of  Selectman  John 
Brennan  and  Cati  Geddry^-Pierce.  Jack  and  Cati  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the 
committee  and  their  experience  and  insight  will  be  missed. 

In  November  of  1998,  a special  town  meeting  was  held  in  which  six  additional  warrant 
articles  were  approved,  increasing  the  origind  amount  to  be  spent  on  the  Naquag  School 
renovation  from  $3.5  million  by  just  over  $1.5  million  to  $5,013,000.  The  additional 
money  will  be  used  for  a new  suppression  system,  outdoor  play  area,  window 
replacement,  new  furniture,  increased  handicapped  accessibility,  and  various 
infrastructure  improvements. 

In  the  spring  of  1999,  J & J Contractors  of  Tewksbury,  MA,  was  selected  as  General 
Contractor  for  the  Naquag  renovation  / construction  project  Originally  scheduled  to  take 
until  April  2000  to  complete  the  entire  renovation  project,  J & J Contractors  was  able  to 
adopt  a much  more  aggressive  schedule  that  called  for  most  work  to  be  completed  before 
January  2000.  This  schedule  called  for  an  extremely  aggressive  summer  schedule  to 
minimize  the  impact  upon  the  school’s  learning  envir  onment  once  school  opened  for  the 
1999-2000  school  year.  With  the  completion  of  five  new  classrooms  (three  kindergarten, 
two  general  purpose)  and  r enovation  of  most  of  the  original  building,  the  renovation  work 
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would  be  completed  in  the  1970-era  addition  by  moving  those  classes  tor  a shoil  period 
of  time  into  othei'  classrooms. 

Although  the  Building  Committee  believed  it  had  minimized  the  possibilities  of  not 
meeting  the  schedule  for  returning  Naquag  School  back  to  the  school  district  in  time  for 
school  to  open,  a delay  for  opening  school  did  occur.  Given  the  enormous  scope  of  the 
project  and  the  extremely  aggressive  schedule  created  by  the  contractor,  the  Building 
Committee  cannot  cite  a specific  issue  that  was  the  cause  for  the  delay.  With  the  help, 
guidance,  and  cooperation  of  many  people,  including  the  Town’s  inspectors  and  officials, 
and  the  Si^erintendant  of  Schools  and  members  of  the  Wachusett  Regional  School 
District  staffs  the  Building  Committee  was  able  to  minimize  the  number  of  school  days 
affected  to  only  two  days. 

Through  the  diligence  and  hard  work  of  all  those  involved  wilh  these  two  projects, 
Rutland  is  poised  to  have  two  very  fine  houses  of  education  Once  convicted,  we  will  be 
able  to  boast  about  our  resolve  and  ability  to  create  safe,  quality  environments  for 
learning  for  our  students. 

Once  again,  we  greatly  q)preciate  the  sijpport  and  cooperation  we  have  received  from  all 
others  who  have  been  involved  witti  these  projects.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  along  approximately  60,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  a 
buildup  of  sand,  dirt  and  leaves.  This  amounted  to  removing  approximately  2,900  cubic  yards  of 
material. 

Along  various  roads  450  catch  basins  and  128  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  accumulated  sand, 
leaves  and  dirt.  Cross  culverts  on  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  sand,  leaves  and  dirt  and  12 
catch  basins  were  repaired. 

Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  Maple  Avenue,  Pommogussett  Road,  Pleasantdale  Road, 
Wachusett  Street,  East  County  Road,  a section  of  Glenwood  Road,  and  a section  of  Prescott 
Street.  All  of  the  crosswalks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Main  Street  were  painted. 

Along  various  roads  267.6  tons  of  crusher  run  and  140  tons  of  1 '/2-inch  stone  was  used  for  repair 
of  wash  outs. 

Along  various  roads  75  tons  of  cold  patch  and  421.34  tons  of  hot  patch  was  used  to  repair  holes 
and  road  edges. 

All  of  the  Town’s  gravel  roads  were  scraped  and  raked  in  the  fall  and  spring.  There  was  800 
cubic  yards  of  gravel  used  on  various  gravel  roads.  The  sides  of  these  roads  were  cleaned  of 
leaves,  stones,  and  dirt  in  the  spring  before  scraping,  removing  approximately  700  cubic  yards  of 
material. 

Sections  of  Overlook  Road,  Turkey  Hill  Road  and  Kenwood  Drive  were  surface  treated  with  an 
M/C-800  road  oil  mix  with  60/40  mix  of  stone  and  sand  then  oil  and  sand  sealed. 

DRAINAGE 

There  was  8,000-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe,  300-feet  of  12-inch  perforated  pipe,  200-feet  of 
12-inch  culvert  pipe,  and  100-feet  of  18-inch  culvert  pipe  installed  on  various  roads.  On 
various  roads  8 catch  basins  were  installed.  Approximately  1,400  cubic  yards  of  excess 
material  was  hauled  away;  and  1,100  cubic  yards  of  ^/i-inch  stone,  100  cubic  yards  of 
gravel,  and  4-tons  of  cold  patch  was  used. 

FOREST  HILL  DRIVE/CHRISTMAS  TREE  LANE 

The  following  work  was  done  on  the  complete  length  of  these  roads. 

3,800  square  yards  of  full  depth  reclamation  with  liquid  calcium  chloride;  684  tons  of  bituminous 
concrete;  2,800-feet  of  Type  3 bituminous  concrete  berm;  100  tons  of  bituminous  concrete 
driveway  mix;  300  cubic  yards  of  loam  and  3,500  square  yards  of  seeding. 

Also,  400-feet  of  6-inch  water  main,  2 fire  hydrants  and  4 6-inch  gate  valves  were  installed. 
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STATE  AID  IMPROVEMENTS 


Work  under  State  Aid  Improvements  is  money  from  the  State  Highway  Bond  Issue.  This  money 
is  appropriated  and  spent  by  the  Town  and  then  is  reimbursed  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Department. 

CHAPTER  11 


Pleasantdale  Road  ^2 


The  following  work  was  done  to  the  entire  length  of  Pleasantdale  Road  #2. 

20,000  square  yards  of  full  depth  reclamation  with  liquid  calcium  chloride;  1,820.22  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  base;  2,382.63  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top;  687.5  linear  feet  of 
guardrail;  400  square  yards  of  paved  waterways;  18,874  linear  feet  of  both  yellow  center  lines 
and  white  side  lines;  and  450  tons  of  crusher  run. 

SNOW  REMOVAL 


During  fiscal  year  1999,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  crews  was  sent  out  15  times  for  sanding 
of  which  10  times  also  required  plowing.  Because  of  the  numerous  ice  storms  this  past  winter,  all 
roads  were  sanded  a total  of  28  times  with  some  roads  requiring  additional  sanding. 

There  was  approximately  41 -inches  of  snow  this  past  year. 

There  was  4,167.22  tons  of  sand;  1,353.67  tons  of  salt;  and  3,950  gallons  of  liquid  calcium 
chloride  purchased  this  fiscal  year. 

PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town’s  approximate  14  acres  of  lawns,  ballfields,  etc.  and 
approximately  6 acres  of  cemeteries  were  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week.  All  of  these 
areas  were  cleaned  up  in  the  spring. 

SEWER 


There  was  three  (3)  sewer  line  blockages  this  year  caused  by  the  careless  disposal  of  paper  items. 

The  second  phase  evaluation  for  infiltration/inflow  was  completed  this  year  vdth 
recommendations  for  additional  repairs.  It  is  expected  that  repairs  will  begin  in  the  third  quarter 
of  fiscal  year  2000. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  committed  to  reducing  the 
amount  of  infiltration/inflow  in  the  Town’s  sewer  system.  Sewer  users  are  reminded  that  the 
connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  sewer  system  is  illegal.  When  this  clean  water  enters  the  system 
it  causes  increase  flows  which  result  in  higher  sewer  bills. 

Homeowners  who  have  sump  pumps  connected  to  their  sewer  lines  are  encouraged  to  disconnect 
them.  Any  homeowner  wishing  assistance  should  call  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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WATER 


All  of  the  Town’s  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  fall.  Due  to  the  dry  conditions  this  spring, 
there  were  no  flushing.  All  of  the  water  easements  were  mowed. 

There  were  seven  (7)  water  leaks  repaired  this  past  year.  Two  (2)  service  lines  and  five  (5)  major 
breaks,  four  8-inch  and  one  6-inch  mains. 

The  water  filtration  plant  has  been  working  excellent. 

Due  to  the  dry  winter  and  lack  of  rain  this  spring,  Muschopauge  Pond  was  below  normal  and 
volimtaiy  water  restrictions  were  put  in  place  in  early  June. 

Water  is  a precious  natural  resource.  Here  are  some  friendly  reminders  on  how  you  can  conserve 
water.  Repair  leaky  faucets;  water  plants  with  water  you  usually  pour  down  the  drain,  use 
aerators  with  flow  restrictors  in  all  your  sink  faucets  and  shower  heads;  use  the  dishwasher  and 
washing  machine  for  full  loads  only;  do  not  use  running  water  to  thaw  frozen  food.  For 
additional  information  on  how  to  conserve  water  please  call  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
office. 

We  all  share  the  responsibility  for  conserving  water  today  so  there  will  be  plenty  left  for 
tomorrow.

Annual  Report:  Rutland  Police  Department  (FY99) 


Fiscal  1999  was  a year  of  change  for  the  Rutland  Police  Department.  A change  of 
leadership  promulgated  changes  in  organizational  philosophy,  management  style,  vision, 
and  a commitment  to  providing  quality  policing  to  our  community.  Immediate  goals  of 
improving  upon  police  services  and  enhancing  our  professional  image  were  pursued 
through  the  establishment  of  departmental  mission  and  vision  statements: 


Mission  Statement 


“To  provide  quality  police  services  in  partnership  with  our  community.  To  preserve 
our  exceptional  quality  of  life  with  emphasis  on  integrity,  fairness,  compassion,  and 

professionalism.  ” 


Vision  Statement 


“The  Rutland  Police  Department  will  remain  committed  to  the  philosophies  of 
community  policing  and  total  quality  management. 

We  will  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  pursuit  of  excellence  in  law  enforcement,  and  never 
forget  our  obligations  to  our  customers:  the  citizens  of  Rutland.  ” 

More  than  mere  words,  these  statements  define  what  we  are  and  where  we  hope  to  be  in 
the  future.  They  are  intended  to  be  the  foundation  of  our  organization  and  a blueprint  for 
our  prospective  growth. 

A subsequent  review  and  evaluation  of  departmental  policies,  procedures,  and  resources 
lead  to  internal  changes  geared  to  reduce  or  eliminate  the  town’s  exposure  to  vicarious 
civil  liability,  promote  more  effective  and  efficient  operations,  and  improve  morale. 
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New  uniforms,  improved  technology,  and  a proactive  approach  to  public  service 
characterized  the  new  Rutland  Police  Department.  We  renewed  our  working 
relationships  with  the  police  departments  of  our  neighboring  towns,  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police,  and  other  members  of  the  law  enforcement  community.  Cooperative 
training  and  enforcement  initiatives  were  plarmed  to  create  or  strengthen  working 
relationships. 

Our  desire  to  attract  and  retain  highly  qualified  personnel  to  police  service  was  supported 
by  our  citizenry  when  they  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  Police  Career  Incentive  Pay 
Program  (commonly  known  as  the  Quinn  Bill),  which  rewards  full-time,  college- 
educated  police  officers.  A plan  for  the  controlled  growth  of  our  full-time  force  was 
introduced  to  address  officer  safety  issues  and  the  anticipated  increase  in  calls  for  service 
that  inevitably  accompanies  population  growth. 

Grant  funding  was  actively  pursued  during  FY99  and  resulted  in  the  receipt  of 
$98,739.40  to  augment  the  police  budget.  The  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  (EOPS) 
assisted  us  in  acquiring  funding  as  follows:  D.A.R.E.  Program  ($6,000.00);  Community 
Policing  Grant  ($16,000.00);  and  reallocated  funds  ($1,739.40)  from  FY98,  which  had 
been  unused  and  were  destined  to  be  returned  to  EOPS.

Our  community  policing  funds  allowed  us  to  purchase  another  fully  equipped  police 
patrol  bicycle,  related  gear,  and  specialized  training  for  our  officers.  We  were  also  able 
to  provide  various  public  safety  initiatives,  such  as: 


-Bicycle  Patrols  -Bicycle  Helmet  Incentive  Program 

-Child  Fingerprinting  -Senior  Citizen  Luncheon 

-Senior  Citizen  I.D.  Program  -Gun  Law  Informational  Seminars 


The  largest  grant  ($75,000.00)  was  received  from  the  federal  government  {U.S.  Dept,  of 
Justice,  Office  of  Community  Oriented  Policing  Services)  to  offset  the  costs  associated 
with  the  hiring  of  an  additional  full-time  police  officer,  effective  FY  2000,  that  will  be 
payable  over  a three  year  period. 
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Through  our  community  policing  efforts,  we  identified  traffic  issues  as  one  of  the  major 
concerns  of  this  community.  The  most  frequently  received  complaints  concerned 
speeding  vehicles  in  general  and  pedestrian  safety  in  particular.  To  address  these 
complaints,  grant  money  was  earmarked  for  traffic  enforcement  initiatives  to  supplement 
our  regularly  scheduled  patrols.  We  were  also  successful  in  convincing  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department  to  install  a crosswalk  across  Route  122-A  (Main  St.) 
to  allow  pedestrians  a safer  means  of  accessing  Rutland  Plaza  and  Spencer  Savings  Bank. 

The  teamwork  approach  to  management  required  contributions  from  all  members  of  the 
department.  The  collective  efforts  of  the  officers  and  staff  met  that  challenge  and  made 
FY99  a successful  year  from  a management  perspective.  Sgt.  Richard  Sails  assisted  in 
the  development,  implementation,  and  supervision  of  several  policy  and  procedure 
changes.  He  has  also  proved  to  be  invaluable  in  overseeing  our  issuance  of  firearm 
identification  cards  and  licenses  to  carry  (firearms),  which  became  a formidable  task, 
with  the  enactment  of  the  new  state  gun  laws. 

Janet  Barakian  expertly  handled  secretarial  and  office  management  responsibilities  with 
the  assistance  of  Rosemary  Warren,  who  meticulously  monitored  and  administered  our 
grant  expenditures.  Their  caring  and  compassionate  interaction  with  the  public  has  been 
vital  to  the  desired  image  projected  by  our  organization. 

Officer  Ronald  Friberg  became  Rutland’s  D.A.R.E.  Officer  and  successfully  completed 
his  first  program  of  instruction  during  FY99.  He  was  also  designated  as  the  department’s 
Juvenile  Officer  in  order  to  coordinate  all  police  activities  involving  the  youths  of  our 
community.  Officer  Friberg  also  provided  instruction  on  the  topics  of  stranger  safety, 
harassment,  and  drug  classification  to  the  students  in  our  schools.  His  efforts  have 
contributed  greatly  to  the  tremendous  working  relationship  that  exists  between  our 
department  and  our  local  schools. 

Officer  Jason  Silvestri  has  played  an  important  role  in  promoting  our  professional  image. 
His  appearance,  demeanor,  dedication  to  duty,  and  sincerity  has  been  the  source  of 
numerous  public  commendations.  In  addition  to  his  patrol  duties.  Officer  Silvestri  has 
been  our  representative  on  the  Worcester  County  Breaking  & Entering  Task  Force  and 
was  a committee  member  responsible  for  organizing  the  Blue  Mass.  (An  annual 
remembrance  celebrated  during  National  Police  Week  in  May  to  honor  those  who  have 
lost  their  lives  in  the  line  of  duty). 

Our  part-time  officers  continued  to  play  a critical  role  in  police  operations.  Officers 
Wayne  Walker,  Michael  Renshaw,  Michael  Stoddard,  William  (Kevin)  White,  Andrew 
Daly,  and  Philip  Jackson  provided  patrol  coverage  primarily  on  weekends  and  holidays. 
They  also  assisted  in  the  presentation  of  various  programs  and  during  special  events. 

Two  additional  part-time  officers  (Erik  Baldwin  and  Kevin  Drolet)  made  significant 
contributions  to  our  department  until  the  demands  of  their  full-time  police  positions  in 
neighboring  communities  caused  them  to  tender  their  resignations.  They  have  both 
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remained  effective  liaisons  between  their  respective  departments  (Sterling  & Paxton)  and 
the  Rutland  Police  Department. 

One  of  the  most  significant  achievements  of  FY99  was  the  implementation  of  a clear  and 
decisive  plan  of  action  for  the  acquisition  of  a new  police  facility.  With  the  assistance  of 
Fire  Chief  Thomas  P.  Ruchala,  the  concept  of  a public  safety  complex  was  explored  to 
address  both  the  existing  and  anticipated  needs  of  our  respective  departments  and  the 
Rutland  Dispatch  Center.  Our  joint  efforts  culminated  in  securing  voter  approval  for  a 
public  safety  complex  that  will  consolidate  operations  in  a facility  designed  to 
accommodate  our  projected  public  safety  needs  for  the  next  25  years! 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Rutland  received  a First  Place  Award  from  the 
Central  Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  National  Safety  Council  for  outstanding 
achievement  in  traffic  accident  prevention.  Although  a past  recipient  of  traffic  safety 
awards,  this  marked  the  first  time  that  Rutland  received  the  distinction  of  being  first 
among  towns  of  comparable  size. 

In  addition  to  our  own  community  programs,  the  Rutland  Police  Department  has 
continued  its  tradition  of  supporting  Rita  Canney  and  the  M.E.R.G.E.  Program,  as  well  as 
the  Tel-A-Tend  Program.  (Both  initiatives  have  provided  valuable  services  to  our 
citizenry  and  will  continue  to  receive  the  support  of  this  department). 

The  Town  of  Rutland  continues  to  be  a safe  and  desirable  community  in  which  to  live. 
Statistically,  calls  for  police  service  increased  by  nearly  26%  during  FY99,  as  compared 
to  the  previous  fiscal  year!  Although  our  crime  rate  remained  relatively  stable,  we  did 
experience  increases  in  larcenies  and  acts  of  vandalism.  Population  growth  may  very 
well  account  for  part  of  the  increase,  but  it  appears  that  more  incidents  of  crime  were 
reported  and  documented  this  year  than  they  were  in  past  years.  The  following  is  a 
partial  list  of  crimes  / incidents  investigated  by  the  department.  The  figures  are  offered  in 
a comparable  format  with  data  from  the  previous  fiscal  year;

Hopefully,  the  past  year  will  be  recognized  and  remembered  as  the  beginning  of  a new 
era  for  the  Rutland  Police  Department.

More  new  homes,  more  new  dogs.  That  is  what  is  hqrpening  now.  Over  the  past  tew 
years  the  pet  population  has  continued  to  increase  steadily.  At  this  writing  there  are  well 
over  875  dogs  licensed  and  many  mot  e that  ate  not  licensed.  The  cat  population  is 
growing  as  well.  Cats  that  are  allowed  to  roam  outside  are  felling  \ictim  to  the  coyotes 
and  the  steel  monster  (Automobile).  There  have  been  several  dogs  that  have  been  struck 
'ind  injut  ed  or  killed  by  motor  vehicle  also.  Also  many  times  wiien  an  animal  is  struck  it 
13  not  reported  by  the  dkiver  of  vehicle  as  required  by  law’. 

Many  residents  of  town  are  unaware  of  the  by-laws  concerning  dogs.  Most  do  not  know 
that  the  dog  must  be  restrained  at  all  times.  Restraint  is  accomplished  either  physically  or 
verbally  This  does  not  mean  that  a dog  is  left  outside  without  physical  restraint  or  undet 
the  owners  control.  Another  item  that  receives  a lot  of  attention  is  lack  of  proper  shelter, 
food  and  W'ater  . All  dogs  and  cats  must  be  vaccinated  against  rabies  by  law.  Be  sure  your 
pel  is  up  to  date  on  these.  All  dog  bites  must  be  reported  By  now  all  dogs  should  be 
licensed  Please  have  your  tags  attached  to  the  animal.  Also  your  phone  number  can  be 
marked  on  inside  of  collar  tor  easy  identification  should  the  tags  fall  off 
We  are  receiving  many  more  wild  animal  calls.  Be  a<lvised  that  wild  animals  are  just  that 
They  are  not  pe  ts  and  should  not  be  fed  or  handled.  If  an  animal  looks  or  acts  strange 
notit^’  us  and  stay  away  from  it 

Remember  that  when  living  in  the  area  that  there  are  animals  both  domestic  and  wild 
that  do  venture  onto  the  roac^.  Be  extra  alert  especially  at  night  so  you  do  not  become 
involved  in  an  accident  with  one  of  them.  An  accident  with  a deer/moose/bear  can 
become  expensive  and  even  deadly. 

A second  Assistant  Animal  Control  Officer  has  been  added  to  help  maintain  the  coverage 
that  is  needed  to  answer  all  calls  as  quickly  as  possible.  Judson  Boisvert  was  chosen  as 
the  new  Assistant 

lliere  are  several  dogs  and  cats  available  for  adoption  if  anyone  is  looking  to  find  a 
companion  to  keep  them  company . I would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  has  donated  food 
for  the  stray  ammals  over  the  past  year.  This  has  helped  me  to  cut  my  cost  of  care  for  the 
strays  that  I keep. 

I have  had  numerous  people  who  have  suggested  that  some  sort  of  fiind  be  set  iq)  for 
stray  animals,  if  anyone  is  interested  or  has  any  suggestions  for  inqilementation  of  one 
please  feel  ft  ee  to  call  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

(July  1, 1998  to  June  30,  1999) 


The  end  of  1998  brought  the  Federal  deadline  for  commercial  underground  tank 
up-grades.  We  had  several  locations  come  into  compliance  and  others  that  removed  tanks 
and  cleaned  up  their  sites.  This  will  be  an  ongoing  environmental  issue  which  we  will 
monitor. 

Planning  for  the  year  2000  is  becoming  a busy  topic  in  the  emergency  services 
fields.  We  are  working  to  insure  any  date  sensitive  systems  will  be  operational.  Our 
advice  to  our  residents  will  be  to  prepare  like  you  would  for  a Northeast  winter  storm.  As 
we  gain  additional  important  information  towards  year’s  end,  it  will  be  passed  on. 

Our  grant  proposal  for  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education)  was 
approved  for  F Y 1 999.  This  program  continues  to  work  very  well  in  providing  safety 
education  to  our  children.  We  also  participated  in  the  Fire  Safety  Summer  Ceunp  program 
where  kids  can  go  to  the  Fire  Academy  for  a day  to  learn  the  duties  performed  by  fire 
fighters.  Education  of  our  youth  is  our  best  protection  against  fire  and  other  emergencies. 

Our  operational  procedures  and  emergency  responses  are  handled  through  our 
organizational  structure.  These  officers  continually  reinforce  their  commitment  to  our 
personnel  by  gaining  more  knowledge  and  strengthening  their  ability  to  get  the  job  done. 
Under  the  Fire  Chief  the  following  Officers  operate  the  Fire  Department:  Deputies  - 
David  W.  Root,  Darren  M.  Ross;  Captains  - Kevin  R.  McCarthy,  Jeffery  K.  Lowe; 
Lieutenants  - Wayne  R.  Jordan,  Mark  A.  Briand,  Neil  G.  Viner,  Evan  E.  Starbard.  Our 
Emergency  Ambulance  Captain  is  Kathleen  A.  Bassett.  Our  fire  fighters  and  ambulance 
EMTs  help  get  the  job  done.  We  continue  to  work  on  various  goals  and  objectives  for  the 
department  to  better  serve  our  residents  of  Rutland.  Work  continues  on  many  specific 
projects,  including;  fire  fighter  training,  fire  safety  education,  department  structure, 
operational  service  delivery  and  updating  our  long  range  and  capital  needs  plans. 

We  sincerely  thank  the  voters  for  approving  our  requests  for  a new  ambulance  and 
Chiefs  vehicle.  These  vehicles  will  be  tremendous  assets  in  accomplishing  our  tasks 
safely.  By  following  our  capital  plan,  we  try  to  keep  our  apparatus  and  equipment  up- 
dated to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  our  town. 

Several  new  roads  have  been  created  in  Rutland  this  year  with  new  homes  started 
on  them.  We  respectfully  ask  that  all  homeowners  and  business  owners  put  their  street 
numbers  on  their  buildings.  This  is  extremely  important  in  an  emergency  response  to  find 
you  in  the  least  amount  of  time.  Our  Town  by-laws  require  these  numbers,  but  more 
importantly,  it  is  to  help  you  in  an  emergency. 

We  appreciate  the  approval  of  our  Public  Safety  Building  project.  We  will 
continue  our  work  with  the  Police  Department  to  complete  plans  for  additional  space  for 
fire  and  dispatch  and  new  police  station. 
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Our  emergency  medical  training  program  continues  throughout  the  year. 
All  EMTs  are  on  a 2 year  continuing  education  re-certification  schedule.  This  has  our 
people  taking  classes  and  practical  sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other  locations  in 
the  State  and  out  of  state.  We  appreciate  the  commitment  of  these  people.  Our  fire 
training  program  is  always  very  active  with  in-house  programs  and  training  sessions 
provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting  Academy.  We  provided  training  in  search 
and  rescue,  forcible  entry,  ventilation,  live  fires  and  all  related  fire  fighting  procedures. 
We  also  train  with  our  surrounding  mutual-aid  towns  to  better  coordinate  operations  at 
major  incidents.  Five  of  our  fire  fighters  attended  the  National  Fire  Academy  in 
Emmitsburg,  Maryland.  We  appreciate  them  taking  their  own  time  to  enhance  their  skills. 

State  Department  of  Personnel  regulations  for  appointing  on-call  fire  fighters 
Has  created  more  hurdles  for  us  to  bring  people  onto  the  department.  Time  and  financial 
requirements  for  medical  testing,  training  and  physical  testing  add  to  what  needs  to  be 
done.  We  always  welcome  anyone  interested  in  becoming  a fire  fighter  and/or  ambulance 
EMT,  if  you  are  interested  in  helping,  please  stop  by  and  see  us. 

As  the  Town  continues  to  grow,  the  amount  and  complexity  of  the  department’s 
responsibilities  increase.  While  we  continually  prepare  to  meet  emergency  challenges,  we 
also  provide  fire  prevention  inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code  regulation 
enforcement  and  other  activities.  We  responded  to  the  following  emergencies  and  other 
incidents  from  July  1,  1998  through  June  30,  1999: 

• 26  structure  and  2 chimney  fires 

• 9 motor  vehicle  fires 

• 36  other  type  fires 

• 37  motor  vehicle  accidents 

• 15  mutual  aid  requests  for  fires 

• 57  fire  alarm  activations 

• 6 public  service  calls 

• 272  emergency  ambulance  requests 

• 6 mutual  aid  ambulance  requests 

• 2 life  flight  helicopter  requests 

• 3 carbon  monoxide  alarm  activation  requests 

• 6 smell  of  smoke  investigations 

• 1 search  and  rescue

Fighting  forest,  brush,  and  grass  fires  is  another  responsibility.  The  majority  tend 
to  occur  in  the  spring  season.  We  work  closely  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Fire  Control  in 
this  district.  The  Fire  Department  Officers  are  appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens.  The 
following  activity  occurred  from  July  1,  1998  through  June  30,1999: 

• 23  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

• 677  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many  townspeople.  The  guidelines 
remain  the  same,  — the  burning  of  brush  and  forest  debris  only,  — no  grass,  no  leaves, 
no  other  materials.  The  time  period  remains  from  January  15“’  through  May  P* 

A permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Fire  Chief.  Weather  may  make  burning  conditions 
unsafe,  therefor  permits  are  not  issued  on  those  days. 

The  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade’s  untiring  efforts  to  support  town- wide 
activities  just  keeps  on  going.  Rehabilitation  of  the  Old  Fire  Station  continues  as  well  as 
major  support  for  youth  activities  in  town.  We  want  to  thank  the  Fire  Brigade  for  their 
continued  support  of  the  department  with  the  purchase  of  radio  receivers,  training 
equipment  and  continued  purchases  of  refreshments  at  major  incidents  for  us. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  make  this  department 
function,  as  well  as  the  understanding  of  their  families  while  they  are  out  helping  their 
neighbors  in  times  of  need.  Thank  you,  townspeople,  for  supporting  our  efforts.

Rutland  Communications  Committee 
Annual  Report-  FY99 

(Julyl,  1998  to  June  30,  1999) 

The  Rutland  Communications  Center  operates  24  hours  a day  handling  all  9-1-1  calls,  other 
emergency  calls,  business  calls  and  dispatching  for  our  Police,  Fire  and  Emergency  Medical  personal  in  our 
Public  Safety  departments  in  both  Rutland  and  Oakham. 

The  demands  upon  our  department  grow  with  the  ever-increasing  populations  of  our  towns.  We  take 
pride  in  our  ability  to  provide  courteous,  efficient  and  individualized  professional  service  to  all  with  whom  we 
deal.  Due  to  our  changing  operational  needs  we  requested  at  Town  Meeting  and  it  was  voted  to  change  the 
structure  of  the  Communications  Department  by  dissolving  the  Communications  Committee  and  having  the 
department  supervised  by  the  Fire  Chief  and  the  Police  Chief.  This  arrangement  provides  for  a direct  line  of 
communication  on  a daily  basis,  which  is  vital  to  the  operations  of  our  Public  Safety  departments.  It  also  will 
enhance  our  operating  environment  when  the  new  Public  Safety  Complex  is  completed. 

We  said  goodbye  to  one  of  our  dispatchers,  Sean  Miller,  as  he  has  moved  out  of  state.  We  wish  Sean 
well  in  all  his  endeavors.  We  welcome  our  newest  dispatcher  Suzanne  Bassett,  who  is  also  an  EMT  in  Rutland 
as  well  as  a dispatcher  in  Paxton.  We  extend  our  congratulations  to  dispatchers  Tim  Sherblom,  Heather  Welsh 
and  Lisa  Kane  for  passing  the  Part  time  Police  Academy.  Tim,  Heather  and  Lisa  were  just  recently  sworn  in 
as  part  time  police  officers  for  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

All  of  our  dispatchers  are  trained  in  emergency  service  protocol  and  continue  to  improve  their  skills 
through  seminars  and  classes.  We  have  recently  completed  an  upgrade  to  our  operational  computer  program, 
including  putting  the  Oakham  logs  on-line.  This  upgrade  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  logging  and  reporting 
various  aspects  of  operations,  streamlining  the  flow  of  information  between  the  various  departments.  In 
addition  we  are  looking  into  networking  with  the  Town  Hall  to  improve  communications  even  further.  We  take 
pride  in  our  ability  to  provide  the  best  possible  service  to  our  residents.  Police,  Fire  and  Emergency  Medical 
Service  personnel,  our  dog  officers  and  other  departments  we  interface  with.  We  will  continue  to  improve  our 
procedures  and  enhance  our  training  so  that  we  may  continue  this  service. 
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The  Communications  Center  has  further  upgraded  our  operating  systems  to  be  fully  prepared  and  Y2K 
compliant  for  the  new  millennium.  Our  operating  systems  including,  standard  computing,  IMC,  LEAPS,  E91 1 , 
local  network  and  telephones  have  had  the  necessary  corrections  made  and  we  anticipate  a smooth  transition 
into  the  year  2000.  We  are  also  looking  forward,  with  great  excitement,  to  moving  into  our  new  home  when  the 
Public  Safety  Complex  is  completed.  The  current  arrangement  is  very  overcrowded  and  inadequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  Communications  Center.  We  look  forward  to  improving  our  aesthetic  conditions.  We  have  also 
begun  an  intensive  project  of  upgrading  all  of  our  operating  procedures  for  the  various  Public  Safety 
departments. 

9-1-1  is  an  Enhanced  Emergency  Communications  System  utilized  throughout  Massachusetts  for  the 
general  public  to  quickly  access  emergency  services.  We  must  impress  upon  you  that  it  is  for  emergency  calls 
only.  All  other  business  calls  are  to  be  dialed  on  the  department’s  number  and  the  Communications  Center 
can  be  reached  at  886-2123.  We  would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  educating  our  children  in  the  proper 
use  of  9-1-1 , as  we  have  had  incidences  of  possible  tragedies  that  were  avoided  because  a young  child  made 
the  right  call  by  dialing  9-1-1  for  help.  We  applaud  the  Rutland  Fire  Fighters  for  helping  to  educate  our  youth 
in  the  proper  use  of  this  most  important  emergency  line  through  the  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire 
Education)  training  program  in  our  schools.  We  would  also  like  to  note  that  we  are  fully  TTY  (Teletypewriter 
Device)  capable  and  encourage  any  hearing  impaired  residents  who  possess  TTY  equipment  to  use  their 
system. 


To  help  responding  emergency  personnel  tocate  you  as  quickly  as  possible,  you  are  required  to  clearly 
mark  your  dwellings  with  six  inch,  or  larger,  black  numbers.  If  your  dwelling  is  located  away  from  the  road,  out 
of  sight,  you  must  also  display  your  dwelling  number  on  you  mailbox  or  other  permanent  fixture  at  the  street 
entrance.  We  also  urge  all  residents  to  complete  the  Town  Census  information,  as  this  information  provides 
us  with  an  important  reference  tool  in  emergencies.  We  request  all  residents  whose  home  is  equipped  with 
a burglar  or  fire  alarm  system  to  provide  the  Communications  Center  with  that  information,  as  well  as  the 
appropriate  emergency  contacts  and  keyholders.  If  a situation  with  your  home  should  arise,  dispatch  will  then 
be  able  to  notify  you  and  the  people  you  designate  of  the  situation. 
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We  would  also  like  to  remind  all  residents  of  our  House  Watch  programs.  If  you  are  going  away  on 
vacation,  or  for  any  other  reason,  call  the  Communications  Center  providing  some  basic  information  and  the 
Rutland/Oakham  Police  Department  will  make  random  checks  of  your  house  during  that  period.

Scott 
Gilroy  ran  for  the  permanent  position  in  May  1999  and  was 
defeated  by  Elizabeth  Sidoti.  Nathan  Locke  became  Chairman  again 
with  Paul  Truscott  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Elizabeth  Sidoti  as 
Clerk.  Elizabeth  Sidoti  resigned  from  the  Board  in  October  1999 
and  Scott  Gilroy  was  re-appointed  to  the  position  and  presently 
serves  as  the  Clerk.  The  Board  employed  Randy  Mizereck  as  an 
agent  to  monitor  perc  tests  and  to  perform  other  inspections. 
Randy  was  present  for  76  perc  tests  and  279  inspections  during 
the  year.  The  Board  also  employed  Joe  Ares  as  review  engineer 
for  septic  system  designs  and  the  VNA  of  Worcester  for  nursing 
services  for  the  elderly  and  needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and 
overseen  well  and  septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and 
improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern  with  the  town 
that  consume  much  of  the  Board's  time  and  energy  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  the  past  5 years  and  plans  to  do 
the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town's  contracts  for  waste  removal  with 
haulers  and  with  Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper 
level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town's  rate. 

The  Board  continued  its  membership  in  the  Central  Massachusetts 
and  State  Associations  of  Health  Boards. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  on  issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances 
to  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1999  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum 
of  $48,039.39  collected  from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  Board's  budget  paid  $323.25  for  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy  and  home  health 
visits.  Ed  Buck  remains  as  Animal  Control  Officer. 

Bernard  O' Grady  did  pass  away  in  April.  He  served  many  years  on 
this  Board  and  sat  on  other  boards  and  committees  throughout  the 
years.  We  miss  you  dear  friend.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 

The  Rutland  Conservation  Commission  continues  in  its  duty  to  protect  the  Town’s 
water  resources  through  the  administration  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  In  addition,  the  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  Town’s  Earth 
Removal  Bylaw. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  is  charged  with  protecting  wetland 
resources  in  Rutland,  which  involves  review  of  any  work  within  100  feet  of  a resource 
area,  or  within  200  feet  of  a stream.  During  this  year,  the  Commission  reviewed  14 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability,  issued  21  Orders  of  Conditions,  and 
issued  4 Enforcement  Orders.  As  Earth  Removal  Board,  the  Commission  extended  the 
permit  for  another  year  on  one  site  in  Rutland.  In  addition  to  issuing  decisions  on  new 
applications,  the  Commission  continually  monitors  all  ongoing  construction  projects 
within  wetland  buffer  zones. 

The  Commission  has  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  this  year  writing  the  draft  of  a 
Town  Wetlands  Bylaw,  which,  if  adopted,  will  offer  more  protection  to  the  Town’s 
wetland  resources  than  is  currently  provided  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 

Enforcement  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  continues  to  be  a challenge  for  the 
Commission  and  involves  countless  hours  of  effort.  As  part  of  its  ongoing  effort  to 
educate  the  public  about  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  to  aid  residents  in  obtaining 
the  proper  permits  for  projects  affected  by  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the 
Commission  this  year  initiated  its  own  web  page  on  the  internet.  Here  residents  will 
find  general  information  about  what  the  Commission  does,  how  and  when'they  need  to 
consult  the  Commission,  why  wetlands  are  important,  etc.  The  site  also  provides 
permit  applications  that  can  be  downloaded  directly  from  the  web  page. 

This  year  all  members  of  the  Commission  completed  two  units  of  an  eight-unit  course  on 
Fundamentals  for  Conservation  Commissions,  a comprehensive  certificate  course  of  the 
MACC  (Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions)  training  program. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rutland  in  the 
protection  of  the  Town’s  environment.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Library  staff  continued  to  provide  excellent  sewices  to  a growing  number  of  library 
patrons  in  the  crowded  space  which  accommodates  patrons,  books  and  periodicals,  and 
computers. 

Trustees  voted  to  join  with  other  Central  and  Western  Massachusett  libraries  for  direct 
connection  to  the  Internet.  Library  Director  May  Lee  Tom  did  excellent  preparation  for 
upgrading  our  computers  and  installing  the  equipment  and  software  for  this  service. 

Kerry  Remington,  Assistant  Librarian,  efficiently  supervises  staff  aides,  arranges  special 
programs  and  the  museum  passes,  which  are  funded  with  LIG/MEG  money,  and  assists  patrons 
with  reference  questions.  Maureen  Lynch,  Children’s  Librarian,  conducts  popular  Story  Hours, 
children’s  programs,  and  keeps  the  children’s  collection  up-to-date  with  new  books.  She  also 
helps  children  find  books  and  materials  for  school  work  and  leisure  reading.  The  Homework 
Center  became  a popular  source  for  information. 

All  of  the  staff  are  skillful  in  helping  each  (rther  and  the  patrons.  In  a small  crowded 
library  all  the  staff  have  to  work  well  together. 

The  Trustees  and  Library  Director  reviewed  and  updated  policies.  A policy  for  use  of  the 
public  access  computer  and  Internet  was  developed  by  the  Director  and  approved  by  the 
Trustees. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  Wilson  Rains,  the  architect  chosen  to  draw  preliminary 
plans  for  a new  building.  We  visited  Medway  Public  Library,  a recently  completed  building 
which  Wilson  Rains  planned  and  supervised  construction.  Trustees  were  enthusiastic  about  the 
plan  and  the  appearance  of  this  new  library. 

We  met  with  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  about  financing  for  construction  of  a 
new  library.  The  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  does  not  have  grant  money  approved  by  the 
legislature  at  this  time.  A new  grant  round  for  library  construction  is  probably  a few  years  away. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  we  placed  an  article  on  the  town  meeting  warrant  of  May, 
1999,  for  funding  for  a new  library.  This  was  done  with  the  understanding  that  the  situation 
would  be  reviewed  in  May,  2000.  The  article  was  approved  in  town  meeting  by  a vote  of  191  in 
favor  and  14  negative.  Town  meeting  approval  is  the  first  step  in  applying  for  a construction 
grant. 


Trustees  and  staff  are  continuing  to  develop  plans  with  our  architect,  Wilson  Rains  and 
Associates.  We  welcome  comments  and  suggestions  from  patrons.  The  plans  are  on  display  at 
the  library.  We  hope  the  community  will  continue  to  support  our  efforts  to  provide  the  spacious, 
well-equipped  library  that  a growing  community  should  have.

New  Library  Plans 

The  goal  for  a new  town  library  moved  forward  when  voters  approved  the  project  and 
schematic  designs  at  the  annual  town  meeting.  The  proposed  building  will  have  an  expanded 
children’s  room.  The  space  will  accommodate  young  children  (ages  2 to  7)  to  select  board  books, 
picture  books,  and  easy  chapter  books,  play  with  educational  toys  and  participate  in  creative  group 
play;  and  older  children  (ages  8 to  12)  to  read  and  do  their  homework  after  school.  A story 
hour/crafts  room  will  be  located  nearby. 

Youth  (ages  13  to  17)  will  have  their  own  designated  area  where  they  can  leisurely  read 
materials  selected  as  being  of  particular  interest  to  this  age  group,  listen  to  music,  study,  and 
socialize. 

The  adult  services  wing  will  have  more  seating  and  additional  computers  for  patrons  to 
search  the  catalog  of  this  and  other  libraries,  CD-ROMs,  Internet,  and  commercial  databases. 

Other  features  in  the  new  facility  include  a multi-purpose  room  that  can  to  seat  up  to  100 
people,  a local  history  room,  and  an  art  gallery  to  display  work  by  local  artists  and  exhibits 
produced  by  community  and  public  service  organizations. 


Technological  Advances 

Many  things  are  happening  behind  the  scene  to  bring  Rutland  residents  better  access  to 
information.  Most  noticeable  are  the  new  computers.  Patrons  and  staff  alike  have  found  the 
upgraded  software  more  user  fnendly.  Public  access  to  the  Internet  is  faster  since  the  switch  from 
a dial-up  to  a direct  connection. 
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Individuals  who  have  a computer  and  are  connected  to  the  Internet,  can  now  search  the 
Electric  Library'  and  InfoTrac  databases  from  home  or  office.  Stop  by  or  call  the  library  to  get  a 
description  of  the  databases  and  obtain  instructions  for  remote  access.  This  new  service  is 
provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  and  the  Central  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System. 


Programs 

This  year’s  summer  reading  program  resulted  in  209  children  signing  up  and  reading  2,215 
books.  Activities  centered  around  the  theme,  “Unlock  the  Mystery-Read!”.  The  children 
participated  in  a scavenger  hunt  and  listened  to  a presentation  about  fingerprints  given  by  a police 
officer. 


In  addition  to  story  hour  and  wood  painting  classes,  a series  of  activities  related  to  the 
popular  American  Girls  books  was  planned  around  the  beloved  characters.  Felicity,  Josefina, 
Kirsten,  Addy,  Samantha,  and  Molly.  Projects  included:  sewing  a quilted  pillow,  stitching  a mob 
cap,  making  a memory  book,  stringing  a cowrie  shell  necklace,  making  a sachet,  and  designing  a 
book  cover. 

Family  Internet  Night  was  held  in  conjunction  with  America  Links  Up— Kids  Online  Week 
in  September.  Users  were  introduced  to  basic  search  techniques  and  safety  tips.  Author  Janice 
Lindsay  helped  celebrate  Children’s  Book  Week  in  November  by  reading  excerpts  from  her  book. 
The  Milly  Stories  and  holding  a book  signing.  The  children  even  tried  their  hand  at  decorating 
cookies  for  Valentine’s  Day. 

Among  the  programs  for  adults  were  a gardening  workshop  given  by  Lisa  Jayne  Bochan  of 
Holden  Agway,  an  automobile  seminar  given  by  Craig  Van  Batenburg  of  Van  Batenburg’s  Garage, 
and  a book  discussion  program.  Our  library  was  one  of  27  hbraries  across  the  Commonwealth 
selected  by  the  Massachusetts  Foundation  for  the  Humanities  to  host  ‘The  Ends  of  Civihzation; 
Taking  Stock  on  the  Eve  of  the  Millennium.”  We  examined  the  status  of  politics  and  government, 
science,  education,  the  environment,  and  social  relations  in  America. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  has  been  supportive  of  our  endeavors.  They  hosted  a 
Homework  Center  Open  House,  Scholastic  book  fair,  and  an  ice  cream  sundae  party  to  celebrate 
the  success  of  the  summer  reading  program. 

Grants  from  the  Rutland  Cultural  Council  provided  a performance  of  “The  Shoemaker  and 
the  Elves”  by  the  Poobley  Greggy  Puppet  Theater,  a museum  pass  to  the  Higgins  Armory,  and  two 
workshops  to  create  books  to  fill  with  drawings,  photographs,  poems,  or  mementos. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  working  with  the  architect  on  the  next  phase  of  design 
development.  Join  us  in  building  a library  for  the  new  millenium  that  will  be  an  extraordinary 
resource  for  the  community.

Library  Director 
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Report  of  the  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 


The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission,  R.D.I.C.,  continued  their  efforts  in; 
moving  forward  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  Legislation,  completing  the  compilation  of 
large  land  parcels  for  possible  non-residential  uses,  and  participating  in  the  drafting  of  the 
Town’s  Master  Plan. 

The  R.D.I.C.  completed  the  compilation  and  mapping  of  twenty-eight  privately  held 
parcels  of  land  with  possible  business  or  other  than  residential  uses.  The  map  was  turned 
over  to  Pamela  Brown  of  Beals  & Thomas,  consultant  for  the  Master  Plan  Zoning 
Sub-committee.  The  map  has  served  as  a good  reference  tool  when  considering  new 
business  and  light  industrial  zoning. 

The  committee  continued  their  efforts  in  getting  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  Disposition 
Legislation  through  the  State  House  and  Senate.  Committee  members  educated 
themselves  further  on  the  bill  process  and  the  possible  time  frame  for  having  the  cleaned 
site  turned  over  to  the  town.  With  help  from  the  Zoning  By-law  Subcommittee  the 
R.D.I.C.  was  able  to  keep  the  public  informed  of  the  pending  legislation,  and  put  together 
letters  of  support  from  Town  Boards  and  residents.  These  letters  were  delivered  to  the 
State  House  in  June  by  members  of  the  R.D.I.C.  and  town  residence.  It  was  through  these 
efforts,  and  the  efforts  of  Representative  Harold  Lane  and  Senator  Stephen  Brewer  that 
the  existing  title  issue  was  resolved,  and  after  an  eight  year  struggle  the  property  was 
finally  deeded  from  the  Federal  to  State  Government.  A week  after  the  Hospital  became 
State  property.  The  Committee  on  State  Administration  voted  unanimously  that  the 
Hospital  bill.  Bill  Number  2800,  merited  moving  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  for 
consideration  and  presentation  to  the  House  and  Senate  for  confirmation.  As  of  this 
writing,  October  1999,  the  bill  is  still  in  Ways  and  Means  awaiting  the  $ 10  Million 
funding  necessary  for  sight  clean  up  and  removal.  The  Bill  probably  will  not  be  considered 
until  after  Representative  Lane’s  vacant  House  seat  is  filled. 

R.D.I.C.  member,  Mike  Sullivan,  began  his  third  year  as  chairman  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw 
Subcommittee.  This  committee  is  responsible  for  drafting  the  Town’s  Master  Plan.  The 
education  provided  by  Mike  to  R.D.I.C.  members  as  to  the  importance  of  this  project,  has 
led  to  increased  attendance  and  input  from  committee  members  at  Master  Plan  meetings 
and  public  workshops. 

The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  will  continue  efforts  to  make 
Rutland  a better  place  for  small  business,  while  maintaining  the  rural  character  and  sense 
of  community  we  all  love.  The  R.D.I.C.  meets  every  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  the 
Community  Hall  at  7:45  A.M.;  your  attendance  and  input  are  always  welcome.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RUTLAND  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  growth  and  transition  for  the  Council  on  Aging’s  programs  and 
personnel.  At  the  same  time  we  continue  to  benefit  fi-om  the  consistent  generosity  of  many 
volunteers  who  help  to  maintain  the  quality  of  the  programs  offered  and  to  generate  new  ideas  to 
help  meet  the  needs  of  the  6OO-1-  seniors  the  Council  serves. 

A new  Coordinator,  Virginia  Lamoreaux,  was  welcomed  in  February  following  the  resignation  of 
the  Council’s  first  Coordinator,  Kathryn  Kingsbury.  Kay’s  tireless  efforts  had  laid  a substantial 
foundation  of  services  and  programs  including  intergenerational  programs  and  outreach  services 
which  will  be  maintained  and  hopefully  expanded. 

Intergenerational  programs  this  year  have  included  a Halloween  party,  a very  well  attended 
Holiday  Breakfast  and  computer  training  for  seniors  conducted  by  middle  school  students.  Other 
successful  events  included  a dinner  sponsored  by  the  Rutland  Police  Department  through  a 
Community  Policing  Grant,  the  goal  of  which  was  to  allow  seniors  to  feel  better  acquainted  with 
the  local  law  enforcement  staff.  The  workshop:  “ Leave  a Legacy;  A Grandparent’s  Journal” 
was  a new  offering  which  was  enjoyed  by  the  participants. 

Other  additions  to  the  monthly  calendar  for  seniors  include  a walking  club  and  senior  bowling. 
Ongoing  programs  and  services  include  availability  of  computers,  blood  pressure,  flu  and 
pneumonia  clinics  provided  by  the  St.  Vincent  Hospital  Outreach  Division  and  transportation  for 
medical  appointments  and  shopping  trips  provided  by  the  SCM  Elderbus. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Age  Center  of  Worcester,  Inc.,  the  Council  on  Aging  sponsors  the  local 
meal  site  program  which  is  directed  by  Janet  Swenson.  The  meal  site  location  changed  to  the 
Community  Center  on  Glenwood  Road  in  the  fall  of  1998,  and  Janet,  meal  site  attendees  and 
several  volunteers  have  woriced  hard  to  create  a pleasant  environment  conducive  to  dropping  in 
for  more  than  just  a meal.  In  addition,  volunteers  deliver  meals  to  homebound  seniors. 

Sadly,  the  Council  on  Aging  Board  lost  a dedicated  member  with  the  death  of  Elizabeth 
Thompson.  The  Board  has  been  fortunate  to  welcome  new  member  John  Smith. 

The  Council  on  Aging  would  like  to  extend  thanks  to  the  many  volunteer  from  all  sectors  of  the 
community  who  help  make  it  possible  to  offer  programs  and  services  which  may  enhance  the  lives 
of  Rutland’s  senior  population.

We  did  add  a member  to  our  board  this  past  year,  George  Mahowald  . Gewge  is  also  a member  of  the  assessors. 

Two  of  the  older  building  in  the  center  of  town  were  tom  down.  The  building  next  to  the  library  was  bought  by 
the  town  and  demolished.  The  building  across  Main  St.  owned  by  Dr.  Cohen  was  bought  and  demolished  to  be 
replaced  by  a Dunkin  Donuts  . Originally  the  new  owners  proposed  saving  the  front  of  the  building  and  renovat- 
ing it  but  following  a court  battle  with  the  town  they  decided  to  demolish  it  and  replace  it  with  a building  in  a 
similar  styles  as  others  remaining  in  the  center. 

Progress  is  ongoing  with  preparing  the  cemeteries  and  some  archeological  sites  for  inclusion  in  the  state  invento- 
ries. Rutland  is  rich  in  history  dating  back  to  pre-revolutionary  times  and  it’s  cemeteries  and  sites  are  unique.

While  I will  see  anyone  without  an  appointment,  I 
recommend  that  you  call  for  an  appointment  as  this  will  allow  me  the  time  to 
research  and  prepare  whatever  paper  work  that  may  be  required,  also  most 
questions  can  be  handled  over  the  telephone.  If  you  cannot  come  to  the  office 
due  to  sickness  or  any  other  valid  reason,  I will  visit  you  at  your  home  of  any 
other  location  convenient  for  you.  I can  be  reached  at  the  office  on  508-885- 
7508.  Do  not  hesitate  to  leave  a message  as  I check  my  telephone  messages 
several  times  daily,  also  early  evenings,  I also  accept  telephone  calls  at  my 
home  508-885-2913. 

I is  very  important  that  all  Veteran’s  register  v/ith  this  office  so  as  to 
make  certain  that  complete  records  are  on  file.  The  purpose  of  having  copies 
of  these  records,  which  are  treated  in  the  most  confidential  manner,  is  to 
assist  you  or  your  family  in  obtaining  benefits.  As  an  absolute  minimum,  we 
should  have  a copy  of  your  discharge  and  service  record.  This  would  enable 
us  to  secure  the  additional  records  required  to  assist  you  in  obtaining 
benefits. 

This  office  is  operated  under  Mass  .General  Laws,  Chapter  115,  and  its 
purpose  is  to  aid  and  assist  qualified  veterans  and  their  families  in  obtaining 
benefits  due  them  in  their  time  of  need. 

It  is  the  function  of  this  office  to  assist  and  direct  the  veteran  in 
obtaining  benefits  that  he/she  may  quality  for  such  as:  social  security, 
welfare  dept..  Mass.  Re-hab  and  Vocational  Training,  VA  Pensions,  VA 
Hospital,  Outpatient  Clinic,  Medical  Home  Care  Unit,  Pharmacy,  Burial 
Benefits  and  Markers,  etc. 

All  financial  benefits  dispersed  by  this  department  are  authorized  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  and  are  75%  reimbursable  by  the 
State,  except  training  and  certification,  which  is  100%  reimbursable.  As  of 
November  1998,  all  veterans  agents  must  be  certified. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


Pursuant  to  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-law  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40 A, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  (the  “Board”)  performs  the  following  functions:  The  Board 

(1)  acts  upon  requests  for  Variances  from  the  requirements  of  the  Town’s  Zoning  By- 
law; 

(2)  acts  upon  requests  for  Special  Permits  as  authorized  by  the  Town’s  Zoning  By- 
law; 

(3)  acts  upon  requests  for  Site  Plan  Approval  with  respect  to  alterations  or 
modifications  of  structures  or  uses  within  business  or  industrial  districts;  and 

(4)  acts  upon  appeals  by  persons  aggrieved  by  reason  of  their  inability  to  obtain  a 
permit  from  any  administrative  official,  board,  or  the  building  inspector. 

The  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:00  PM  at 
Community  Hall.  In  addition,  it  schedules  and  holds  public  hearings  when  petitions,  applications 
or  appeals  are  filed  with  the  Board.  The  Board  carries  out  its  functions  pursuant  to  the  specific 
authority  provided  to  it  by  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-law,  Chapter  40A  and  its  own  procedural 
rules.  In  accordance  with  those  rules,  the  Board  charges  a fee,  not  to  exceed  $100,  to  cover 
administrative  costs  for  conducting  public  hearings.

To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland: 

Fiscal  Year  2000  has  been  a busy  and  interesting  year,  for  the  Town  of  Rutland.  In  May  of  2000 
we  witnessed  the  beginning  of  construction  of  our  new  Ubrary,  with  a completion  date  scheduled 
for  the  Spring  of  200 1 . This  past  summer  we  had  the  reopening  of  our  town  pool,  thanks  to  the 
hard  work  of  many  volunteers  and  our  Department  of  Public  Works. 

This  past  July  and  August,  thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  many  town  residents  and  especially  the  work 
of  Representative  Bunker  and  Senator  Brewer,  the  legislature  passed  and  the  governor  signed  a 10 
million  dollar  Rutland  Heights  Clean  Up  Bill  into  law.  We  are  all  hoping  that  in  the  very  near 
future  this  site  will  be  cleaned  up  and  returned  to  the  Citizens  of  Rutland. 

The  town  continues  to  be  in  negotiations  with  the  City  of  Worcester  and  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  over  our  sewer  rate  and  sewer  agreement.  We  are  confident  that  we  will  settle  on  a 
fair  and  equitable  rate  and  an  agreement  which  will  protect  the  interest  of  our  town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  participating  along  with  Holden,  Paxton,  Princeton  and  Sterling 
in  a series  of  Regional  Selectboard  meetings.  We  have  been  discussing  issues  relevant  to  our 
towns  and  trying  to  come  up  with  solutions  that  will  be  beneficial  to  us  all.  One  of  the  issues  we 
looked  at  was  the  feasibility  of  breaking  up  the  school  district.  Selectmen  Briggs  and  Leger  were 
our  representatives  on  this  committee  and  they  both  did  an  outstanding  job.  We  are  working  with 
the  School  Committee  to  see  if  we  can  build  a new  high  school  which  is  desperately  needed!  The 
renovations  and  addition  to  Naquag  are  nearly  completed  and  the  school  looks  great.  If  you 
haven’t  seen  the  renovations  please  arrange  a visit.  I’m  sure  you  will  be  pleased. 

We  thought  that  by  December  3 1st  of  2000  Holden  would  no  longer  be  drawing  water  from 
Muschopauge.  But  because  of  problems  with  their  new  project  to  replace  Muschopauge,  Holden 
has  asked  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  a six  month  extension.  The  D.E.P.  will 
grant  an  extension  but  with  some  strict  stipulations  and  guidelines  on  conservation.  You  can  be 
assured  that  we  will  carefully  monitor  this  process. 

Lastly,  the  Board  would  like  to  recognize  and  commend  all  the  employees  of  the  town  for  their 
dedication  and  commitment.  We  also  would  like  to  thank  all  the  hundreds  of  people  that  volunteer 
their  valuable  time  to  the  Town  of  Rutland.  Without  these  dedicated  people  many  of  the  activities 
that  take  place  here  in  Rutland  would  not  happen.  Finally,  a special  thanks  to  our  Administrative 
Assistant  Jackie  O’Brien  for  her  hard  work  and  assistance  she  gives  to  our  board.  Also,  thanks  to 
our  former  secretary  Kathy  Murphy  for  her  great  services  to  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Rutland: 

The  Finance  Committee  makes  recommendations  to  the  town  meeting  after  considering 
the  needs  of  the  community  and  the  financial  impact  of  all  town  meeting  articles 
presented.  This  encompasses  the  annual  operating  budget,  as  well  as  other  financial 
matters  such  as  financial  management,  financial  policy  and  financial  planning.  The 
Finance  Committee  is  charged  by  the  Town  of  Rutland  bi-laws  to  review  budget  requests 
from  all  departments  as  well  as  elected  and  appointed  boards  in  order  to  present  a 
balanced  budget  to  the  town. 

The  Town  of  Rutland  has,  and  continues  to,  experience  a significant  rise  in  population. 
People  have  come  to  Rutland  in  order  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  life  in  a small  town.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  worked  many  hours  during  fiscal  year  ^000  to  balance  the  need 
for  increased  resources  to  boards,  departments  and  committees,  while  at  the  same  time 
prudently  planning  for  large  capital  projects.  This  has  been  accomplished  in  such  a 
fashion  so  that  increased  demand  for  town  resources  and  services  is  met,  planning  for 
large  capital  expenses  is  solid,  and  tax  rates  are  kept  at  a comfortable  level  for  citizens. 

Dunng  fiscal  year  2000,  the  Finance  Committee  worked  with  various  town  departments 
and  committees  to  ensure  that  the  financial  planning  for  large  capital  projects  such  as  the 
future  library,  the  future  D.P.  W.  garage  and  the  future  pubic  safety  center  are  all  able  to 
be  successful  projects  which  do  not  negatively  impact  the  financial  well-being  of  the 
town.  While  the  Finance  Committee  does  not  detennine  or  project  the  cost  of  capital 
projects,  it  does  take  the  cost  estimates  provided  by  the  associated  departments  in  order  to 
make  the  most  responsible  financial  recommendations.  The  Committee  feels  this  task  has 
been  accomplished  through  a forty  year  borrowing  plan  combined  wath  the  ability  to 
“save”  financial  resources  within  the  tax  levy  several  years  previous  to  the  completion  of 
the  projects.  Annual  “new'  growth”  money  received  by  the  town  through  taxes  will  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debt  incurred  by  these  projects  when  the  borrowing  for 
them  becomes  permanent.  Until  the  borrowing  becomes  permanent,  a lower  tax  rate  will 
be  achieved.  When  the  borrowing  is  permanent  on  all  three  projects,  there  will  be  a rise  in 
the  tax  rate,  however,  it  w ill  be  within  the  limitations  of  Proposition  2 and  Vi. 

The  Finance  Committee  looks  forward  to  working  with  all  boards,  committees  and 
departments  in  the  upcoming  fiscal  year  2001  budget  season.  We  feel  confident  the 
planning  w'hich  took  place  in  2000  and  prior  will  allow  us  to  have  another  successful 
budget  season.

The  Town  Clerk’s  office  found  fiscal  2000  to  be  another  busy  year,  as  our 
population  (estimated  at  over  6,400)  keeps  growing,  the  needs  and  services  required 
increase.  We  recorded,  maintained  and  licensed  3,566  registered  voters;  1118  dogs;  33 
deaths;  93  births;  31  marriages  and  over  200  fishing/hunting/sporting  licenses.  We 
continue  to  file  UCCS  as  well  as  many  planning  and  zoning  issues. 

The  annual  census  went  out  in  January.  Initiative  petitions  were  filed  and 
signatures  verified,  and  one  special  primary  and  two  special  elections  were  held.  A 
recount  was  held  on  one  of  the  special  elections.  The  election  results  as  well  as  town 
meeting  minutes  follow  this  report. 

A reminder  to  registered  voters  when  you  sign  a nomination  paper  or  a petition 
please  do  the  following:  1.  Only  sign  if  you  are  a registered  voter.  2.  Sign  your  name 
and  your  residential  address  (no  post  office  boxes  are  allowed).  3.  If  you  have  normally 
very  bad  penmanship,  print  your  name  in  the  same  box  as  the  signature  (if  we  can’t  read 
it  - we  can’t  verify  it).  Most  important,  4.  Do  not  sign  your  husband’s  or  wife’s  name  or 
any  other  name  other  than  your  own.  If  you  move,  please  inform  the  Town  Clerk’s  office 
so  that  we  will  change  our  records. 

Please  encourage  any  of  your  family  members  who  are  not  registered  voters  to 
register.  Anyone  who  attains  the  age  of  1 8 may  register  or  if  you  are  1 8 by  the  date  of 
the  next  election  you  may  register  (you  still  must  register  20  days  prior  to  the  election  to 
be  eligible.) 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff,  Dianne  Landquist,  Kathleen  Green  and  Anita 
Carlson.  With  the  growth  of  the  town  their  duties  have  continued  to  increase,  and  we 
have  had  to  adopt  new  procedures.  As  always  they  have  met  the  demand  with  a smile 
determined  to  accomplish  their  tasks.  They  continue  to  perform  the  tasks  that  are  given 
them  and  I am  very  lucky  to  have  them.  As  always,  if  you  have  questions  please  feel  free 
to  call  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  - 7:30  a.m.

History 

The  position  of  Town  Clerk  has  an  ancient  and  honorable  history. 
In  biblical  times  town  clerks  were  scribes  or  scholars,  learned  mend 
who  were  among  the  few  people  who  could  read  and  write.  Their  writings 
became  the  historical  record  of  the  times. 

The  position  has  since  evolved  to  include  many  duties  now 
mandated  by  law  and  many  others  established  by  tradition  in  the 
community.  Functions  of  the  office  vary  with  the  size  of  the  community 
and  whether  the  Town  Clerk  is  full  or  part-time  position.  In  some 
communities  the  Town  Clerk  may  also  be  the  Finance  Officer,  Tax 
Collector,  Treasurer,  or  Town  Manager.  In  Massachusetts,  most  Town 
Clerk  Clerks  are  elected  to  office;  in  some  communities,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  or  the  Town  Manager  appoints  them. 

Town  Clerks  are  committed  to  work  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
mandates  and  customs  of  their  communities  and  serve  the  citizens  as  the 
focal  point  of  town  government .

Article  3;  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from 
Available  Funds  (Free  Cash),  $3,390.00  to  purchase  file  cabinets  for 
the  Accounting  and  Selectmen's  office  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  dispose  of  the  old  ones.  Motion  was  seconded. 

Unanimously  passed. 

Article  4;  Mr.  Leger  moved  no  action  be  taken  on  this  article.  Motion 
was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  This  article  dealt  with 
transferring  additional  funds  into  the  Legal  Account. 

Article  5:  Mr.  Anderson  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Free  Cash),  $4,000.00  for  a Town  Center  Design  Study  to  be 
completed  in  the  fall  of  1999  as  a supplement  to  the  Rutland  Master 
Plan.  Motion  was  seconded.  Discussion  was  held  as  to  how  the  Town 
would  benefit  from  the  study.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  6:  Mr.  Anderson  moved  the  Town  vote  to  seek  a master  grant 
from  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  (MDC)  for  the  purpose  of 
start-up  funding  for  professional  services,  such  assistance  to  cover 
three  years  at  $30,000  for  the  first  year,  $20,000  the  second  year,  and 
$10,000  the  third  year.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 
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Article  7:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Free  Cash)  $3,299.00  for  the  purchase  of  two  (2)  trailers  for 
the  D.P.W.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  8:  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Section  12,  Chapter  30B  of  the  M.G.L.  that  allow  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  (Town)  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  period  longer 
than  one  year.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  9:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Free  Cash),  $34,400.00  to  make  improvements  to  Memorial  Field. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  10:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Water  Enterprise  Free  Cash),  $2,400.00  to  purchase  a storage 
container.  Motion  was  seconded.  Town  Meeting  body  questioned  the 
amount  in  the  Enterprise  Free  Cash.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  11;  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from 
Available  Funds  (Water  Enterprise  Free  Cash),  $3,500.00  to  purchase 
computers  and  related  equipment  for  the  Water  Treatment  Facility. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  12:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Free  Cash),  $4,000.00  to  install  lighting  at  Putnam  Park. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  13;  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Free  Cash),  $6,800.00  to  repair  the  stone  wall  on  Glenwood  Road. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  14;  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from 
Available  Funds  (Free  Cash),  $15,000.00  for  tree  removal.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  15;  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  $30,000.00 
($15,000.00  from  Available  Funds  - Free  Cash-,  $15,000.00  from  Sewer 
Receipts  Reserved  for  Appropriation) , to  purchase  a Sewer  and  Drain 
Cleaning  Machine.  Motion  was  seconded.  Voter  questioned  why  free  cash 
being  used.  Mr.  Briggs  explained  that  the  machine  would  be  used  to 
clean  the  Town's  drains,  as  well  as  sewer.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  16;  Mr.  Briggs  moved  no  action  be  taken  on  this  article. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  Article  dealt  with 
improvements/repairs  to  primary  school  building. 

Article  17:  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  no  action  be  taken  on  this  article. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed.  Article  dealt  with 
improvement/repairs  to  Community  Hall. 

Article  18;  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  borrow  $154,000.00  for  up 
to  40  years  to  make  Water  System  Improvements  on  Maple  Avenue,  Central 
Tree  Road  and  Highland  Park  Road.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously 
passed. 

Article  19:  Mr.  Briggs  moved  the  Town  vote  to  borrow  $191,000.00  for  up 
to  30  years  to  make  Sewer  System  Improvements  on  Laurelwood  Road, 

Inwood  Road,  Oakwood  Road,  Edson  Avenue,  and  Miles  Road.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  20:  Mr.  Cornacchioli  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from 
Available  Funds  (Free  Cash),  $50,000.00  to  be  added  to  the 
Stabilization  Account.  Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 
Article  21:  Mr.  Leger  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available 
Funds  (Free  Cash),  $250,000.00  to  reduce  the  fiscal  year  2000  tax  levy. 
Motion  was  seconded.  Unanimously  passed. 

Article  22;  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  Town  vote  unfavorable  on 
this  article.  Town  Counsel  explained  that  the  wording  of  the  article 
was  not  consistent  to  the  terminology  used  in  appropriating  funds. 

Miss  Tokarz  moved  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  Available  Funds  (Free 
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Cash)  a sum  of  money  in  the  amount  of  $250,000.00  for  the  repaving  of 
Edson  Avenue,  Laurelwood  Road,  Birchwood  Road,  and  Oakwood  Road. 

Motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Briggs  explained  that  the  Town  had  Central  Mass.  Regional 
Planning  Commission  survey  the  Town's  roads.  CMRP  submitted  a list  of 
the  town's  streets  to  the  Board.  This  list  is  in  order  of  when  the 
road  should  be  repaired/repaved.  The  Town  has  been  using  list  as  a 
guideline  to  when  streets  will  be  repaired/repaved.  There  being  no 
further  questions  the  Moderator  called  for  a vote. 

Motion  was  defeated. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  8:35  p.m.

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Rutland  School  Building  Committee  (FY  2000  Report) 

The  School  Building  Committee  was  established  in  February  1996  following  town 
meeting  approval  of  $14.5  million  to  build  and  renovate  schools.  To  reduce  the  impact 
on  the  local  tax  base,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  reimburses  the  town’s 
design  and  construction  costs  and  interest  expenses  in  the  amount  of  78%.  The 
committee  is  overseeing  the  design  and  construction  of  Central  Tree  Middle  School 
(grades  5-8)  and  the  renovation  of  Naquag  School  (grades  K-4). 

In  August  of  1998,  Central  Tree  Middle  School  first  opened  to  students  in  grades  5-8. 
Although  the  building  has  been  serving  the  needs  of  middle  school  students  for  over  2 
years,  the  Building  Committee  is  still  involved  in  resolving  the  last  major  outstanding 
issue  with  the  project.  To  date,  the  playing  fields  have  still  not  met  the  specifications  of 
the  Building  Committee,  and  we  are  working  with  our  project’s  contractor  to  ensure  that 
these  fields  meet  the  quality  we  expect. 

Since  the  re-opening  of  the  renovated  Naquag  Elementary  School  in  September  of  1999, 
the  final  punch  list  of  tasks  has  been  reduced,  albeit  slowly,  to  where  the  Building 
Committee  believes  that  the  project  will  be  complete  by  the  end  of  2000.  This  will  allow 
the  Building  Committee  to  submit  all  of  its  financial  paperwork  to  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education,  and  receive  a final  audit  of  the  project.  This  audit  will  allow 
the  Town  to  receive  its  full  amount  of  yearly  reimbursement  when  the  first  payment  is 
made  in  the  2001  calendar  year. 

Because  of  the  issue  with  the  playing  fields  at  Central  Tree  Middle  School,  the 
submission  of  financial  paperwork  is  not  anticipated  to  occur  until  the  matter  is  resolved, 
sometime  in  calendar  year  2001 . This  does  not  affect  the  amount  of  reimbursement  sent 
to  the  town,  but  it  is  in  the  Town’s  best  interest  to  complete  it  while  the  details  of  the 
project  are  fi'esh  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Building  Committee  and  other  town 
officials. 

The  Building  Committee  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  resignation  of  Charlene  Nelson 
due  to  relocation  out  of  state.  Charlene  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  Building 
Committee,  and  her  enthusiasm  and  sense  of  community  has  been  missed. 

Once  again,  we  greatly  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  we  have  received  fi-om  all 
who  have  been  involved  with  these  projects.

Our  current  enrollment 
has  reached  1 ,017  students. 

Of  the  4 Rutland  Seniors  who  graduated,  one  is  now  gainfully  employed  in  occupations 
related  to  their  training  and  three  are  now  attending  College.  Currently,  35  students  from  Rutland 
are  enrolled  in  one  of  our  21  vocational  areas. 

Ten  Rutland  students  are  receiving  extra  services  from  our  Special  Education  Department. 

This  year,  the  school  attracted  more  tuition  students  from  out  of  district  towns  than  it  ever 
has  in  the  past.  Townspeople  should  realize  that  those  towns,  which  do  not  belong  to  the  District, 
pay  $8,854  in  tuition  to  the  District  for  each  student.  Those  towns,  also,  pay  all  transportation 
costs.  This  compares  favorably  with  the  J own  of  Rutland's  cost,  for  the  2000-2001  school  year  of 
$3,404  per  student,  including  transportation.  The  acceptance  of  out  of  district  students  to  fill 
available  vocational  space  allows  us  to  lower  the  assessments  of  member  towns. 

Whenever  possible,  we  have  continued  our  practice  of  utilizing  our  occupational  programs 
to  complete  projects  for  our  towns.  This  year  we  completed  over  23  projects  for  the  town  of 
Rutland  and  its  residents.  We  will  continue  this  type  of  work  whenever  possible,  keeping  in  mind 
that  the  projects  must  be  of  educational  value  for  our  students. 

Our  Evening  Program  continues  to  serve  the  adult  needs  of  our  District.  Our  Spring  and 
Fall  programs  totaled  2920  participants  in  programs  ranging  from  Automotive  Repair  & 
AUTOCAD  to  Word  Processing. 
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We  are  taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  seek  State  and  Federal  grants  to  help  us 
lower  our  costs  to  the  District  Towns.  In  the  2000-2001  school  year,  we  arc  receiving  $519,161  in 
various  Federal  and  State  grants.  As  usual.  State  and  Federal  money  is  received  with  stringent 
requirements  and  reporting  responsibilities. 

The  Rutland  Public  School  System  continues  to  provide  excellent  cooperation  for  our 
recruiting  program  and  we  are  thankful  for  their  efforts.  I believe  that  they  share  our  feeling  that  all 
students  must  be  given  the  right,  the  information,  and  the  opportunity  to  make  an  informed  school 
choice. 

We,  at  Bay  Path,  will  continue  to  serve  Rutland  with  the  finest  vocational  education 
program  available  for  high  school  students  and  adults,  and  will,  when  at  all  possible,  use  our  skills 
and  facilities  to  further  town  projects  as  they  add  to  our  students'  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


GENERAL  HIGHWAY 


Roadway  shoulders  along  approximately  50,000  linear  feet  of  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  a 
buildup  of  sand,  dirt  and  leaves.  This  amounted  to  the  removal  of  approximately  3,000  cubic 
yards  of  material. 

Along  various  roads  542  catch  basins  and  128  drop  inlets  were  cleaned  of  accumulated  sand, 
leaves  and  dirt.  Cross  culverts  on  various  roads  were  cleaned  of  sand,  leaves  and  dirt.  Also, 

5 catch  basins  and  5 drop  inlets  were  repaired. 

Traffic  safety  lines  were  painted  along  Maple  Avenue,  Pommogussett  Road,  Pleasantdale  Road, 
Wachusett  Street,  East  County  Road,  a section  of  Glenwood  Road,  and  a section  of  Prescott 
Street.  All  of  the  crosswalks  on  Maple  Avenue  and  Main  Street  were  painted. 

Along  various  roads  273.01  tons  of  crusher  run  and  245.3  tons  of  1 ‘/2-inch  stone  was  used  for  the 
repair  of  wash  outs. 

Along  various  roads  87.71  tons  of  cold  patch  and  167.45  tons  of  hot  patch  was  used  to  repair 
holes  and  road  edges. 

Most  of  the  Town’s  gravel  roads  were  scraped  and  raked  in  the  fall  and  spring.  In  the  spring,  the 
sides  of  these  roads  were  cleaned  of  leaves,  stones  and  dirt  before  scraping  and  removing 
approximately  1,008  cubic  yards  of  material. 

Gravel  was  applied  to  the  following  gravel  roads:  Glenwood  Road/Glenwood  Place,  528  cubic 
yards;  Irish  Lane,  705  cubic  yards;  Bushy  Lane,  6 1 5 cubic  yards;  Cloverdale  Lane,  290  cubic 
yards;  Bigelow  Road,  300  cubic  yards;  Campbell  Court,  220  cubic  yards;  Sassawanna  Road,  195 
cubic  yards;  Emerald  Road,  200  cubic  yards;  and  Barrack  Hill  Road,  120  cubic  yards;  a total  of 
3,173  cubic  yards  of  gravel  used. 

Bituminous  concrete  class  3 berm  was  repaired/installed  along  600-feet  of  various  Town  roads 
using  40-tons  of  bituminous  concrete  berm  mix. 

Crack  sealing  was  applied  on  the  following  roads:  Summer  Hill  Drive,  Skyline  Drive,  Sumac 
Circle,  Sycamore  Drive,  Watson  Lane,  Bernard  Road,  Lord  Lane,  Britney  Drive,  Rebecca  Ann 
Drive,  and  Briarwood  Road. 

All  of  Ridge  Road,  Princeton  Street,  Miles  Road,  and  a section  of  Glenwood  Road  and  Millbrook 
Street  were  surface  treated  with  pug  mix,  then  oil  and  sand  sealed. 

All  of  Highland  Park  was  leveled  with  463  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top;  all  of  Oakwood  Road 
and  400-feet  of  Laurel  wood  Road  was  leveled  with  145  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top;  and 
Bushy  Lane  between  Pommogussett  Road  and  East  County  Road  was  resurfaced  with  143  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  top. 
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DRAINAGE 


Drainage  improvements  were  done  on  the  following  roads: 

Charnock  Hill  Road;  replaced  40-feet  of  1 8-inch  culvert  pipe;  hauled  away  80  cubic  yards  of 
waste  material;  used  30  cubic  yards  of  crusher  run  and  2 tons  of  cold  patch. 

Glenwood  Road;  installed  100-feet  of  18-inch  culvert  pipe. 

Paddock  Road;  installed  one  catch  basin  and  100-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe;  used  20  cubic 
yards  of  gravel  and  30  cubic  yards  of  y4-inch  stone;  and  hauled  away  50  cubic  yards  of  waste 
material. 

Campbell  Street;  installed  900-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe,  covered  with  104  cubic  yards  of 
y4-inch  stone,  and  hauled  away  48  cubic  yards  of  waste  material. 

Weaver  Farm  Road;  installed  300-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe,  covered  with  63  cubic  yards 
of  y4-inch  stone,  and  hauled  away  48  cubic  yards  of  waste  material. 

Emerald  Road;  installed  40-feet  of  1 8-inch  culvert  pipe  and  740-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe, 
covered  with  95  cubic  yards  of  ^-inch  stone,  and  hauled  away  1 10  cubic  yards  of  waste  material 

Ridee  Road;  installed  1,500-feet  of  6-inch  perforated  pipe,  160-feet  of  12-mch  perforated  pipe, 
195-feet  of  12-inch  culvert  pipe,  and  35-feet  of  18-inch  and  35-feet  of  24-inch  culvert  pipe.  The 
perforated  pipe  was  covered  with  295  cubic  yards  of  y4-inch  stone  and  436  cubic  yards  of  waste 
material  was  hauled  away. 


STATE  AID  IMPROVEMENTS 


Work  under  State  Aid  Improvements  is  money  from  the  State  Highway  Bond  Issue.  This  money 
is  appropriated  and  spent  by  the  Town  and  then  is  reimbursed  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Department. 

CHAPTERS  53  and  127 


Wachusett  Street 

The  following  work  was  done  on  the  section  of  Wachusett  Street  from  Glenwood  Road  to  East 
County  Road. 

Used  1,412.49  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  for  leveling;  adjusted  14  catch  basins  to  grade; 
adjusted  6 manholes  to  grade;  installed  935  linear  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  class  3 berm; 
placed  2,168.6  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top;  used  405  square  yards  of  bituminous  concrete 
paved  waterways;  used  1,500  linear  feet  of  Type  SS  guardrail  with  14  end  pieces;  14,490  linear 
feet  of  4-inch  yellow  thermoplastic  center  lines;  14,035  linear  feet  of  4-inch  white  thermoplastic 
side  lines;  and  used  272  tons  of  dense  grade  for  backfilling  the  edges  of  the  roadway.

CHAPTER  11 


The  following  work  was  done  to  the  following  roads. 

Paddock  Road 


The  complete  length  of  Paddock  Road  was  resurfaced  using  438  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  for 
leveling  and  1,164  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  top. 

Memorial  Drive 

The  complete  length  of  Memorial  Drive  was  resurfaced  using  267  tons  of  bituminous  concrete 
top;  installed  one  manhole  and  one  catch  basin  to  grade;  installed  1,000  linear  feet  of  bituminous 
concrete  class  3 berm;  and  loamed  and  seeded  450  square  yards. 

Sunnvside  Avenue 

The  complete  length  of  Sunnyside  Avenue  was  resurfaced  using  308  tons  of  bituminous  concrete 
top;  adjusted  2 manholes  to  grade;  installed  1,270  linear  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  berm;  and 
loamed  and  seeded  570  square  yards. 


PARKS  AND  CEMETERIES 


During  the  growing  season,  all  of  the  Town’s  approximate  14  acres  of  lawns,  ballfields,  etc., 
approximately  6 acres  of  cemeteries,  the  field  at  Naquag  Elementary  School  and  Central  Tree 
Middle  School  are  mowed  and  trimmed  at  least  once  a week.  All  of  these  areas  are  also  cleaned 
up  in  the  spring. 

A walking  track  was  constructed  around  Memorial  Field  this  year.  This  involved  removing 
approximately  600  cubic  yards  of  loam,  which  was  later  screened  for  the  use  of  D.P.W.  projects 
saving  over  $6,000.00.  The  track  was  then  constructed  using  500  tons  of  crusher  run. 

With  the  assistance  of  part-time  summer  employees,  a large  section  of  Putnam  Park  was  cleaned 
up  with  brush  trimmed  and  grass  mowed,  etc.  Lights  were  installed  which  allowed  skating  after 
dark  on  the  pond  this  year  for  the  first  time  in  twenty  years.  The  road  going  to  the  pond  was  also 
upgraded  using  150  cubic  yards  of  gravel. 

The  Town’s  swimming  pool,  being  closed  for  many  years,  was  opened  this  spring.  Along  with 
the  new  pool,  there  were  also  new  walkways,  fencing,  and  a bath  house  built.  Many  thanks  go  to 
Len  Gengel  and  his  crew  for  the  coordination  of  the  construction  of  the  bath  house.  A special 
thank  you  to  all  the  donors  who  donated  materials  and  also  to  all  the  volunteers  who  assisted  in 
this  project.  They  were  all  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  this  spring.  And  a special 
thank  you  goes  to  Cathy  Ham  who’s  perseverance  helped  to  make  this  a great  facility,  which  will 
be  enjoyed  by  everyone  for  the  years  to  come. 
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SNOW  REMOVAL 


During  fiscal  year  2000,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  crews  were  sent  out  2 1 times  for 
sanding  of  which,  9 times  also  required  plowing. 

There  were  approximately  3 8. 2 5 -inches  of  snow  this  past  year. 

This  fiscal  year  there  were  3,305.94  tons  of  sand;  1,194.23  tons  of  salt;  and  3,226  gallons  of 
liquid  calcium  chloride  purchased. 


SEWER 


There  were  three  (3)  sewer  line  blockages  this  year  caused  by  the  careless  disposal  of  paper 
items. 

To  control  infiltration,  there  were  32  manholes  repaired.  All  of  these  manholes  involved  invert 
sealing  and  manhole  sealing.  Also,  several  of  these  included  resetting  the  frames,  raising  the 
frames  and  covers,  and  building  new  inverts. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  are  committed  to  reducing  the 
amount  of  infiltration  and  inflow  in  the  Town’s  sewer  system  which  will  help  to  lower  everyone’s 
sewer  charges. 

Sewer  users  are  reminded  that  the  connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  sewer  system  is  illegal. 

When  this  clean  water  enters  the  system,  it  causes  an  increase  flow,  which  results  in  higher  sewer 
bills.  Homeowner’s  who  have  sump  pumps  connected  to  their  sewer  line  are  encouraged  to 
disconnect  them.  Any  homeowner  needing  assistance  in  this  matter  should  call  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  office. 


WATER 


All  of  the  Town’s  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  Spring.  All  the  off  road  water  easements  were 
mowed.  There  were  five  (5)  water  leaks  this  year. 

In  November,  the  water  storage  tank  was  cleaned  and  inspected,  and  a new  ladder  was  installed. 

Grass  and  brush  was  mowed  around  all  fire  hydrants,  and  they  were  inspected. 

Water  is  a precious  natural  resource.  Here  are  some  friendly  reminders  on  how  you  can  conserve 
water:  repair  leaky  faucets;  water  plants  with  water  you  usually  pour  down  the  drain,  use  aerators 
with  flow  restrictors  in  all  your  sink  faucets  and  shower  heads;  use  the  dishwasher  and  washing 
machine  for  full  loads  only;  do  not  use  running  water  to  thaw  frozen  food.  For  additional 
information  on  how  to  conserve  water,  you  may  call  the  Department  of  Public  Works  office. 

We  all  share  the  responsibility  for  conserving  water  today,  so  there  will  be  plenty  left  for 
tomorrow.

Annual  Report:  Rutland  Police  Department  (FYOO) 


Fiscal  Year  2000  was  characterized  by  a growth  in  population  and  the  resulting  demand 
for  increased  police  services.  For  the  second  straight  year,  calls  for  police  service  rose 
dramatically  as  our  community’s  quality  of  life  attracted  more  and  more  inhabitants. 

Your  police  department  not  only  met  the  challenges  of  an  increased  workload,  but  was 
also  successful  in  expanding  our  accessibility  to  the  general  public. 

The  dedicated  officers  and  staff  of  the  Rutland  Police  Department  utilized  teamwork  to 
effectuate  change,  achieve  organizational  objectives,  and  fulfill  agency  obligations  within 
budgetary  limitations.  In  fact,  FYOO  marked  the  second  consecutive  year  that  the 
department  operated  totally  on  budget  with  no  requests  for  additional  appropriations! 

Once  again,  our  people  proved  to  be  our  greatest  resource.  The  devotion  to  duty 
demonstrated  by  the  members  and  staff  of  this  department  was  directly  responsible  for 
the  organizational  successes  achieved  during  this  fiscal  year.  Janet  Barakian  and 
Rosemary  Warren  performed  secretarial  and  administrative  duties  in  a professional 
manner  and  assisted  in  the  planning  of  our  community  policing  programs.  Their  positive 
daily  contacts  with  the  general  public,  private  businesses,  and  other  police  agencies 
enhanced  our  abilities  to  provide  quality  services  to  this  community. 

In  addition  to  his  supervisory  responsibilities,  Sgt.  Richard  E.  Sails  met  the  challenges 
imposed  by  the  state  gun  laws  by  overseeing  the  issuance  of  firearm  identification  cards 
(FID)  and  licenses  to  carry  firearms  (ETC).  His  efficiently  devised  application  procedure 
and  expanded  processing  hours  allowed  us  to  meet  the  licensing  needs  of  our  citizens. 

Sgt.  Sails  was  also  called  upon  to  transfer  to  the  Night  Watch  to  meet  organizational 
objectives  of  increasing  officer  safety,  improving  the  supervisory  function,  and 
expanding  the  public’s  access  to  police  services. 

Patrolman  Ronald  C.  Friberg  completed  another  successful  year  as  our  D.A.R.E.  Officer 
and  continued  to  coordinate  our  responses  to  juvenile  issues.  His  commitment  to  the 
D.A.R.E.  program  and  the  youth  of  Rutland  led  to  innovations  in  local  instruction  and 
strengthened  our  partnerships  with  our  local  schools.  Officer  Friberg  augmented  his 
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teaching  experience  during  FYOO  by  conducting  the  17-week  program  of  instruction  in 
both  Rutland  and  Oakham. 

Patrolman  Jason  J.  Silvestri  assumed  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  our  Field  Training 
Officer  (F.T.O.)  during  FYOO.  After  receiving  specialized  training,  Officer  Silvestri 
assisted  in  the  development  of  our  departmental  program.  In  addition  to  state-mandated 
training,  new  Rutland  police  officers  are  now  required  to  successfully  complete  a six- 
month,  supervised  program  of  instruction  under  the  tutelage  of  Officer  Silvestri.  His 
dedication  to  duty  and  professional  demeanor  made  Officer  Silvestri  the  ideal  role  model 
for  new  officers  to  emulate. 

A third  full-time  patrol  officer  position  was  filled  during  FYOO  when  Andrew  J.  Daly  was 
appointed  to  full-time  status  from  the  ranks  of  our  part-time  officers.  Unfortunately, 
Officer  Daly’s  tenure  was  short-lived.  In  June  of  2000  Officer  Daly  resigned  his  position 
with  our  department  in  order  to  accept  an  appointment  with  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police.  William  J.  Norton,  a full-time  academy-certified  officer,  was  subsequently  hired 
to  fill  the  void  created  by  Officer  Daly’s  untimely  departure. 

Our  third  full-time  patrol  officer  position  was  made  possible  through  our  successful 
procurement  of  a federal  hiring  grant  during  FY99.  The  U.S.  Dept,  of  Justice,  Office  of 
Community  Oriented  Policing  Services,  Universal  Hiring  Program  grant  will  pay  the 
Town  of  Rutland  a total  of  $75,000.00  over  the  next  three  years  to  offset  salary  costs. 
(Another  hiring  grant  was  applied  for  during  FYOO  in  hopes  of  securing  an  additional 
officer  during  FYOl . At  the  time  of  this  report,  the  result  of  our  application  in  this 
competitive  process  is  still  pending). 

Our  department  continues  to  maintain  a strong  reliance  on  part-time  officers  to  provide 
round-the-clock  protection  for  our  community.  Five  new  officers,  who  were  hired  during 
FYOO,  joined  our  veteran  patrolmen,  consisting  of  Officers  Wayne  Walker,  Michael 
Stoddard,  and  William  (Kevin)  White.  Officers  Mark  Coccio,  Michael  Blanchard,  Todd 
LaPorte,  Stephanie  LaCroix,  and  James  Murphy  were  appointed  on  diverse  dates  during 
the  year  to  maintain  our  authorized  complement  of  eight  part-time  officers.  (It  should  be 
noted  that  Officer  LaCroix  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  female  police  officer  in 
department  history). 

Two  veteran  part-time  officers,  Michael  Renshaw  and  Philip  Jackson,  ended  their 
respective  careers  with  the  Rutland  Police  Department  during  FYOO,  due  to  their  inability 
to  maintain  our  training  and  work  schedules.  A new  member.  Officer  Todd  LaPorte,  left 
our  ranks  in  order  to  accept  a full-time  position  with  the  Paxton  Police  Department. 

Grant  funding  was  also  secured  from  the  Governor ’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs  to  support 
our  D.A.R.E.  Program  ($6,000.00)  and  the  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  to  finance 
our  local  community  policing  initiatives  ($16,000.00).  Federal  funds  also  allowed  us  to 
obtain  100%  financing  for  body  armor  (bulletproof  vests)  for  every  member  of  the  police 
department  ($7,840.00). 
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Once  again,  our  D.A.R.E.  Program  proved  to  tremendously  successful,  due  to  the  efforts 
of  our  D.A.R.E.  Officer  (Patrolman  Ronald  C.  Friberg)  and  the  generosity  of  our  local 
supporters.  A total  of  125  Rutland  youths  received  D.A.R.E.  instruction,  were  afforded 
the  opportunity  of  attending  Worcester  IceCat  and  Pawtucket  Red  Sox  games,  and 
enjoyed  a graduation  ceremony  and  reception,  due  to  the  generous  support  of  the

FYOO  marked  the  inaugural  of  our  "DARE  TO  CARE  A WARD  ” that  we  created  to 
recognize  the  private  sector  sponsor  that  contributed  the  most  to  our  D.A.R.E.  Program 
during  the  school  year.  The  award  was  made  retroactive  to  last  year  to  coincide  with  the 
start  of  this  particular  administration.  As  a result,  the  C*  and  2"^*  annual  awards  were 
presented  to  Spencer  Savings  Bank  as  the  top  contributor  for  1999  & 2000. 


The  Rutland  Police  Department  strengthened  its  working  relationships  with  the 
Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council,  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  and 
our  contiguous  police  departments  through  joint  training  and  enforcement  initiatives.  We 
also  worked  closely  with  the  Wachusett  Regional  School  District  to  formulate  emergency 
plans  to  deal  with  potential  critical  incidents  at  the  high  school,  and  at  the  local  level  to 
coordinate  an  effective  response  to  emergencies  at  our  elementary  and  middle  schools. 


Effective  community  policing  was  once  again  the  focus  in  our  efforts  to  serve  the  citizens 
of  Rutland.  Our  officers  were  encouraged  to  apply  the  principles  of  total  quality 
management  and  the  problem-solving  model  to  enhance  our  level  of  service.  We  were 
also  able  to  provide  the  following  public  safety  initiatives  during  FYOO: 

-Halloween  Safety  Program  -Bicycle  Helmet  Incentive  Program 

-Senior  Citizen  I.D.  Program  -Senior  Citizen  Luncheon 

-Bicycle  Patrols  -Traffic  Law  Enforcement  Patrols 

In  addition  to  our  own  departmental  programs,  the  Rutland  Police  Department  has 
continued  to  support  Rita  Canney  and  the  M.E.R.G.E.  Program,  as  well  as  the  Tel-A- 
Tend  Program,  which  continue  to  provide  invaluable  services  to  our  seniors. 
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The  Town  of  Rutland  continues  to  offer  an  exceptional  quality  of  life.  Statistically,  calls 
for  police  service  have  risen  by  55.6%  since  Fiscal  Year  98,  but  our  rate  of  crime 
remains  relatively  low.  The  following  is  a partial  list  of  crimes  / incidents  investigated  by 
this  department.  The  figures  are  offered  in  a comparable  format  with  data  from  the 
previous  fiscal  year:

Although  we  have  made  considerable  advances  in  the  delivery  of  quality  police  service, 
officer  safety,  and  in  improving  our  professional  image,  we  continue  to  protect  and  serve 
in  an  inadequate  facility.  The  cramped  confines  of  the  Wood  House  offer  limited  security 
for  police  and  administrative  personnel  and  are  a detriment  to  morale. 

Hopefully,  the  public  will  support  our  plan  to  build  a Public  Safety  Complex  to 
accommodate  police,  fire  and  dispatch  needs  for  the  foreseeable  future.  (After  voters 
defeated  our  initial  proposal  in  February  of  1999,  due  to  pecuniary  concerns.  Fire  Chief 
Ruchala  and  I worked  closely  with  our  architects  to  scale-down  the  proposed  project  to 
reduce  costs.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  the  public  will  find  the  revised  plan  worthy  of 
their  support).

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Animal  Control  Officer’s 
Yearly  Report 

Last  year  we  mentioned  that  there  were  over  875  dogs  in  town.  Well  the  pet 
population  is  still  growing  with  a total  of  1000  dogs  licensed.  This  includes  kennels  that 
are  licensed.  And  still  there  are  many  that  are  not  licensed.  The  cat  population  is  also  on 
the  increase  with  many  stray/feral  cats  around.  Massachusetts  law  now  requires  that  all 
cats  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.  There  is  a $50.00  fine  for  anyone  who  owns  a cat  that  is 
not  vaccinated. 

Recently  we  have  been  getting  many  calls  about  stray  or  abandoned  cats.  At 
present  we  are  working  on  controlling  a feral  cat  population  in  the  western  part  of  town. 
We  are  also  receiving  calls  about  feral  cats  in  the  northern  section  of  town.  The  only  way 
to  control  this  problem  is  to  capture  and  spay/neuter  these  animals.  Then  if  released  they 
will  not  reproduce  and  cause  further  problems. 

Abandoned  dogs  are  still  a problem.  One  dog  this  year  was  a sweet  10  to  12  year 
old  Boxer  mix  who  was  abandoned  at  Rutland  State  Park.  She  had  been  repeatedly  bred 
and  was  pregnant  at  time  she  was  picked  up.  She  had  four  stillborn  puppies  and  two  that 
died  shortly  after  birth.  She  was  diagnosed  with  heartworm  and  a respiratory  ailment. 
After  several  weeks  in  the  hospital  she  recovered  and  was  adopted  by  a wonderful  local 
family. 

Another  dog  which  for  three  weeks  avoided  being  caught  is  now  in  my  care  and 
w'ill  soon  be  ready  to  adopt.  He  had  toenails  3 to  4 inches  long  and  was  badly  neglected. 
He  is  now  on  the  road  to  a full  recover)'. 

As  alw'ays  there  have  been  several  dogs  and  cats  hit  by  cars  due  mostly  to  the  fact 
that  they  are  NOT  RESTRAINED.  Not  only  is  it  a law  to  restrain  your  dog  it  is  common 
sense  to  do  so.  For  the  safety  of  your  cat  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  roam  freely  outside. 
There  are  many  dangers  to  the  cat  besides  being  hit  by  a car.  Coyotes  and  fishercats  have 
been  known  to  dine  on  the  household  feline.  Also  disease  from  feral  cats  can  be  spread  to 
others  since  feral  cats  are  not  vaccinated. 

The  early  part  of  the  year  resulted  in  several  deer  and  motor  vehicle 
confrontations  resulting  in  damage  to  vehicles  and  death  to  the  deer.  1 had  two  pregnant 
does  in  May  that  were  hit  and  killed  that  had  a total  of  5 fawns  between  them. 

Anyone  who  has  a missing  pet  should  call  us  right  away  and  make  us  aware  of  it 
so  we  can  watch  for  it.  It  is  also  possible  that  we  have  already  picked  the  animal  up.  We 
have  on  occasion  picked  up  rabbits,  ferrets,  and  birds  in  addition  to  dogs  and  cats. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  voting  to  purchase  a specially 
equipped  van  for  Animal  Control,  After  9 plus  years  of  using  our  own  vehicles  this 
vehicle  is  most  welcomed  and  will  offer  a more  professional  way  of  handling  animals.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

(July  1,  1999  to  June  30,  2000) 


Our  operational  procedures  and  emergency  responses  are  handled 
through  our  organizational  structure.  These  officers  continually  reinforce 
their  commitment  to  our  personnel  by  gaining  more  knowledge  and 
strengthening  their  ability  to  get  the  job  done.  Under  the  Fire  Chief  the 
following  Officers  operate  the  Fire  Department:  Deputies  - David  W.  Root, 
Darren  M.  Ross;  Captains  - Kevin  R.  McCarthy,  Jeffery  K.  Lowe;  Lieutenants 
- Wayne  R.  Jordan,  Mark  A.  Briand,  Neil  G.  Viner,  Evan  E.  Starbard.Our 
Emergency  Ambulance  Captain  is  Kathleen  A.  Bassett.  Our  fire  fighters  and 
ambulance  EMTs  help  get  the  job  done.  We  have  continued  to  work  on 
various  goals  and  objectives  for  the  department  to  better  serve  our  residents 
of  Rutland.  Work  continues  on  many  specific  projects,  including;  fire  fighter 
training,  fire  safety  education,  department  structure,  operational  service 
delivery  and  updating  our  long  range  and  capital  needs  plans. 

We  sincerely  thank  the  voters  for  approving  our  Town  Meeting 
requests  for  new  equipment.  This  specialized  equipment  is  always  a 
tremendous  asset  in  accomplishing  our  tasks  safely.  Following  our  capital 
plan,  we  try  to  keep  our  apparatus  and  equipment  up-dated  to  meet  the 
changing  needs  of  our  town. 

Our  Public  Safety  Building  project  is  continuing  and  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  start  next  year.  We  are  working  to  complete  plans  for  additional  space 
for  fire,  dispatch  and  new  police  station.  We  have  also  looked  at  regional 
services  with  other  Towns  to  see  if  we  can  provide  better  service  and  possibly 
at  a lower  cost.  These  are  ongoing  projects  at  this  time. 

Our  fire  training  program  is  always  very  active  with  in  house 
programs  and  training  sessions  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Fighting 
Academy.  We  provided  training  in  search  and  rescue,  forcible  entry, 
ventilation,  live  fires  and  all  related  fire  fighting  procedures.  We  also  train 
with  our  surrounding  mutual-aid  towns  to  better  coordinate  operations  at 
major  incidents.  Five  of  our  fire  fighters  attended  the  National  Fire  Academy 
in  Emmitsburg,  Maryland.  We  appreciate  them  taking  their  own  time  to 
sharpen  their  skills.  Our  emergency  medical  training  program  continues 
throughout  the  year.  All  EMTs  are  on  a 2 year  continuing  education  re- 
certification schedule.  This  has  our  people  taking  classes  and  practical 
sessions  here  in  Rutland,  as  well  as  other  locations  in  the  State  and  in  some 
cases  out  of  state.  We  appreciate  the  commitment  of  these  people. 

Our  grant  proposal  for  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education) 
was  approved  for  FY  2000.  This  program  continues  to  work  very  well  in 
providing  safety  education  to  our  children.  We  also  participated  in  the  Fire 
Safety  Summer  Camp  program  where  kids  can  go  to  the  Fire  Academy  for  a 
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day  to  learn  the  duties  performed  by  fire  fighters.  Education  of  our  youth  is 
our  best  protection  against  fire  and  other  emergencies. 

Our  Town  continues  to  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds.  Our  requirements  to 
provide  safety  services  follows  along  with  that  growth.  We  are  at  the  point 
where  we  will  have  to  add  resources  to  meet  the  continued  growing  demand. 
Additional  new  sub-divisions  with  many  new  roads  have  been  created  in 
Rutland  again  this  year  with  new  homes  started  in  all  areas  of  Town. 

Additional  services  have  been  requested  this  past  year  and  are 
reflected  in  the  increased  response  numbers.  The  amount  and  complexity  of 
the  department’s  responsibilities  continues  to  increase,  and  while  our  main 
focus  is  to  be  prepared  to  meet  emergency  challenges,  we  also  provide  fire 
prevention  inspections,  public  safety  education,  safety  code  regulation 
enforcement  and  other  pubhc  service  activities.  We  responded  to  the 
following  emergencies  and  other  incidents  from  July  1,  1999  through  June 
30,  2000: 

• 25  structure  fires  (3  chimney  fires) 

• 5 motor  vehicle  fires 

• 30  other  type  fires 

• 43  motor  vehicle  accidents

On-going  inspections  of  major  new  buildings  and  other  structures  under 
construction  were  conducted  throughout  the  year. 

All  moneys  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $ 3,665.00 
Receipts  from  ambulance  billing  totaled  $62,625.96 

Fighting  forest,  brush,  and  grass  fires  is  another  responsibility.  The 
majority  tend  to  occur  in  the  spring  season.  We  work  closely  with  the  State 
Bureau  of  Fire  Control  in  this  district.  The  Fire  Department  Officers  are 
appointed  as  Deputy  Forest  Wardens.  The  following  activity  occurred  from 
July  1,  1999  through  June  30,  2000. 

• 35  brush,  grass  or  forest  fires 

• 5 Mutual-Aid  requests  to  brush  fires 

• 750  open  air  burning  permits  issued 

The  open  air  burning  program  continues  to  be  used  by  many  townspeople. 

The  guidelines  remain  the  same,  ‘ — the  burning  of  brush  and  forest  debris 
only’,  ‘ - no  grass,  no  leaves,  no  other  materials’.  The  time  period  remains 
from  January  15*^^  through  May  1^*^  Weather  conditions  may  make  outside 
burning  unsafe,  therefor  permits  will  not  be  issued.  A permit  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Fire  ChiePForest  Warden  for  outside  burning. 

The  Rutland  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade’s  untiring  efforts  to  support  our 
activities  just  keeps  on  going.  Rehabilitation  of  the  Old  Fire  Station 
continues  as  well  as  major  support  for  youth  activities  in  town.  We  want  to 
thank  the  Fire  Brigade  for  their  continued  support  of  the  fire  department 
with  the  purchase  of  dress  uniforms,  training  equipment  and  continued 
purchases  of  refreshments  at  major  incidents  for  us. 

We  are  always  in  need  of  fire  fighters  and/or  ambulance  EMTs,  so  if 
you  are  interested  in  helping,  please  stop  by  and  see  us. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  work  done  by  the  people  who  continue  to  make 
this  department  function,  as  well  as  the  support  and  understanding  of  their 
families  while  they  are  out  helping  their  neighbors  in  times  of  need.  Also, 
thank  you,  residents  and  taxpayers,  for  supporting  our  efforts.

(July  1,  1999 -June  30,  2000  ) 


The  Rutland  Communications  Center  operates  24  hours  a day  handling  all  9-1-1  calls,  other  emergency 
calls,  business  calls  and  dispatching  for  our  Police,  Fire,  Emergency  Medical  personnel  and  Animal 
Control,  in  our  Public  Safety  departments  in  both  Rutland  and  Oakham. 

Operational  needs  of  the  center  have  changed  dramatically  over  the  past  10  years.  We  have  outgrown  our 
current  office  space  and  look  forward  to  the  building  of  a new  public  safety  Complex.  Housing  the  public 
safety  departments  together  in  one  building  will  enhance  the  current  arrangement  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  Police  Department  Direct  lines  of  communications  are  vital  to  public  safety.  Having  more  space 
will  allow  us  to  upgrade  some  antiquated  equipment  now  in  use.  Technology  has  also  changed  the  nature  of 
the  job  we  do.  Dispatchers  are  trained  in  all  emergency  service  protocol.  The  demands  upon  our 
department  grow  with  the  ever-increasing  populations  of  our  towns.  We  make  every  effort  to  provide 
courteous  and  efficient  professional  service  to  all  with  whom  we  deal.  All  the  training  cannot  exceed 
levels  of  experience  reached  in  doing  the  job.  Experience  is  invaluable.  The  combined  experience  of  the 
three  full  time  dispatchers  totals  23  years.  We  have  several  part  timers  that  total  another  20  years  of 
experience. 

We  survived  entering  the  new  millennium  by  being  well  prepared.  We  were  Y2K  compliant 
months  ahead  of  time.  We  encountered  no  problems  when  the  clocks  rolled  over.  We  must  impress  upon 
you  that  9-1-1  is  for  EMERGENCY  CALLS  ONLY.  All  other  business  should  be  phoned  in  on  non- 
emergency lines.  When  calling  91 1 with  an  emergency  the  dispatchers  are  required  to  verify  the 
information  they  receive  on  the  screen.  This  is  important  because  the  wrong  information  could  result  in  a 
delayed  response  of  emergency  personnel.  A database  is  only  useful  when  it  is  correct.  Enhanced  9-1-1 
has  a screen  indicator  for  a disability.  If  someone  in  your  household  has  a disability  you  can  obtain  a 
disability  indicator  form  from  the  9-1-1  coordinator,  and  the  confidential  information  will  be  relayed  to 
responding  units.  When  calling  9-1-1  be  prepared  to  give  the  dispatcher  any  and  all  pertinent  information. 

To  help  responding  emergency  personnel  locate  you  as  quickly  as  possible,  you  are  required  to 
clearly  mark  your  dwellings  with  six  inch,  or  larger,  black  numbers.  If  your  dwelling  is  located  away  from 
the  road,  out  of  sight,  you  must  also  display  your  dwelling  number  on  your  mailbox  or  other  permanent 
fixture  at  the  street  entrance.  Valuable  time  is  lost  if  emergency  personnel  cannot  locate  your  house.  We 
also  urge  all  residence  to  complete  the  Town  Census  information,  as  this  information  provides  us  with  an 
important  reference  tool  in  emergencies.  We  look  forward  to  serving  the  residents  of  Rutland  and 
Oakham  for  years  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  met  regularly  on  every  other  Monday  of  each  month. 
Nathan  Locke  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  with  Scott  Gilroy 
as  Vice-Chairman  and  Karin  Leonard  as  Clerk.  The  Board  employed 
Randy  Mizereck  as  an  agent  to  monitor  perc  tests  and  to  perform 
other  inspections.  Randy  was  present  for  52  perc  tests  and  287 
inspections  during  the  year.  The  Board  also  employed 
Joe  Ares  as  review  engineer  for  septic  system  designs  and  the  VNA 
Care  Network,  Inc.  for  nursing  services  for  the  elderly  and 
needy. 

The  Board  has  investigated  various  health  code  violations  and 
overseen  well  and  septic  system  installations,  repairs,  and 
improvements.  There  are  areas  of  special  concern  within  the  town 
that  consume  much  of  the  Board's  time  and  energy  throughout  the 
year.  The  Board  participated  in  Earthday  and  the  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  the  past  6 years  and  plans  to  do 
the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  monitored  the  town's  contracts  for  waste  removal  with 
haulers  and  with  Wheelabrator  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper 
level  of  removal  to  protect  the  town's  rate. 

The  Board  continued  its  membership  in  the  Central  Massachusetts 
and  State  Associations  of  Health  Boards. 

The  Board  consulted  with  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  on  issues  of  special  concern  and  regarding  variances 
to  State  and  Town  regulations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  2000  the  Town  Treasurer  received  the  sum 
of  $38,174.87  collected  from  various  fees  charged  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  Board's  budget  paid  $171.50  for  nursing,  physical 
therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy  and  home  health 
visits.  Ed  Buck  remains  as  Animal  Control  Officer.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 

Your  Conservation  Commission  continues  in  its  duty  to  protect  the  Town’s  water 
resources  through  the  administration  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  Town’s  Earth  Removal  Bylaw. 

Under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Commission  is  charged  with  protecting  wetland 
resources  in  Rutland,  which  involves  review  of  any  work  within  100  feet  of  a resource 
area,  or  within  200  feet  of  a stream.  During  this  year,  the  Commission  reviewed  10 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  and  issued  12  Orders  of  Conditions.  As 
Earth  Removal  Board,  the  Commission  extended  the  permit  for  another  year  on  one 
site  in  Rutland.  In  addition  to  issuing  decisions  on  new  applications,  the  Commission 
continually  monitors  all  ongoing  construction  projects  within  wetland  buffer  zones. 

The  Commission  has  been  busy  this  year  writing  a Wetlands  Protection  Bylaw,  and 
revising  the  existing  Earth  Removal  Bylaw.  The  Commission  also  completed  the 
5-year  Open  Space  Plan,  and  was  awarded  funds  at  Town  Meeting  to  proceed  with 
the  next  installment  of  the  Plan. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  its  own  web  site  on  the  internet  for  disseminating  information 
and  permits  to  residents,  the  Commission  completed  a computerized  database  of  all  its 
case  work,  both  past  and  present.  These  efforts  were  made  possible  by  the 
Commission's  purchase  this  year  of  a new  laptop  computer  and  digital  camera. 

In  its  ongoing  effort  to  stay  abreast  of  current  procedures  for  Commissions,  this  year  four 
members  of  your  Commission  completed  four  more  units  of  an  eight-unit  course  on 
Fundamentals  for  Conservation  Commissions,  a comprehensive  certificate  course  of  the 
MACC  training  program.  One  other  member  completed  two  more  units  of  this  course. 

In  January  of  this  year,  the  Commission  welcomed  Carl  Foreman  as  a new  member. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Rutland  in 
protecting  the  Town’s  environment.

New  Building  Breaks  Ground 

The  long-awaited  groundbreaking  ceremony  took  place  in  May.  It  was  the 
culmination  of  work  with  the  architectural  firm,  Wilson  Rains  & Associates,  on  design 
development.  The  general  contract  was  awarded  to  M.  O’Connor  Contracting  Co.,  Inc. 

The  new  building  is  going  to  improve  the  delivery  of  library  programs  and  services 
to  our  community.  It  will  have  separate  spaces  to  house  the  children’s,  young  adult,  and 
adult  collections.  Additional  computers  will  be  available  for  patrons  to  search  the  library’s 
holdings  and  have  access  to  electronic  resources.  There  will  be  a meeting  room  to  hold 
library-sponsored  programs  and  serve  as  general  meeting  space  for  town  boards  and 
community  groups.  A local  history  room  is  planned  to  accommodate  history  buff's  and 
genealogists.  Expanded  staff  work  areas  will  greatly  improve  productivity.  Last,  but  not 
least,  furniture,  equipment  and  building  fixtures  would  meet  ADA  requirements.

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Report  of  the  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 


The  past  year  has  been  a year  of  transition  and  accomplishment  for  the  Rutland 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission,  R.D.I.C.  Despite  the  loss  of  the  committee’s 
last  original  member  with  the  resignation  of  former  Selectman  Jack  Brennan,  the  R.D.I.C. 
was  successful  with  their  efforts  in:  moving  forward  the  Rutland  Heights  Hospital 
Legislation,  establishing  the  Towns  second  Economic  Opportunity  Area,  and  participating 
in  the  drafting  and  acceptance  of  the  Town’s  Master  Plan. 

After  four  years  and  countless  drafts,  The  Rutland  Heights  Hospital  Disposition  Bill, 
appropriating  up  to  $ 10  Million  Dollars  for  sight  studies  and  clean  up,  was  signed  into 
law  on  August  10,  2000.  This  ended  nine  years  of  uncertainty  for  the  future  of  the 
property  that  began  with  the  closing  of  the  hospital  in  1991.  The  passage  of  this  bill  was 
the  culmination  of  efforts  by  former  State  Representative  Harold  Lane,  current 
Representative  David  Bunker,  State  Senator  Stephen  Brewer,  Congressman  Jim 
McGovern,  as  well  as  past  and  present  members  of  the  R.D.I.C.  and  other  Town 
Committees. 

At  the  September  25,  2000  Town  Meeting  the  R.D.I.C.  was  successful  in  passing  an 
article  designating  the  Northwest  comer  of  Pleasantdale  Road  and  Route  122  an 
Economic  Opportunity  Area.  This  designation  makes  this  area  attractive  to  future  business 
development  by  offering  Local  and  State  tax  breaks  to  those  that  meet  the  strict  criteria 
laid  out  by  the  State  Office  of  Business  Development.  The  committee  hopes  to  expand 
the  two  existing  E.O.A.’s  in  2000-2001  and  possibly  establish  a third  on  Route  68. 

R.D.I.C.  member,  Mike  Sullivan,  continued  as  chairman  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw 
Subcommittee.  The  committee  was  successful  in  completing  the  Town’s  Master  Plan  and 
the  plan’s  unanimous  acceptance  by  the  Planning  Board.  Mike  provided  monthly  progress 
updates  to  the  R.D.I.C.  and  offered  the  committee’s  feedback  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw 
Subcommittee.  The  R.D.I.C,  is  currently  aiding  the  Bylaw  Subcommittee  with  drafting 
Industrial  Zoning  bylaws  and  identifying  acceptable  industrial  areas  in  Town.  It  is  also 
assisting  in  establishing  a new  mixed  use  zone  and  sight  plan  approval  bylaw  for  the 
Rutland  Heights  Hospital  property. 

The  Rutland  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  will  continue  efforts  to  make 
Rutland  a better  place  for  small  business,  while  maintaining  the  rural  character  and  sense 
of  community.  The  R.D.I.C.  meets  every  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  the  Community 
Hall  at  4:00  P.M.;  your  attendance  and  input  are  always  welcome.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RUTLAND  COUNCIL  ON  AGIMG 

Submitted  October,  2000 

The  Council  on  Aging  Board  began  the  year  processing  results  of  a Needs 
Assessment  Survey  which  was  distributed  to  the  600+  seniors  in  Rutland.  Seventy-four 
completed  surveys  were  received,  with  respondents  indicating  a generally  high  level  of 
satisfaction  with  services  and  programs  provided  by  the  COA,  In  particular,  the  quarterly 
newsletter  mailed  to  all  seniors  was  rated  as  a widely  read  source  of  useful  information 
and  updates. 

A new  part  time  Outreach  Worker  position  was  funded  in  February  initially 
through  a grant  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  supplemented  with  Town 
funds  for  F Y 200 1 . Holly  Johnson,  the  first  person  to  fill  the  position,  recently  resigned 
and  recruitment  for  a replacement  is  underway.  In  getting  this  position  off  the  ground, 
Holly  worked  to  establish  a system  of  contact  and  needs  assessment  for  frail  elders.  She 
also  met  with  representatives  from  a number  of  local  public  safety  departments,  social 
service  agencies  and  clergy  to  improve  communication  and  improve  access  to  community 
services  for  frail  and/or  isolated  seniors. 

The  File  of  Life  Program  is  a new  program  sponsored  by  the  COA  and  generously 
funded  by  the  Rutland  Lions  Club.  This  program  provides  seniors  with  a system  for 
recording  and  posting  pertinent  medical  information  in  their  homes  in  the  event  that 
Emergency  Medical  Services  are  called  to  a home  for  a medical  emergency.  The  COA  is 
grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Lions  Club  in  funding  this  valuable  program. 

The  meal  site  program  continues  under  the  direction  of  Janet  Swenson.  It  is 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  Age  Center  of  Worcester,  Inc.  and  the  COA,  and  includes  home 
delivered  meals  for  homebound  seniors.  Attendance  at  the  program  is  stable  and  special 
seasonal  events  around  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  summer  themes  have  included 
speakers  or  entertainment  and  have  been  well  received  by  those  in  attendance. 

Other  offerings  during  the  past  year  have  included  a workshop  entitled  Living  with 
Heart  Disease;  a Holiday  Breakfast  served  by  Central  Tree  Middle  School  students;  a tax 
assistance  program;  meetings  with  SHINE  counselors  and  flu  and  pneumonia  clinics. 
Transportation  for  medical  appointments  and  shopping  trips  remains  available  through 
SCM  Elderbus.  Ongoing  opportunities  for  seniors  include  the  walking  club,  senior 
bowling  and  movie  showings. 

The  COA  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  Matthew  Coz  from  the  Board, 
and  is  pleased  to  welcome  new  member  Susan  Soucy. 

The  Council  on  Aging  would  like  to  extend  thanks  to  the  many  volunteers  from  all 
sectors  of  the  community  who  help  make  it  possible  to  offer  programs  and  services  which 
may  enhance  the  lives  of  Rutland’s  senior  population.

I am  in  and  out  of  the  office  daily  for  appointments  and  to 
check  my  telephone  messages.  While  I will  see  anyone  without 
an  appointment,  I recommend  that  you  call  for  an  appointment 
as  this  will  allow  me  the  time  to  research  and  prepare  whatever 
paper  work  that  may  be  required,  also  most  questions  can  be 
handled  over  the  telephone.  If  you  can  not  come  to  the  office 
due  to  sickness  or  any  other  valid  reason,  I will  visit  you  at  your 
home  or  any  other  location  convenient  for  you.  I can  be  reached 
at  the  office  at  508-885-7508.  Do  not  hesitate  to  leave  a mes- 
sage as  I check  my  telephone  messages  several  times  daily,  also 
early  evenings.  I also  accept  telephone  calls  at  my  home  at  508- 
885-2913. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  Veterans  register  with  this  of- 
fice so  as  to  make  certain  that  complete  records  are  on  file.  The 
purpose  of  having  copies  of  these  records,  which  are  treated  in 
the  most  confidential  manner,  is  to  assist  you  or  your  family  in 
obtaining  benefits.  As  an  absolute  minimum,  we  should  have  a 
copy  of  your  discharge  and  service  record.  This  would  enable 
us  to  secure  the  additional  records  required  to  assist  you  in  ob- 
taining benefits. 

This  office  is  operated  under  Mass.  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 1 15,  and  its  purpose  is  to  aid  and  assist  qualified  veterans  and 
tiieu  rarniiies  in  obtaining  benefits  due  them  in  their  time  of  need. 

It  is  the  function  of  this  office  to  assist  and  direct  the  vet- 
eran in  obtaining  benefits  that  he/she  may  qualify  for  such  as: 
Social  Security,  Welfare  Dept.,  Mass.  Re-hab  and  Vocational 
Training,  VA  Pensions,  VA  Hospital,  Outpatient  Clinic,  Medical 
Home  Care  Unit,  Pharmacy,  Burial  Benefits  and  Markers,  etc.. 

All  financial  benefits  dispersed  by  this  department  are  au- 
thorized by  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  and  are  75% 
reimbursable  by  the  State,  except  training  and  certification  - 
which  is  100%  reimbursable.  As  of  November  of  1998  - all 
Veterans  Agents  must  be  certified.

Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 


Pursuant  to  the  Town's  Zoning  By-law  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (the  “Board”)  performs  the  following  functions;  The  Board 

(1)  acts  upon  requests  for  Variances  from  the  requirements  of  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-law; 

(2)  acts  upon  requests  for  Special  Permits  as  authorized  by  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-law; 

(3)  acts  upon  requests  for  Site  Plan  Approval  with  respect  to  alterations  or  modifications  of 
structures  or  uses  within  business  or  industrial  districts;  and 

(4)  acts  upon  appeals  by  persons  aggrieved  by  reason  of  their  inability  to  obtain  a permit  from 
any  administrative  official,  board  or  the  building  inspector. 

The  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:00  p.m.  at  Community  Hall.  In 
addition,  it  schedules  and  holds  public  hearings  when  petitions,  applications  or  appeals  are  filed  with  the 
Board.  The  Board  canies  out  its  functions  pursuant  fo  the  specific  authority  provided  to  it  by  the  Town’s 
Zoning  By-law,  Chapter  40A  and  its  own  procedural  rules.  In  accordance  with  those  rules,  the  Board 
charges  a fee  to  cover  administrative  costs  for  conducting  public  hearings. 

In  fiscal  year  2000,  the  Board  met  22  times  on  matters  described  below.
